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Along the Bias 

The myth of media objectivity cuts all ways

Currently, there is a somewhat live- 
ly debate going on in our online forums 
(austinchronicle.com/forums). The argument 
centers around last week’s story on the death 
of journalist Brad Will, written by John Ross. 
At issue, and a popular topic among many, 
is whether there are any unbiased reporters 

- reporters who offer objective rather than 
opinionated journalism - left. 

One of the forum’s most interesting regu- 
lars lays out these concerns as they are most 
commonly expressed: 

“The article on Brad Will and the accom- 
panying article titled ‘Killing the Messengers’ 
highlights what many of us members of the 
great unwashed have known for a long time 

- we have no journalists. When a reporter 
ventures to Mexico to report on the Tight for 
social justice,’ that reporter is not approach- 
ing the subject with an unbiased mind. That 
reporter is approaching the subject with their 
mind already made up. When the reporter 
goes to the assignment with that attitude, 
they are not an unbiased ‘journalist.’ They 
are, in fact, an editorialist or propagandist or 
merely a ‘reporter’ with all the seediness we 
usually associate with that term.” 

I would argue that this perpetuates two 
widely accepted, even reasonable, notions/ 
ideas; that they are both completely fantastic 
fictions muddies the waters. 

There is the widely accepted and cham- 
pioned assumption that a really good 


reporter - the best kind of reporter - would 
be one who approaches a subject “with an 
unbiased mind.” 

There is a two-pronged rebuttal to this 
position, the first of which this column 
will address. 

There really is nothing that might be called 
“unbiased reporting.” From the simplest two- 
car collision to the far more complicated 
intricacies of government, business, and war, 
the reporter is going to be shaping the story, 
whether by consciously melding his or her 
reporting to his or her beliefs or doing it more 
unconsciously. After a two-car collision, a 
reporter might talk to each driver for three to 
five minutes, with maybe one sentence from 
each ending up in the story. By choosing 
which quotes to use, the reporter influences 
the story. 

It is a rare story, even if glowingly posi- 
tive, that people are happy with as written. 
Instead, it is far more common to find that 
there are always major and minor points that 
the subject(s) of the story believe are misrep- 
resented. If it is a negative piece, forget it: 
Nothing will be regarded as correct. It is very 
common to hear people complain of being 
misquoted or of the quote being taken out of 
context. Most of the time this is because peo- 
ple are shocked when they see what they’ve 
said printed in black and white. Sometimes, 
of course, their objections are valid, but more 
often than not, the problem is that they regret 
what they have said and would have written 
the story very differently. Only rarely does 
a story, even if fairly inconsequential, fail to 
leave at least someone feeling it is biased or 
misrepresentative. 

Think about this for a couple of minutes 
- if one reporter is basically anti-abortion 
because he or she is deeply religious, another 
reporter might be a more casual believer, 
another also might be passionate but of a 
different faith, and so on. Each will approach 
many stories from a completely different 


place, with each one’s sense of what is fair 
and objective being different. 

Take something much more complex, like 
a fatal incident in Iraq. The story as reported 
by an “unbiased” newsman would still be 
biased. This is because an American jour- 
nalist is going to have a very different take 
on what happened than will a French or 
Mexican journalist; moreover, his or her 
opinion will be different from the percep- 
tions of an American veteran soldier, newly 
arrived American troops, al Qaeda fight- 
ers, Iraqi resistance members, and regular 
citizens. Within each of these very different 
groups, there still won’t be a single, mono- 
lithic take but a wide range of views as to 
what happened. 

Now, I realize some of our readers believe 
that there is definable and knowable good 
and evil. Similarly, some believe that there is 
a concrete truth to any incident - that there 
is an objective, absolute reality to what hap- 
pened, a clear-cut sequence of events, know- 
able good and bad guys. (Oddly enough, if 
one peruses these folks’ reasoning with them, 
it turns out they know exactly what that good 
and evil is and they can easily discern the 
truth.) This ridiculous attitude, which basi- 
cally argues that individuals are the centers 
of their own universes, plagues the Bush 
administration. The invasion of Iraq, a pro- 
foundly stupid move, flowed from it. Even 
if you want to join the lunatic fringe that 
believes we are engaged in a war with Islamic 
fundamentalists for the future of civilization, 
this was a dumb move. If you believe we are 
fighting them over there so we don’t have to 
be fighting them here, I have to wonder why 
you are reading this column. Not because 
my opinions are so different but because, 
with that attitude, why bother to read at all? 
Regardless of your take on the situation, we 
are fighting terrorists and terrorist sympathiz- 
ers, not specific nation-states. One country 
can subdue another country to the point 


where it is no longer a threat. But terrorists 
are individuals, and cells committed sepa- 
rate, violent acts; there is no front to assault. 
Instead, the war is the best recruiting poster 
for the next couple of generations of terrorists 
that anybody could have conceived; someone 
trying to do just that would have been hard- 
pressed to come up with a better strategy. 

Each of us, under the best of circum- 
stances, often views the same event differ- 
ently. Consider Akira Kurosawa’s Rashomon. 
A masterpiece, the film tells the story of a 
rape/murder from the different viewpoints 
of four people who were involved. Take this 
not as a statement that there are four sides 
to every story but as a metaphor suggesting 
there are many sides to any story. 

On top of all this, a reporter covering a 
complex action such as the war in Iraq, for 
example, needs an understanding of religion, 
politics, history, and ethnic characteristics 
and differences to offer a so-called “objective” 
report on the simplest incident. Now, would 
you either really want or honestly expect 
someone with that depth of knowledge not 
to have an opinion? If he or she disguises or 
subjugates those opinions, the story will still 
be tilted; it will just be harder for a reader to 
figure out what the bias is. 

In another post, the forum writer goes on: 

“I’ve never bought into the Fox ‘fair and 
balanced’ crap, either. But under the analysis 
I’m reading in these posts, what they are 
doing must be okay. It isn’t really whether a 
reporter is blatantly biased and reports the 
‘facts’ in that manner; it’s whether you agree 
with that reporter’s politics. Yes, I’m aware 
that the hardcore right wing would turn the 
U.S. into a feudal state. My only point is that 
no person can approach any subject for the 
sole purpose of essentially promoting one 
political point of view and then transform 
themselves into an unbiased ‘messenger’ just 
by sticking a press card in their hat. It’s wrong 
when the right does it, and it’s just as wrong 
when done by the left. ” 

Of course, there is nothing even slightly 
fair or balanced about Fox’s reporting; nei- 
ther I nor the forum writer is arguing to the 
contrary. The advent of Fox News made it 
crystal clear that people who were accusing 
the mainstream press of a liberal bias were 
opposed only to the “liberal” in that state- 
ment. They didn’t want news they didn’t 
want to hear, whether it was being “objec- 
tively” reported or not. In fact, it has turned

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out that what they really want is bias, not reporting - only 
they demand that the bias complement and not challenge their 
beliefs. They sure don’t want news, especially if it tries in any 
way to be fair. 

The post continues: 

“I’m also aware that no reporter can be completely unbiased. 
But if they are going to do the job, they have to at least try to 
be. But this is exactly what Fox claims to do. Rather than admit 
to their obvious and overwhelming bias, they pretend to be fair 
and balanced, which is a joke.” 

So ignore Fox’s ridiculous claims. The reality is that the news 
they present in many ways is easily accessible exactly because 
their bias is so obvious. On Fox, ideology trumps reality, opin- 
ion is more important than what happened, and fitting in with 
the station’s obvious political posture is the mandate. I’m not 
saying that by any measure this is good reporting, but you know 
exactly from where they are coming. 

“Fair” is possible: You present both sides as best you can but 
make your prejudices clear. “Balanced” is a ridiculous goal in 
reporting. “Balanced” means presenting both sides of an issue 
equally. Many times this serves spin and obfuscation well but 
the reader not at all. 

Friends once stayed at the condo of a PR person for a devel- 
oper. She was heading out of town, but before she left she told 
them how she loved TV news because, in its determination to 
treat both sides equally, it could be spun. She had no affection 
for this paper. 

I feel as though I’m setting up the writer of the posts quoted 
above as a straw man. I apologize for that - deeply and in all 
sincerity. I don’t disagree with the gist of what he is saying, but 
I think there is a tendency to simplify the problems, difficulties, 
and complexities of journalism. 

Over the years, I’ve read hundreds of pieces, coming from 
all different viewpoints, that had me throwing the publication 
against the wall because of the blatant intellectual dishonesty. 


None of this is easy. I have as much contempt for leftist report- 
ers who come knowing the “truth” of the story beforehand as I 
do for right-wingers who do the same. This is not a disingenu- 
ous ploy in order to appear to be “fair.” True-believing leftists 
feel their truth is holy. Too many of them deny their prejudices 
and disguise their beliefs. As completely dishonest and manipu- 
lative as right-wing pundits can be, left-wing ones manage to 
absolutely keep pace with them. 

I totally agree that when a reporter has deeply held beliefs 
and clearly pronounced ideas on a subject but presents his 
or her reporting as “objective” or as “solid truth,” it is deeply 
dishonest. Obviously, they are editorializing more than they 
are reporting. 

Frequently in letters and posts, the writer recommends 
a documentary (or documentaries), a book (or books), or a 
website (s) as being unusually good or remarkably reasonable. 
Invariably this means that, whatever the medium, the work 
reinforces his or her own point of view. Most issues are way 
too complicated to be presented simply, but it is much easier 
to represent, lay out clearly, and factually present one point 
of view. Although that can be done concisely, the account is 
almost invariably incomplete and thus inaccurate. There are 
those who wish that human beings, their lives, and histories 
were so simple as to be barely two-dimensional. These folks 
champion “common sense” as a way to solve any problem and 
detest academics and their ilk for obscuring the sweet, easily 
discernible “truth” of any issue. Believe that if you will. 

Here at the Chronicle, we try to be fair, to present both sides 
or positions on an issue. Ultimately, though, we offer advocacy 
journalism. At our very best, we explain the topic fairly, but the 
writer also makes his or her position perfectly obvious; in the 
process of doing that, biases should become clear. Whether we 
succeed or not is very much your call more than ours.

Ozone read- 
ings are also similar with Dallas slightly ahead 
of us this morning. 

And all of this before the busy back-to- 
school season starts up. Think about the 
addition of thousands of idling sport utility 
vehicles dropping the kids off and picking 
them up from school and extracurricular 
activities. Yikes. 

PM 2,5 is defined by www.airnow.gov as 
'Particles less than 2.5 micrometers in diarrv 
eter [that] are called 'fine' particles. These 
particles are so small they can be detected only 
with an electron microscope. Sources of fine 
particles include all types of combustion, includ- 
ing motor vehicles, power plants, residential 
wood burning, forest fires, agricultural burning, 
and some industrial processes," 

Also, according to the www.airnow.gov website, 
PM 2,5 is dangerous to your health, "Particle 
exposure can lead to a variety of health effects. 
For example, numerous studies link particle 
levels to increased hospital admissions and 
emergency room visits - and even to death from 
heart or lung diseases," 

Yesterday seemed to be the same story. 

So forget about bad hair days - it's bad air 
days we need to control,

Ventura Judgment Clouded 

Dear Editor, 

Michael Ventura has allowed his understand- 
able distaste for war and death to cloud his judg- 
ment [“Letters @ 3am," Aug. 3]. I live with the 
acts of atomic bombing every day; I would not 
be here without them. My father was a “guest" 
of the Japanese (their term for what we call 
POWs) for more than three years and witnessed 
and experienced firsthand the brutality of the 
Japanese code of ethics. The Japanese educa- 
tional system inculcated individuals from child- 
hood with subservience to the state, the Shinto 
idea of a chosen Japanese people, and the lit- 
eral divinity of the emperor. That training showed 
itself in 1942, in the Battle of Midway, where 
some 3,000 Japanese died - many choosing 
to burn to death in caves and shelters rather 
than surrender. Some 300 Americans died in 
that battle. Statistics indicated that only about 
3% of Japanese soldiers were captured; the rest 
would die fighting. In 1945, with defeat clearly 
on the way for Japan, the 80,000 Japanese 
deaths resulting from only one of many days of 
firebombing had done nothing to dampen the 
national Japanese fighting spirit. If only 10% of 
the population chose to follow the code of ethics 
they had been taught from childhood, that would 
have meant 7 million Japanese deaths and a 
minimum of 700,000 American soldiers killed 
in combat. This does not include my father and 
other thousands of POWs who certainly would 
have been executed during a few months of 
fierce battle on the Japanese homeland. The 
Japanese government reportedly was prepared 
to lose as many as 20 million of their citizens 
to save their nation. These horrors were avoided 
by the decision to drop the bombs, which killed 
some 200,000 Japanese. 

I leave it to you to judge by what standard 
this great saving of human life - on both sides 
- would be called “evil."

A Travis Co. grand jury on Aug. 9 declined to 
indict Austin Police Sgt. Michael Olsen on crimi- 
nal charges in connection with the June 3 shoot- 
ing death of Kevin Brown in East Austin. The 
grand jury returned the no-bill last week after 
hearing 10 days of testimony (beginning in late 
June) from 12 witnesses, including seven civil- 
ians. Brown, 25, scuffled with Olsen in the park- 
ing lot of Chester’s Club (near 12th and Airport) 


just after 4am on June 3, after a security guard 
at the club reported seeing a patron with a gun. 
Brown fled on foot; Olsen and Officer Ivan Ramos 
followed, catching up with Brown in the courtyard 
of a neighboring apartment complex. After 
Brown allegedly ignored Olsen’s commands to 
stop and raise his hands, Olsen fired his gun, 
killing Brown. (For more, see “Unsuspended 
Judgments,” June 15.) The grand jury’s no-bill 
clears Olsen of any criminal responsibility for 
Brown’s death. A U.S. Department of Justice 
inquiry into the case, to determine whether Olsen 
violated Brown’s civil rights, is ongoing, as is an 
Austin Police Department internal investigation to 
determine whether Olsen’s actions violated any 
department policies. -Jordan Smith 

On a related note, Chester’s Club on East 
12th closed after City Council passed an ordi- 
nance regulating “bring your own bottle” 
establishments. But an opinion out of Attorney 
General Greg Abbott’s office on Wednesday 
noted that city ordinances and the Texas 
Alcoholic Beverage Commission are unable to 
regulate pool halls with BYOB policies, because 
state law is silent on such venues. While the 
opinion was intended to apply to Corsicana, it 
could have implications in cities around the 
state, like Austin. - Kimberly Reeves 

A trial date has been set for Responsible 
Growth for Northcross’ lawsuit against the 
city of Austin and Lincoln Property Co., attempt- 
ing to stop Lincoln from building a Wal-Mart on 
the site of the old Northcross Mall. Under an 
agreement signed last week, Nov. 13 is the date 
when the parties will square off. And in a sepa- 
rate agreement, RG4N’s suit will be combined 
with a similar suit filed by the Allandale 
Neighborhood Association. The former agree- 
ment has RG4N crowing about an at least 


temporary victory: Lincoln promises not to begin 
any exterior demolition on the west side of the 
mall, where the Wal-Mart is planned (demolition 
has already begun on the east side), before Nov. 
20 and not to remove any additional trees more 
than 8 inches in diameter prior to that date, 
except for three specifically identified (and pos- 
sibly another two later). This is big news for 
RG4N, as one of the major thrusts of its suit is 
an allegation that the city failed to enforce 
Austin’s tree ordinance when it approved 
Lincoln’s site plan, thus endangering 29 large 
trees on the site. - Lee Nichols 

Queen Lo-La says she has landed on her feet. 

As reported in our July 20 issue, the Eastside 
restaurateur and Katrina evacuee - real name 
Lozina Stephens - faced an Aug. 4 eviction date 
from Royal Palms Manufactured Home & RV 
Community for the high crime of painting the 
trim on her trailer purple. Lo-La did indeed get 
evicted, but a friendly couple found her a place 
to live at the Tejas Mobile Home Community 
near Austin-Bergstrom International Airport, load- 
ed up her belongings themselves, and helped 
her move. “It’s wonderful,” Lo-La said Monday. 
“The rent is cheaper, and the landlord is wonder- 
ful. He didn’t have any openings, but he fixed up 
a spot.” Lo-La says her business (Nubian Queen 
Lo-La’s Cajun Soulfood Kitchen) is getting along, 
too: “It’s still a struggle, but at least we’re hang- 
ing on.” - L.N. 

Capital Metro is soliciting public input on a 
proposed fare adjustment, slated to take 
effect at the start of next year. If approved, the 
city transit authority will raise its base fares from 
50 cents to $1, effective January 2008. The pro- 
posal is an attempt to raise extra revenue to 
fund the agency’s ambitious All Systems Go!

The grand jury answers one 
question - many more to come

No indictment does not mean no problem. 

Last Thursday, Aug. 9, a Travis Co. grand jury 
absolved Sgt. Michael Olsen of criminal respon- 
sibility in the June 3 shooting of Kevin Brown 
after a foot chase from Chester’s Club on East 
12th. That’s hardly the end of the matter, as 
both the Austin Police Department and the U.S. 
Department of Justice are proceeding with addi- 
tional inquiries, a standard procedural review 
from the APD while the DOJ pursues a broader 
APD use-of-force investigation that began before 
the Brown shooting. The Office of the Police 
Monitor will undoubtedly review the case, and 
an attorney for the Brown family has promised a 
civil lawsuit. So the “no bill” is far from the last 
word on the death of Kevin Brown and the 
events that led up to and away from that death. 

It was never likely that Olsen would be 
indicted. Not simply because cops are seldom 
held criminally responsible for actions in the 
line of duty but because from the currently 
public evidence, the salient questions about 
Olsen do not seem to be criminal ones. Based 
only on what we know now - and there 
remains some uncertainty about the complete- 
ness of that information - Olsen may have 
been guilty of overreaction, or even panic 
under pressure, but it does not appear he was 
guilty of criminally negligent homicide. 
Unfortunately, that’s far from a clean slate for 
an officer already under scrutiny for prior use 
of excessive force. New APD Chief Art Acevedo 
will have his hands full sorting out the details 
of his first major disciplinary inquiry. 

Very briefly, the major facts are as follows. 
Chester’s employees told Olsen that Brown 
appeared to have a handgun, previously bran- 
dished by someone else in an altercation at the 
club. When Olsen tried to accost him, Brown 
broke away and took off running into a nearby 
apartment complex. Olsen headed Brown off 
from another direction, and when he confront-

ed Brown, still in flight and perhaps reaching 
for the gun (which he in fact no longer pos- 
sessed), Olsen says he feared for his life and 
fired. By then Brown had turned away, was hit 
in the back, and fell facedown and away from 
Olsen. At that point, 

Olsen testified, “I paused 
and hesitated, especially 
because [Brown] was on 
the ground and facedown, 
before making the deci- 
sion to shoot several more 
rounds to ensure I ended 
the threat. I remember 
thinking that I really didn’t 
want to have to shoot him 
again but that I still felt 
that he was trying to get at 
a gun and was still a threat 
to my life.” Brown was hit twice in the back, 
and from the autopsy as well as the statement 
of another officer, it appears likely that the kill 
shot was in that second barrage.

better tactical training of officers in their reac- 
tions to these critical situations. 

The NAACP has joined the Texas Civil Rights 
Project in calling for an independent prosecu- 
tor for this and other use-of-force investiga- 
tions. Wayne Krause of 
the TCRP accused Travis 
Co. District Attorney 
Ronnie Earle of failing to 
present all the relevant 
evidence and more broad- 
ly criticized the secrecy of 
the grand-jury system as 
preventing real due pro- 
cess and true public over- 
sight. “We’re not talking 
about deciding guilt, but 
there is certainly suffi- 
cient evidence to issue a 
criminal indictment,” Krause said. “Then inves- 
tigate it as a criminal case, and let the system 
of justice do its work. If anybody else but a cop 
did this, that’s what would happen.” 


System of Injustice 

Olsen’s statement has the ring of truth, not 
only because it fits the physical evidence (and 
other testimony) but because he readily could 
have embroidered it in ways more exculpatory 
of his own actions. Having first reacted and shot 
immediately in response to Brown’s actions - 
and after warning Brown several times to stop 
and show his hands - he says he hesitated and 
then decided to shoot “several more rounds.” In 
the APD and Police Monitor review, there 
should be plenty of questions raised about that 
secondary decision. Honest answers would 
seem unlikely to help Olsen keep his job. 

There are also plenty of larger questions. 
Immediately after the no-bill announcement, 
Nelson Linder of the Austin chapter of the 
National Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People angrily denounced the mostly 
minority grand jury’s refusal to indict Olsen as 
“despicable and cowardly.” When I spoke to 
Linder this week, he was more measured, saying 
he believes the jury members failed to be proac- 
tive and fully investigate this shooting, in contrast 
to the grand jury that thoroughly investigated the 
2003 shooting of Jesse Owens by Officer Scott 
Glasgow. He added that he believes Olsen “typi- 
cally overreacted personally,” appeared to violate 
APD use-of-force policies “in five or six ways,” 
and should be terminated. Linder also called for 


Highest Standards 

Nonetheless, the recent record of ordinary 
Travis Co. juries on police use-of-force cases is 
not exactly reassuring. To my mind, this inci- 
dent looks less like the Scott Glasgow/Jesse 
Owens shooting - much more egregious in fact 
and apparently mishandled afterward by both 
the justice system and the APD - and more like 
the Julie Schroeder/Daniel Rocha shooting, in 
which an officer under instantaneous pressure 
made a panicked decision that ended in the 
killing of an unarmed man. In the end, Officer 
Schroeder was terminated by then-Chief Stan 
Knee. Here again, Olsen’s shooting of what 
proved to be an unarmed Kevin Brown, face- 
down on the ground, after he was already 
subdued, helpless, and perhaps dying, cer- 
tainly looks (admittedly in hindsight) like a 
terrible decision with an irreversible outcome. 

We grant police officers the power to act 
with deadly force, on our behalf and in our 
names, and an armed man fleeing through a 
residential neighborhood in the middle of the 
night is no trifling matter. By the same token, 
we must hold that life-and-death responsibility 
to the highest possible standards, and, on the 
face of it, in the shooting of Kevin Brown, 
those standards were not upheld. 

No indictment does not mean no culpa- 
bility. ■

services and social programs: Parks & 

Recreation, the library, Health & Human 
Services, Neighborhood Housing and 
Community Development, and trash. There 
were no major surprises; agencies got funding 
bumps across the board (see tables below), 
with new money for “internal control” posi- 
tions and “core service investments.” Parks 
and Rec had the day’s most exciting highlights, 
as long-gestating projects like Town Lake Park 
and the Mexican American Cultural Center got 
their due, along with newer rec centers like 
Turner/Roberts and Gus Garcia. As council 
doesn’t meet this week, the budget discussion 
resumes Aug. 23, when public-safety spending 
is up for what’s likely to be a brisk going-over 

- although the “2.0 [cops] per thousand” man- 
tra is always ripe for a workout. 

No, the real fireworks, aside from the reig- 
nited debate over Water Treatment Plant No. 4 
(see “The $360 Million Question,” p.18), were 
over council adoption of rules for BYOB estab- 
lishments, which, as of Monday, had already 
driven intended target Chester’s Club out of 
business. The most entertaining part for coun- 
cil-watchers was when Chester’s humble pro- 
prietor, Darren Wydermyer, came before the 
dais - after the ordinance had already passed 

- to ask for the Las Manitas treatment. “I’m 
not asking for a handout,” Wydermyer said, 
before doing just that. “I mean, we put money, 
blood, sweat, and tears into this business.”

And last year, Cynthia 
Hernandez, the authority’s chief financial officer, said the agency is anticipating 
a $5.3 million budget deficit by 2010, which, based on long-term projections, 
could increase to $26.5 million by 2015. Cap Metro will be holding a series of 
forums starting Aug. 23 and is also conducting an online survey - which is 
more than a little biased, say members of the bus union. One question asks: 
“Capital Metro has never adjusted its fares. Since 1985 the cost of virtually 
everything has risen dramatically. Do you agree that it is time for Capital Metro 
to consider adjusting fares?” The final vote on the fare hike will take place at a 
Sept. 17 public hearing.

The Barton Springs/Edwards Aquifer Conservation District met in a spe- 
cial session Tuesday night to adopt a letter that will withdraw their request to 
the Texas Department of Transportation for road access to the Wildflower 
Commons planned unit development. The plan was to build the district’s 
headquarters on a donated piece of land in the PUD. Tuesday night’s vote for 
adoption followed a meeting last Thursday, in which Travis County Attorney 
David Escamilla told the district’s board that Travis Co. had bought most of 
the access rights along the unbuilt segment of Southwest State Highway 45. 
BS/EACD will now have to turn to other sites for future headquarters. - K.R. 

According to an Austin Independent School District study, the percentage of 
Austin high school graduates going to college increased from 55% in 
2002 to 62.6% in 2006. The study looked at who is going to college and 
what type of school they are attending. In 2006, 38% of the students moved 
right into a four-year college - up from 32% in 2002 - and 23% went to Austin 
Community College. The study also broke graduates down by ethnic group and 
found a troubling gap. Although 76% of white graduates went on to college, 
only 46% of Hispanics and 57% of African-Americans did the same, and eco- 
nomically disadvantaged grads fared the worst - only 43% went on to higher 
education.

It’s hard to imagine the Travis County Courthouse without 98th District Judge 
Jeanne Meurer, but after nearly 20 years of handing down rulings in civil 
cases and delivering tough-love advice (emphasis on tough) to youthful offend- 
ers, the no-bull jurist has decided to hang up her black robe in 2008. Though 
Meurer hasn’t formally announced her decision not to seek re-election, word 
of her pending retirement spread like flame through the courthouse and legal 
community - a sign that few people had expected her to leave office anytime 
soon. The unexpected vacancy creates a slightly uncomfortable circumstance, 
as two associate judges - Rhonda Hurley and Andy Hathcock - aim to replace 
Meurer, with the understanding that the sitting judge will be a tough act to fol- 
low. The two hopefuls are seeking support and campaign funds from various 
legal circles, particularly in the women-and-child-advocacy field, which is where 
the discomfort level comes into play. Both Hurley and Hathcock are steeped 
in family-law lore. Hurley’s gender would typically give her a political advantage 
over Hathcock in these parts, but Hathcock’s secret weapon may turn out to 
be his spouse - state Rep. Valinda Bolton, who cut her teeth in the nonprofit 
world of social services and other advocacy work. - Amy Smith 

He already has Austin’s central public library named after him, but any Ameri- 
can who treasures free speech should be ready to honor the late John Henry 
Faulk again and again. On his birthday - Tuesday, Aug. 21 - the man who 
beat the McCarthyists will be honored with a free 8pm screening of John 
Henry Faulk: In His Own Words, a new documentary by local videographer Pam 
Thompson, at the Zilker Hillside Theater (across the parking lot from Barton 
Springs). If you’re a latecomer to Austin lore, Faulk was a local boy who made 
good in the 1950s entertainment world, becoming quite the successful radio 
host in New York City - until he got blacklisted as an alleged communist. 

Faulk learned a group named AWARE had targeted him for his union activities, 
so he sued them and was awarded $3.5 million - at that time, the largest 
libel judgment ever awarded. He spent the rest of his life crusading for the 
First Amendment and even made it back into broadcasting in the 1970s with a 
stint on Hee Haw.

BEYOND CITY LIMITS 


Texas House Speaker Tom Craddick has fired back against the latest legal 
briefs his opponents submitted to Attorney General Greg Abbott in the battle 
over his powers. On Aug. 8, Craddick’s attorneys sent a supplemental brief 
to Abbott, re-enforcing arguments made in their initial July 20 brief. It was 
intended as a point-by-point rebuttal to the Aug. 3 submission by several 
ranking anti-Craddick Republicans, led by Rep. Charlie Geren, R-Fort Worth. 

In it, Craddick’s lawyers argue that, once elected, the speaker has absolute 
rights to ignore any member or motion and can only be removed by a 
change in House rules. However, this second brief removes the earlier claim 
that the speaker is both a state and legislative officer and can only be 
removed by impeachment. House Parliamentarian Terry Keel sent Abbott his 
own supplemental brief, citing prior instances from the records of the speak- 
er ignoring members. This includes transcripts from the time of former 
Speaker Pete Laney, who has already said he thought Craddick misinterpret- 
ed the rules. The issue will not be resolved soon. According to the Attorney 
General’s Office, the deadline for him to issue an advisory opinion on the 
issue is Dec. 15. - Richard Whittaker 



Meals on Wheels and More, which serves meals to more than 3,000 
elderly and handicapped people in their homes around Austin, is suffering 
under an unexpected spike in food costs, up 6.7% this year nationally. 

"We have people on the waiting list," says Dan Pruett, president of Meals 
on Wheels and More. "And we want to serve them right away." Pruett 
says their $5 million budget is down around $80,000 for the year. The 
nonprofit is suffering at the hands of international market forces. Milk 
prices have shot up 50 cents a gallon this year, partly because of a surge in 
demand for milk products in Asia. Let's call it "the Starbucks effect."

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In the wake of the Minneapolis bridge disaster, Lt. Gov. David Dewhurst 
has asked the Texas Department of Transportation to review bridge 
safety around the state. On Aug. 7, he sent a letter to TxDOT Chair Ric 
Williamson requesting a report on the number, location, and condition of 
structurally deficient bridges and what they intend to do about them. 
TxDOT issued its most recent bridge report in 2006, but Dewhurst noted 
that while he “read with relief your statement that ‘all the bridges on 
Texas public roads are safe’ ... the Minnesota highway department, I 
assume, thought the same was true for their state too.” Texas has more 
road bridges than any other state - a total of 49,829, with TxDOT 
responsible for 32,674 of them. Only 77% of these are classified as 
structurally sufficient, with the rest either deficient, obsolete, substan- 
dard, or unclassified. That’s a failure to meet the target of 80% classi- 
fied as good or better. Dewhurst has asked for the report to be delivered 
by Friday, Aug. 17. - R.W. 

U.S. Secretary of Education Margaret Spellings sent out a letter to univer- 
sities and student lenders last week asking them to voluntarily comply 
with stricter student-lending standards prior to the Department of 
Education’s negotiated rule-making. Those guidelines include university 
employees avoiding taking payments or benefits of any kind from lenders, 
full disclosure to students and parents on the criteria and process used 
to select suggested lenders, and lenders identifying themselves as lend- 
ers and not as agents or employees of the university, even if they have 
provided staffing in the institution’s financial aid office. The University of 
Texas, stung by the conflict-of-interest allegations against Lawrence W. 
Burt, its director of financial aid, already has moved to implement many of 
the same safeguards under an agreement with the Attorney General’s 
Office. Burt was dismissed on May 14, the same day the conflict-of-inter- 
est allegations were revealed. Chancellor Mark G. Yudof said in a memo 
that he expects all universities in the UT system to be in compliance by 
the end of September. - K.R. 

Right-wing religious pressure group the Heritage Alliance has handed 
down its annual scorecard of the most and least conservative state legis- 
lators, based on their voting records. While both chambers of the Lege 
split pretty evenly along party lines, female Republicans come out with the 
biggest stamp of conservative approval. Jodie Laubenberg, R-Rockwall, 
comes out on top with 96%, edging out Betty Brown, R-Athens; Linda 
Harper-Brown, R-Irving; and Debbie Riddle, R-Tomball, all with 94%. Joe 
Crabb, R-Kingwood, is the only male in the House Top 5. Joe Heflin, D- 
Crosbyton, and David Farabee, D-Wichita Falls, tie at 58% as the most con- 
servative Democrats - more acceptable to Heritage Alliance tastes than 
Republicans Delwin Jones, Lubbock (55%); Joe Straus III, San Antonio 
(52%); and lowest-scoring GOPer Anna Mowery, Fort Worth, at 51%. 

Bringing up the bottom of the table is Paul Moreno, D-EI Paso, who even 
with a couple of tax-cutting votes could only muster 3%. Meanwhile, the 
Senate lives up to its reputation as the chamber that avoids extremes. 
Robert Nichols, R-Jacksonville, has the most conservative voting record of 
all his colleagues but still gets only a 79% rating. Similarly, table tail- 
ender Eliot Shapleigh, D-EI Paso, comes in with a 40% rating. As for the 
Austin caucus, Kirk Watson places well in the lower half of the Senate at 
45% but still comes in above the House contingent of Mark Strama (34%), 
Dawnna Dukes (31%), and Elliott Naishtat (24%). - R.W. 
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The $360 Million Question: Where to Put WTP4? 


Rumblings about the future of Water Treatment Plant No. 
4 - the ecologically fraught, increasingly expensive plant cur- 
rently undergoing site preparation at the headwaters of Bull 
Creek - took another odd turn at last Thursday’s City Council 
meeting, when Lee Leffingwell moved to delay further con- 
struction for one year. The motion, coming from the plant’s 
most active council supporter, signifies WTP4’s growing politi- 
cal radioactivity. The delay may cool heated opinions on WTP4, 
but it’s no abandonment of the long-delayed and much- 
maligned project. It looks likely instead to rekindle the debate 

- with Travis Co. Commissioners Court and within council 
itself - over other possible locations. 

Like water circling the drain only to collect in a clogged pipe, 
WTP4 is stoppered but not yet dead. 

At the beginning of this year, the debate over a site for WTP4 

- originally conceived in the 1980s with an ultimate output of 
300 million gallons a day - looked effectively ended. Citing 
time constraints, the city ended its conversation with county 
commissioners on the Cortana tract, lands co-managed with 
the county in the Balcones 
Canyonlands Preserve. The city 
declared it would build WTP4 at 
its original (and just as controver- 
sial) site near Bull Creek. 

Since then, the extensive 
“environmental commissioning” 
at Bull Creek (including an exper- 
imental design placing water tanks above ground, in order not 
to disturb the delicate karst features under the land nor the 
endangered invertebrates that nest there), along with other 
“operational improvements,” had swelled the plant’s price tag 
to more than $355 million. In late July, Save Our Springs 
Alliance filed an appeal against the Zoning and Platting 
Commission’s decision to approve the construction of storm- 
water retention ponds. Around that same time, the 
Environmental Board called for a holistic Cumulative Effects 
Assessment for the entire project. Overnight, WTP4 was back 
in the headlines, bringing nothing but bad news. 

For the Aug. 9 council meeting, Mike Martinez, Jennifer 
Kim, and Brewster McCracken posted a discussion item to 
explore, in McCracken’s words, the “long shot” of a joint treat- 
ment plant for Austin and Leander, Round Rock, and Cedar 
Park (heretofore uninterested, and as of last week, officially 
so). But that was hardly the end of it. “Our site selection has 
been driven by a criteria of having to accommodate a 300-MGD 
plant,” McCracken told the Chronicle prior to Thursday’s vote. 
“That’s led city staff to say there are only a few tracts big 
enough: Cortana and Bull Creek. What I’ve asked instead is, 


'What about sites that could accommodate a 200-MGD or a 
150-MGD plant?’ Potential other sites emerge.” 

He was alluding to the privately held Lucas tract or swaths of 
the nearby Schlumberger lands - not as ecologically fragile but 
rejected as too small for a 300-MGD plant. WTP4’s initial capaci- 
ty is projected at 50 MGD; with that in mind, McCracken said he 
wants to determine whether building a smaller new plant while 
expanding an existing one can meet estimated needs. He asked 
Assistant City Manager Rudy Garza (who oversees the Water 
Utility) for information on sites that could accommodate smaller 
plants; Garza said that shrinking to a 200-MGD or 150-MGD 
plant could save several acres of footprint. 

Leffingwell’s alternate motion - delaying Bull Creek con- 
struction for a year, endorsing the Environmental Board’s 
cumulative impact assessment, and looking at old and new 
sites alike - seemed a surprise. But his earlier motion - 
postponing until next month the hearing on the SOS 
Alliance storm-water pond appeal - had signaled his willing- 
ness to slow down WTP4. To the plant’s advocates, time 

had always been of the 
essence; either the bird-nesting 
season or Austin’s looming 
water needs dictated that con- 
struction begin immediately. 
(That haste had backfired at 
Commissioners Court, where the 
commissioners perceived it as 
bullying and refused to sign off on the Cortana site.) 

Afterward, Leffingwell said the delay was made possible by 
council’s adoption of his water-conservation program, including 
prohibitions on outdoor watering that also passed unanimous- 
ly. “They’re savings that will get very sustainable, predictable 
results,” he said, “giving us a couple extra years.” 

With Leffingwell facing re-election next year - and an 
increasingly likely 2009 mayoral run - it’s easy to imagine 
WTP4 as a campaign issue and a potential dent in his other- 
wise formidable enviro credentials. On the other hand, 
McCracken’s sudden emergence on WTP4 and his challenge 
to build a smaller plant are in opposition to Leffingwell’s long- 
standing support for a full 300 MGD. For McCracken, widely 
expected to oppose Leffingwell in 2009, it’s an attack on his 
opponent’s strengths. Leffingwell’s motion appears designed 
to cool tempers for the moment but not fundamentally to 
waver from eventual construction of WTP4. He quickly issued 
a statement - “Why I Asked the Council to Stop Construction 
of Water Treatment Plant 4 at Bull Creek” - still endorsing a 
deep-water intake at Lake Travis for a 300-MGD plant, a proj- 
ect only the Bull Creek or Cortana sites likely could provide.

It's back to the site-selection drawing board for the city's phantom- 
like Water Treatment Plant No. 4. With construction halted on 
the environmentally controversial Bull Creek site, the council is 
rethinking the equally controversial Cortana property and weighing 
other private land options, such as the nearby Lucas tract. 


Beyond the backroom political considerations, there are likely 
two more reasons for the delay. The first is to make the case for 
Cortana to the county once more. In announcing her opposition 
to building in the Balcones Canyonlands Preserve, Commissioner 
Sarah Eckhardt said she felt the city hadn’t fully exhausted all 
its alternatives. Leffingwell’s call for a “re-examination of previ- 
ously reviewed sites, including Cortana, and the examination of 
new potential sites,” looks tailored to satisfy that requirement - 
but county acceptance is far from certain. “As for the rapproche- 
ment on Cortana, from what I can tell, nothing has changed,” 
said Eckhardt, citing the legal requirement that preserve lands 
be used for development only if no “feasible or prudent” alterna- 
tive exists. While she thinks “the probability of Cortana being 
the only feasible and prudent site in all of Travis County is ques- 
tionable,” Eckhardt suggested that the county’s ongoing obliga- 
tion to buy more preserve land could benefit the city, via a trade. 
“We could do some sort of swap” - buying a private tract and 
trading it with the city for Bull Creek. 

The second reason is closer to home: In a year’s time, retiring 
City Manager Toby Futrell will be gone. As a city staff conception 
and creation from its start, WTP4 is long rumored to have been kept 
alive primarily by a staff that has invested decades of work and 
money in the 300-MGD project that wouldn’t die. - Wells Dunbar

Kenneth Foster's Execution Still Looms 

The Court of Criminal Appeals denied the 
appeal of death row inmate Kenneth Foster 
on Aug. 8, clearing one last legal hurdle before 
his scheduled execution at the end of the 
month. Unless the U.S. Supreme Court or, 
more likely, the Board of Pardons and 
Paroles (and then Gov. Rick Perry) steps in, 

Foster will be executed Aug. 30 - not for killing 
anyone but for failing to anticipate that some- 
one would be killed. Foster was convicted and 
sentenced to die for the 1996 San Antonio 
murder of Michael LaHood Jr. The man direct- 
ly responsible for LaHood ’s death, triggerman 
Maurecio Brown, was convicted of the crime 
and executed in 2006. Foster, then 19, was 
about 90 feet away from Brown and LaHood at 
the time of the murder, sitting behind the wheel 
of the car that Brown was riding in - and that 
was enough for prosecutors to seek Foster’s 
execution under the state’s law of parties, 
which posits that Foster “should have anticipat- 
ed” that Brown would commit a murder. 

As illogical as that sounds, the state ran with it and stands by the decision to do so - 
prosecutors noted that Foster, Brown, and two other young men, Julius Steen and 
Dwayne Dillard, had committed two random robberies while riding around in Foster’s car 
that night (stealing from strangers but physically harming no one). Bexar Co. prosecutors 
argued at trial that the earlier robberies suggested the men did intend to harm LaHood 
even though there was no evidence to suggest such a “conspiracy.” And it is worth not- 
ing that prosecutors did not seek death for either Steen or Dillard, even though the 
state’s theory of the crime under the law of parties should have made them eligible for 
death. (For more on Foster’s case and the law of parties, see “Wrong Place, Wrong 
Time,” Feb. 11, 2005.) 

Foster’s fate is now in the hands of the Board of Pardons and Paroles, which will 
review the file and determine whether Foster should be spared and his sentence com- 
muted to life in prison. But ultimately, the buck stops with Perry, who has the power to 
affirm or deny board recommendations. While Foster’s supporters are cautiously optimis- 
tic at Foster’s chances for a commutation, Perry’s record here isn’t exactly anything to 
celebrate: The last time the board voted to commute a sentence, in 2004 on a 6-1 vote 
in favor of sparing Kelsey Patterson, a diagnosed paranoid schizophrenic, Perry ignored 
the recommendation, sending Patterson to the gurney and to his death. -Jordan Smith

Capitol View Corridors: Commissions, 
boards take opposite sides

Two city boards and commissions have taken opposing 
stands on Capitol View Corridor preservation, with dual rep- 
resentative Jeb Boyt, who chairs the Downtown Commis- 
sion and also serves on the Parks and Recreation Board, 

in the controversial middle. 

In June, the Downtown Commission voted to forward to City 
Council a final subcommittee report, titled “Downtown Develop- 
ment and Capitol View Corridors.” View Corridors limit building 
heights between the vantage point and the state Capitol and 
thus impact high-rise development Downtown. Serving on the 
subcommittee were attorney Boyt, developers Robert Knight 
and Perry Lorenz, Downtown attorney Chris Riley, and 
Downtown architect Stan Haas. In response to concerns 
raised by the Heritage Society of Austin (whose directors, 
Julian Read and Joe Pinnelli, have flatly opposed any altera- 
tions to CVCs), the commissioners took pains to disclose their 
personal property interests within View Corridors in the final 
report, following guidelines from the city ethics officer. 
Nevertheless, some critics - including Parks Board Chair 
Linda Guerrero - have questioned whether the commission- 
ers’ perspective is inherently pro-development. 

Guerrero therefore took the step of forwarding a formal reso- 
lution supporting the existing Capitol View Corridors, at the 
commission’s last meeting. The unanimously passed Parks 
Board resolution (with Boyt abstaining, at the suggestion of 
board member Hector Ortiz) “opposes any and all recom- 
mended changes to Capitol view corridors that eliminate or 
degrade views currently benefiting the City’s public parks.” The 
Downtown Commission report recommends “improvements, re- 
evaluation, modification, or further study” for 11 of the 30 View 
Corridors. The only one that would substantially affect a park 
view is CVC 3 (Wooldridge Square Park). While changes to 
CVC 10 (in Longhorn Shores Park in East Austin) had previ- 
ously been discussed, the final report notes that “Landscaping 
... now blocks the view. The Parks and Recreation Department 
should maintain the vegetation in order to preserve the view.” 
The Parks Board resolution notes that since the 1980s, the 
Capitol View Corridors have protected views “from Waterloo 
Park, Wooldridge Square Park, Town Lake Park (from the Barton 
Creek Pedestrian Bridge, Longhorn Shores, and Pleasant Valley 
at Lakeshore) and the Zilker Park Clubhouse.” 

Boyt said he was “dumbfounded” that his fellow Parks 
Board members refused to even vote in support of an inclu- 
sive public process to consider whether CVC 3 modifications 
might benefit, rather than harm, Wooldridge Park - which is 
in need of revitalization. (For more, see “Wooldridge Square 
Park: The Study,” Aug. 3.) Boyt, an appointee of Mayor Pro 
Tern Betty Dunkerley, is a holdover Parks commissioner 
awaiting reappointment. He also was recently named the 
Parks Board’s representative to the Waller Creek Citizen 


Advisory Committee - a surprise to Guerrero, who said her 
board was never consulted on its supposed “recommenda- 
tion” by spearheading Council Member Sheryl Cole or 
Dunkerley. Boyt has failed to strongly champion official 
Parks Board positions at some recent Downtown 
Commission meetings. 

Under “Negative Effects,” the Downtown Commission’s CVC 
report states: “CVC 3 - Wooldridge Park. We recommend that 
the City work with the County and other stakeholders toward a 
plan for modifying or deleting this corridor to allow redevelop- 
ment of the underutilized lots on Blocks 
108 & 126, between Guadalupe & 

Lavaca and 9th & 11th streets. This cor- 
ridor, defined by viewpoints about four 
blocks from the Capitol, is not oriented 
toward the park, and it inhibits the rede- 
velopment on Blocks 108 & 126 imme- 
diately east and northeast of the park, 
which are currently dominated by surface 
parking and drive-through uses. Travis 
County is evaluating one of these blocks 
as a potential site for a new courthouse.’ 1 

“I don’t think the other Parks Board members get it, about 
how much those surface parking lots impact the park,” Boyt 
said. Downtown Commissioner Chris Riley (representing the 
Planning Commission) has advocated for mixed-use redevel- 
opment possibly topped by high-rise residential on the east 
side of Wooldridge Square; a strong body of writing and 
research (a la Jane Jacobs) indicates that parks are far more 
lively and vital when surrounded by shops, cafes, and homes 
to populate them. Riley, who works for a law firm on 
Wooldridge Square and organizes its Saturday morning giant 
chess game, also is a voting representative of the Heritage 
Society of Austin. 


Boyt said the Downtown commissioners plan to present 
their report at council’s Oct. 11 meeting. Meanwhile, they are 
meeting individually with council members and the mayor. 
They also hope to meet with members of Austin’s state legis- 
lative delegation before the formal presentation to council; 
most CVCs are protected by state law, with any changes 
requiring action by the Lege. Boyt characterized the legisla- 
tive meetings as informational - to “set the record straight” 
about the commission’s own recommendations. However, 
Council Member Lee Leffingwell said he has asked Boyt 
and the other commissioners not to 
meet with legislators until council takes 
action on the report, out of concern com- 
missioners might appear to officially rep- 
resent city policy on the CVCs, which is 
as yet undetermined. 

Meanwhile, Heritage Society President- 
elect John Donisi provided to the 
Chronicle a photograph of a handsome, 
unobstructed view of the Capitol dome 
that he took recently on the eighth floor 
of the LBJ Library, from President Lyndon Johnson’s former 
office (accessible only by appointment). On the protected LBJ 
Library view, the Downtown Commission report states: “The 
East side of the view is still intact with a significant view of 
the dome of the Capitol. We recommend that the corridor be 
redefined to exclude the portion of the view [from the public 
plaza] obstructed by the expansion of the Darrell K. Royal- 
Memorial Stadium.” The Legislature gave the University of 
Texas special dispensation to obstruct the protected LBJ 
Library Capitol view in 1997, bowing to the greater god of 
Longhorn football.

Acting on Directors 

The spring retirement announced by City Manager Toby 
Futrell raises the question of how the city will fill key 
openings - particularly directors of city departments - 
while Futrell is a lame duck. The philosophies and talents 
of the individuals selected for those leadership positions 
can strongly shape how the city implements council policy 
over the next decade on urban planning and land use, 
environmental protection and climate protection - among 
other initiatives. 

Key positions open include Public Works Department 
director (with the esteemed Sondra Creighton retiring), 
deputy general manager for Austin Energy, and director of 

the Austin Water Utility (acting Director Perwez Moheet 

did not apply). That trio will have a huge impact on whether 
the city achieves the milestone goals of the Austin Climate 
Protection Plan, for example. Also open is the position of 
permanent director for the Convention Center Depart- 
ment (where Hymie Gonzales is acting director, with fired 
Robert Hodge under investigation) and director of EMS. 


During her tenure, Futrell has played a strong role in the 
director-selection process. Will council let her fill these open 
positions or now seize the opportunity to assert more influ- 
ence? That question became part of the council discussion 
during the uncertain period between Futrell’s last personnel 
review in April and her July retirement announcement. 

“While I believe we need to move forward as a city and fill 
these very important positions,” commented Council Member 
Mike Martinez by e-mail, “I would also think that we need to 
somehow make it very clear that if CM Futrell makes appoint- 
ments before she retires, there is going to have to be a level 
of understanding that any new City Manager that we eventu- 
ally hire will still have support from council if they come in 
and choose to make key changes in establishing their ‘team.’ 

I believe it’s only the right thing to do.” 

Martinez pointed to a recent precedent: During the yearlong 
process of hiring a new police chief, the city kept all vacancies 
officially open at the assistant chief rank, filling them with act- 
ing assistant chiefs from the force. When Chief Art Acevedo 
was hired, he was encouraged to assemble his own key staff 
and make necessary appointments. - Katherine Gregor 
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Acevedo Unveils APD Reorganization Plan 


Joined by the newly appointed assistant 
chiefs who make up his Fifth Floor top-cop 
team, Austin Police Chief Art Acevedo on 
Aug. 13 unveiled a department reorganization 
plan, which calls for beefing up traffic enforce- 
ment, rotating officers more frequently among 
shifts, and centralizing specialized units in an 
effort to make the department more flexible 
and ready to adapt to shifting crime trends. 
Notably, the reorganization will also spread 
the responsibility for overseeing the city’s 
nine area commands (geographical neighbor- 
hood groupings that generally serve to define 
patrol operations) among three assistant 
chiefs - a critical and hefty duty that to date 
has been under the purview of a single assis- 
tant chief. Under the new organizational plan, 
set to take effect Sept. 16, Austin Police 
Department’s motorcycle unit will be cen- 
tralized under the 
Highway 
Enforcement 
Division. The 
motors unit is 
“highly special- 
ized,” and dedicat- 
ing them to traffic 
enforcement is 
part of Acevedo’s 
goal of reducing 
traffic fatalities 
(there have been 
40 roadway 
deaths this year) 
and reining in Austin motorists’ (painfully) bad 
driving habits. Acevedo, who spent more than 
20 years with the California Flighway Patrol 
before being named APD’s top cop this sum- 
mer, said that since arriving in town, he’s 
seen too many motorists making poor driving 
decisions - running red lights, tailgating, road 
rage - and it must stop, he said. Austin may 
be known for having a highly educated popula- 
tion, but you “wouldn’t be able to tell,” he 
said, “by our driving habits.” 

Acevedo’s plan also centralizes the Police 
Department’s career criminal, midlevel nar- 
cotics, gangs, and street response teams 
under the newly created Metro Tactical 
and Special Operations overseen by Cmdr. 
Duane McNeill. The idea here is to create 
more flexibility in the system to ensure fluid 
police response and effective resource allo- 
cation - that is, to put cops where they’re 
needed and when they’re needed to address 


crime trends and hot spots. In truth, 

Acevedo said, the majority of crime is per- 
petuated by a relatively small number of bad 
actors - Acevedo wants them to feel the 
heat and, if they choose to continue a life of 
crime, to get the hell outta Dodge. In keep- 
ing with the theme of fluid and responsive 
enforcement, Acevedo said he’s exploring 
the feasibility of using the so-called 
Compstat program, designed and champi- 
oned by L.A. Police Chief William Bratton 
during his tenure in New York. The program 
offers police a real-time database of crime 
information that helps police spot crime 
trends before they spread. 

Also on deck is a plan to reassign officer 
working hours every quarter - cycling officers 
through the department’s three 10-hour shifts 
- days, evenings, and nights - every three 
months. The pro- 
cess of assign- 
ment and/or shift 
transferring, known 
as “leveling,” is 
designed to keep 
officers connected 
to the community, 
keep skills honed, 
and to combat 
complacency - 
goals jeopardized 
by the depart- 
ment’s current rou- 
tine of leveling 
assignments once a year. Confining officers 
to a single shift for a year (or more) poses a 
host of potential problems. For example, offi- 
cers working the graveyard shift are “primarily 
dealing with the criminal element in the mid- 
dle of the night,” night after night, Acevedo 
said, creating the risk that officers will devel- 
op an “us versus them mentality” that is hos- 
tile and, ultimately, counterproductive. 
Conversely, officers working the day shift for 
too long can “forget what a criminal looks 
like,” he said. Their “comfort zone [becomes 
a] little too strong.” 

Ultimately, Acevedo said the new organiza- 
tional plan is a “work in progress,” as fluid as 
the department it is meant to create. If por- 
tions of the plan don’t work as intended, he 
said, they’ll be retooled. “Obviously, [we’re] 
not wedded to this,” he said. “We’ll review 
performance on a regular basis and make 
changes as we go along.” - Jordan Smith 
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Animal Shelter Drops the 
Ball on Missing Dog 


Where, oh where, has sweet, little Reba gone? That’s what 
Gilbert and Mitzi Angelle of Cedar Park have been asking 
since July 20, when workers at the Williamson Co. Regional 
Animal Shelter told them that Reba, a frisky Labrador, had 
been put down. Yet a nagging question remains: Is Reba 
really dead? 

Gilbert, for one, isn’t convinced, for he was never allowed to 
see the dog’s body. “They stole my dog,” he insists. Last 
week, the Angelles hired Bill Aleshire, the go-to lawyer for 
WilCo animal advocates of late, to assist them in determining 
Reba’s actual fate. Reba and the couple’s other dog, Toby, had 
gone missing last month and ultimately ended up at the shel- 
ter. But only Toby was safely returned home. 

“The Angelle family has been devastated, first by being told 
that the county killed their 2-year-old healthy Lab, Reba, and 
then by the inhumane refusal of the county to let them confirm 
that the dog they killed was, in fact, Reba,” Aleshire said. 

County officials at first dug in their heels on the matter. In 
televised reports that aired the week of the dog’s alleged 
death, and in a subsequent e-mail to the Chronicle, WilCo 
spokeswoman Connie Watson explained that the dog had 
been 8 or 9 years old and was euthanized because she was 
an “anti-social” stray with a bald spot. “The black Lab that 
was brought in from Brushy Creek Lake Park was humanely 
euthanized to prevent further suffering,” Watson wrote. “She 
was distressed and harming herself. She was trying to dig out 
from her kennel and hurting her feet in the process as well as 


STAFF CHANGES AFOOT AT ANIMAL SHELTER 


Authorities with the Lockhart Police Department have 
confirmed that Cheryl Schneider, current Lockhart 
Animal Shelter director and EMS director, “is leaving here 
to go there” - there being the Williamson County 
Regional Animal Shelter, where Schneider will assume 
the role of director. Schneider is originally from 
Williamson County, as she grew up in Walburg. On 
Monday, Williamson County officials refused to release 
her name and details of her background but did 
announce that Ethel Spence, previously animal control 
supervisor for the city of Giddings, will start Friday as 
kennel manager. Former WilCo shelter director Melanie 
Sobel and shelter manager Kim Harrington resigned less 
than two months after the shelter opened in March. The 
county announced Sobel resigned to “pursue other 
career opportunities,” but Sobel claimed the county 
ignored her pleas for more staff and an actual budget for 
vaccines, food, and other essentials. After Sobel’s depar- 
ture, the shelter came under investigation for animal 
neglect and cruelty. - PJ.R. 


losing hair. She was acting in 
an unsocialized manner with 
the other animals.”

happy, healthy, well-trained “big baby” - nowhere near a candi- 
date for speedy disposal, in other words. “She was beautiful,” 
Mitzi added. 

The family’s saga began Monday, July 16, when Reba and 
Toby, a blue heeler mix, went missing at a Williamson Co. park. 
It wasn’t the first time the dogs had set out on their own, but 
they had always returned home in short order, the Angelles 
said. Two days later, the family posted a sign, and, within an 
hour, Cedar Park Animal Control Officer Charles Partridge 
notified the Angelles that the two dogs had been taken to the 
regional shelter. Partridge told them he would call in a “found- 
owner” report - standard procedure for halting euthanization - 
and provided them control numbers for both animals. 

Since the shelter is usually closed on Thursdays, the family 
waited until Friday to call, but shelter personnel “never 
answered the phone,” Mitzi said. A little after noon, Gilbert and 
daughter Sarah, 15, arrived at the shelter to retrieve their 
dogs but encountered “mass chaos.” 

Shelter workers initially told them they didn’t have the dogs, 
Gilbert said. Then they were told the dogs were there but that 
he’d have to pay $220 in cash to reclaim them. When Gilbert 
returned that afternoon with the money, shelter personnel 
acted as though they’d never seen him before, he said. 

Then, when a shelter employee punched in Reba’s control 
number, the digits pulled up an aging Lab matching Watson’s 
subsequent description of the deceased dog, Gilbert said. 
Finally, at about 5:30pm, a shelter worker informed the Angel- 
les that Reba had been euthanized but that they couldn’t view 
their dog’s body for legal reasons, Gilbert recalled. “I think 
they told me Reba was euthanized to get rid of me,” he said. 
“My daughter then fell to the floor and just cried and cried.” 
With only one of the Angelles’ dogs returned, the shelter also 
refunded the family the $110 that they would have paid for 
Reba’s retrieval. “But what puzzles me is that they collected it

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with the full intention of giving us the dog,” Gilbert said. “They 
had no idea [at the time] that she was dead either. They never 
indicated this the whole day.” 

Meanwhile, Gilbert called the Williamson Co. Sheriff’s Office, 
hoping for assistance in retrieving Reba’s body. The three dep- 
uties who showed up seemed helpful at first, he said, but they 
eventually told him the shelter had followed policy and no 
crime had been committed. Angelle, understandably distraught, 
called his wife from the shelter to tell her that Reba was dead. 
The deputies, apparently taken aback by Gilbert’s display of 
emotion, gave him five minutes to leave the shelter. There are 
conflicting reports about whether Gilbert complied and left the 
premises without incident. 

Nearly a month later, the Angelles remain unconvinced that 
Reba was euthanized. And, they say, until they see Reba’s 
body or incontrovertible documentation of her demise, they will 
continue to hope she is alive. Moreover, the family recently 
obtained documents that cast serious doubt on the county’s 
initial report of what happened, Aleshire said. “They show that 
the dog they killed had mange and calloused joints. That is 
not Reba.” 

As it happens, Aleshire is also representing a group of shel- 
ter volunteers and advocates who say the sheriff’s office is 
dragging its feet on investigating allegations of animal cruelty 
and neglect at the shelter. The allegations ultimately led to 
the firing of whistle-blower and former vet tech Kathy (Lopez) 
Abdella. She in turn filed a grievance against the county and 
last week won a $27,000 settlement (which includes $6,000 
for attorney’s fees). Aleshire, like a lot of other people, is 
befuddled by the county’s seemingly endless string of mis- 
steps: “When the hell is some WilCo official going to step up, 
insist that the truth be told, and put a stop to the inhumanity 
to people and pets at the county’s shelter?”

Cross-Border Craziness Continues 


A mentally disabled Los Angeles-area man 
who was mistakenly deported to Tijuana, 
Mexico, nearly three months ago was returned 
to his family on Aug. 7. Relatives of 29-year- 
old Pedro Guzman said he was “shaking, 
stuttering, and appeared traumatized,” after 
being picked up at the Calexico border cross- 
ing, to which he had trekked more than 100 
miles. “They took him whole, but only returned 
half of him to me,” the Associated Press 
reported his mother, Maria Carbajal, saying 
at a press conference. Family members of 
Guzman, who was deported May 11 after 
being jailed for a misdemeanor trespassing 


violation, “sued the Department of 
Homeland Security and the Los Angeles 
County Sheriff’s Department in federal 
court, claiming Guzman was a U.S. citizen 
and had been wrongfully deported!,] and 
demanding that U.S. authorities help find 
him,” according to the AP Also, the American 
Civil Liberties Union, which claims to have 
Guzman’s U.S. birth certificate, “sued the gov- 
ernment unsuccessfully to force it to look for 
Guzman,” according to the Los Angeles Times. 
“After a June hearing, U.S. District Judge 
Dean Pregerson said he was not convinced 
that he had the authority to order the govern- 


ment to help in the search for Guzman, but 
that it would be the right and moral thing to 
do,” the Times reported. Guzman’s relatives 
ended up assuming the search burden, Mark 
Rosenbaum, legal director of the ACLU’s 
Southern California chapter, told the paper. 
“The family spent all of its savings and most 
of the last three months living at a fruit ware- 
house in Tijuana and sleeping in cars while 
they searched for Guzman,” he said. According 
to the Times, “Immigration officials declined to 
comment on Guzman’s apprehension at the 
border because of pending litigation brought 
against the agency by his family.” 

In other border news, 93 U.S. Congress 
members, both Democrats and Republicans, 
“signed a letter to Mexican President Felipe 


Calderon on Wednesday [Aug. 8,] urging 
action on the murders of young women in the 
border town of Ciudad Juarez. ... Hundreds of 
women have been murdered in Ciudad Juarez 
and the state of Chihuahua since 1993, and 
about 100 killings followed a pattern in which 
young women were sexually assaulted, killed 
and dumped in the desert,” the AP reported. 
“We are very pleased that the Mexican federal 
government has made good-faith efforts in 
recent years to combat violence against 
women in Ciudad Juarez and throughout 
Mexico. Nevertheless, the brutal assaults and 
murders continue,” the letter says. Mexico’s 
statute of limitation for murder is 14 years, 
meaning that the earliest of those killings are 
now becoming unprosecutable. - Cheryl Smith

Medi-Pot Morass 

Still no progress

July was a busy month for medi-pot advocates. Among 
the highlights: a (brief) congressional hearing before the 

House Judiciary Subcommittee on Crime, Terrorism, and 
Homeland Security to address, among other things, opposi- 
tion to medicinal marijuana by the Drug Enforcement 
Administration and White House Office of National Drug 
Control Policy and, on July 26, a House vote on the 
Hinchey-Rohrabacher Amendment, which would direct the 
DEA to cease pot-prohibition enforcement against medi-pot 
patients in states that have approved medicinal usage of 
cannabis by seriously ill patients. Ultimately, the hearing 
went nowhere, really, and the vote failed (for the third year in 
a row), leaving things in medi-pot land strictly status quo - or 
so it would seem. 

There were, of course, highlights - both progressive and 
ironic - along the way. It’s always worthwhile to hear govern- 
ment officials (in this case, the DEA and ONDCP) explain, and 
defend, pot prohibition. It’s healthy, actually, to force the 
issue, especially where it concerns such an utterly losing prop- 
osition as the ongoing, endless, disastrous war on drugs; it’s 
unwinnable and unsuccessful - unless, of course, bureaucrat- 
ic survival is the ultimate goal. 

This is not to say there aren’t “successes” embedded deep 
within the morass. Take, for example, the drop in teen drug 
use the ONDCP annually champions. This is a good thing - 
drugs aren’t inherently good or bad, but they are potent sub- 
stances that should not be dallied with carelessly. But (news 
flash), teen drug use forever waxes and wanes, and it’s hard 
to credit the work of federal narcos with the inevitable ebb 
tide - especially since they don’t seem to be all that success- 
ful at interrupting the market. (If they were, don’t you think we 
would have won this damn thing by now?) It’s far more logical 
to credit parents, peers, and other mentors for any drop in 
use. After all, the feds themselves routinely tout parents as 
“the anti-drug.” 

It’s instructive, however, to view official statements through 
the lens of crediting the feds with the teen-usage ebb. Take, 
for example, the written testimony of David Murray, the 
ONDCP’s head scientist, at the July 12 subcommittee hearing. 


The ONDCP opposition to medi-mari is based on government 
insistence that medi-pot laws “don’t work and lead to drug- 
related violence,” breeding “abuse, confusion, and crime,” he 
asserted. There is, of course, no vast body of empirical evi- 
dence to back this up, at least none that Murray (or any of the 
other witnesses) ponied out at the hearing. 

Apparently eager to inject a “history” les- 
son into the mix, Murray plowed forward. 

Cannabis was often included in patent med- 
icines at the turn of the last century, but its 
use as medicine was risky and often prof- 
fered by “fly-by-night swindlers,” he assert- 
ed. In sum, he reiterated the government’s 
assertion that there is no medically accept- 
able use for marijuana and that in regulat- 
ing the legal drug trade, the Food and 
Drug Administration is tasked with “more 
than making people ‘feel better’” - indeed, 
he said, they’re tasked with keeping people 
safe. And we all know what a good job 
they’re doing on that front. 

The notion that pot has no medical value 
is absurd considering the feds have done 
their best to block the kind of research nec- 
essary to secure FDA approval. Instead, 
they’d prefer we buy their promise, consider 
the thousands of seriously ill medi-pot 
patients nothing more than crazed tokers, 
and just move on. Refreshingly, Reps. 

Jerrold Nadler, D-N.Y., and Robert Scott, 

D-Va., called the bluff. The subcommittee 
has received “numerous complaints” about 
the DEA handling of various medicines - 
including raids on medi-pot patients and 
dispensaries, carried out on the assump- 
tion that pot could not be medicine. Yet the 
government maintains a monopoly on 
research-grade pot, meaning, ultimately, “lit- 
tle progress has been made toward deter- 
mining if medicinal marijuana could meet 
the FDA’s approval standards,” said Scott, the subcommittee’s 
chair. “Even if the law technically gives the DEA authority to 
investigate medical-marijuana users, it is worth questioning 
whether targeting gravely ill people is the best use of federal 
resources.” In response, Joseph Rannazzisi, DEA deputy 
assistant administrator in charge of diversion control, had little 
to offer - aside from the rote our-hands-are-tied assertion that 
because the DEA must enforce federal drug prohibition, its 


agents are powerless to ignore medi-pot patients who break 
federal law. Conclusion: Those with a well-honed sense of dis- 
cretion, perhaps critical thinkers, need not apply at the DEA. 

Of course, that doesn’t mean a career in federal law 
enforcement isn’t for you. Just last week, the FBI announced 
it is relaxing its policy on past drug use, 
meaning former pot-smokers are not auto- 
matically banned from joining the agency. 
Under the revised policy, applicants will be 
barred only if they’ve used pot within the 
past three years or any other illegal drug 
within the past 10 years - or if the pot use 
in question was for more than just “experi- 
mentation,” reports USA Today. The agency 
is seeking to hire 900 new agents, and 
hopes the relaxed standard will help. 

(Plus, agency officials told the paper, the 
new rules promote “honesty” in the appli- 
cation process.) 

Fortunately for the federal narcos, U.S. 
House members, as a whole, still aren’t 
willing to forbid the DEA from prosecuting ill 
patients who use medi-pot in compliance 
with state laws. On July 26, the Hinchey- 
Rohrabacher Amendment, which would 
protect sick patients and ban all taxpayer- 
funded raids in any state where medi-pot 
use is regulated (there are 12 now), failed 
on a vote of 165-262. This is the third time 
the bipartisan measure, sponsored by 
Reps. Maurice Hinchey, D-N.Y., and Dana 
Rohrabacher, R-Calif., was called up for a 
vote by the full House and the third time, in 
as many years, that it has failed. In all, 15 
Republicans voted in favor of the measure 
(a loss of three votes from 2006), including 
Texas’ Ron Paul, who is also a presidential 
candidate; 150 Democrats voted in favor 
(an increase of six votes from last year), 
including Austin Rep. Lloyd Doggett. 

“The newly elected Democratic Congress had an opportunity 
to stop wasting taxpayers’ dollars arresting seriously ill 
patients who possess and use medical cannabis in compli- 
ance with state law,” Allen St. Pierre, head of the National 
Organization for the Reform of Marijuana Laws said in a 
press release. “Sadly ... members of Congress ... chose 
instead to continue prosecuting patients.” 

There’s always next year. ■

The Real ID: Big Brother's cornin' our way 


The road is bumpy as Texas heads toward 
compliance with Real ID, the federally man- 
dated state-issued identification card that 
will go into effect next year. 

Haven’t heard much about it? Texas is one 
of the states that, for the most part, has 
been silent on the implementation of Real ID. 
The new card - which will replace driver’s 
licenses in most states over the next six 
years - will be linked by a common machine- 
read technology to at least a half-dozen or 
more databases, will be required to board 
planes and enter federal buildings, and will be 
the gold standard for verifying the cardholder 
is a legal United States resident. 

Think the lines are long now to renew your 
driver’s license? Just wait. With Real ID, the 
renewal or replacement of your driver’s 
license in Texas over the Internet is over. You, 
like 16 million other legal Texas residents, will 
line up at your local driver’s license office, 
equipped with up to three forms of identifica- 
tion, to verify your citizenship. 

Sen. Leticia Van de Putte, D-San Antonio, 
who just finished her term as the president of 
the National Conference of State Legislat- 


ures, says the most recent estimates indi- 
cate Texas would have to hire an additional 
700 state employees to handle the new 
demands on the system. Oh, and by the way, 
that system is supposed to be in place by 
May of next year, although final regulations 
are still 30-60 days away. 

“They’re telling us that even if we hire anoth- 
er 700 employees, running at 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week, we will not be able to fit 
16 million residents into that five-year window,” 
Van de Putte said. “That doesn’t even [count] 
the problems we’re probably going to have with 
securing and verifying documentation.” 

Although the target of the ID is terrorists, 
who used forged driver’s licenses to board 
the airplanes on 9/11, the ones caught in 
the Real ID net likely will be lawful perma- 
nent residents. Illegal immigrants already 
are denied a Texas driver’s license, says 
attorney Leslie Helmcamp, who heads up 
the immigration legal-services program at 
Catholic Charities. Lawful residents, 
though, carry visas - dozens of differing, col- 
orful, confusing visas - that are likely to 
cause plenty of consternation. 


“Even those people who have documents 
often are refused services at different levels 
of the state and local government,” Helmcamp 
says. “The individual who is reviewing their 
identification frequently is unaware of the type 
of documentation they’re seeing. Maybe they 
haven’t seen it before, or they haven’t been 
trained. There are dozens of types of nonresi- 
dent visas that are used in this country.” 

And even some legal residents - people 
who have lived in this country all their lives - 
are expected to have trouble tracking down 
proper documentation. Van de Putte, for 
instance, was born on a military base in 
Washington state. She’s going to have to go 
back and see whether the base filed her birth 
certificate with the state. Her mother, on the 
other hand, was born at home; her birth was 
recorded only with the Catholic Church. 

For all this trouble, the federal government 
has appropriated a whopping $40 million to 
date to cover what is expected to be an $11 
billion tab over the next five years. Some 
states - Maine, Montana, New Hampshire, 
Oklahoma, South Carolina, and Washington - 
have refused to comply with the new mandate. 
A dozen others are urging a repeal or redraft- 
ing of the law. Idaho simply refused to fund it. 


States had plenty of reasons to complain: 
The cost of security - from database firewalls 
to the physical security of driver’s license 
offices - is still unclear. The software and 
databases - and the privacy of those databas- 
es - is still uncertain. The costs could be in 
the millions for each state. And the entire 
exercise forces states to stretch the original 
purpose of driver’s licenses from driving and 
age verification to citizenship and even 
employment verification, if some lawmakers 
get their way. 

Maine simply refused. Speaking to lawmak- 
ers at last week’s National Conference of 
State Legislatures in Boston, Maine Sen. 
Elizabeth Mitchell said Maine residents 
were a private bunch and Maine lawmakers 
decided that private industry - specifically, the 
airline industry - would not put up with 
requirements that might curtail business. 

As for Texas, Van de Putte said two bills 
were drafted during the last session, but with- 
out specific regulations to present to lawmak- 
ers, the effort was abandoned. Instead, the 
state is expected to make its changes by rule 
instead of statute. - Kimberly Reeves

The Continuing Education of Rick Perry 


An old refrain was sung yet again in a Senate hearing 
Tuesday - Gov. Rick Perry goes on a veto rampage, 
leaving legislators (and others) to wonder why the guv’s 
objections to their bills didn’t come up earlier in the pro- 
cess. The veto in question was his line-item rejection in 
June of $154 million in community-college funding, 
which he nixed on the grounds that such schools were 
illegally paying employees’ health-care benefits with 
state funds, when the law dictates that those benefits 
come from local funds. 

In his veto statement, Perry even went so far as to 
accuse community-college administrators of committing 
fraud. In passing the budget, legislators had decided that 
the funding mix - known as “proportionality” - could slide 
for the next biennium, because a rider in the budget 
allowed for it, but the guv decided to be a stickler. The 
veto drew furious op-eds from college administrators, who 
said they would have to cut taxes, raise tuition, and cut 
back on programs to balance the books - points they reit- 
erated on Monday. 

When former state senator and faux Democrat Ken 
Armbrister, who now serves as Perry’s legislative director, 
appeared before the committee, Sen. John Whitmire, D- 
Houston, asked, “One question: Why?” The crack was met 
with approving laughter from the many community-college 
officials in the room who likewise have been scratching 
their heads over the veto. 

Armbrister and others from Perry’s staff responded that 
community colleges had gotten plenty of warning that 
Perry intended to start enforcing the law more strictly, 
starting in 2006, when his office told the Texas Assoc- 
iation of Community Colleges that the guv disapproved of 


their failure to comply with proportionality. Senate Higher 
Education Subcommittee Chair Judith Zaffirini, D-Laredo, 
and other senators questioned that assertion, claiming the 
proportionality issue “never” came up during the many 
working groups and committee hearings. Moreover, they 
said the governor’s office had not communicated such con- 
cerns to Senate staffers. 

Looking forward, Whitmire asked Armbrister if the gover- 
nor’s office planned to meet with community-college offi- 
cials to resolve the matter. “Our door is always open,” 
Armbrister replied, which was met with derisive laughter. 
That raised Armbrister’s ire: He swung around in his chair, 
gave a menacing glare to the standing-room-only crowd, and 
barked, “Is that funny?” His challenge was met with several 
replies of “Yes.” 

Sen. Juan “Chuy” Hinojosa, D-McAllen, said the veto 
crisis could have been avoided had the governor dis- 
cussed his concerns with the Legislature, funded the 
2009-’10 fiscal year, and worked toward solutions for the 
next biennium. What most appalls some senators is that 
Perry’s veto effectively rendered the $154 million flat-out 
unavailable for this biennium. Even though the cash 
exists, it is no longer considered a part of the budget 
approved by the 80th Lege - so restoring the funds would 
require siphoning dollars from other programs and agen- 
cies. Perry has suggested money might be found else- 
where to restore the college funds, but the precise shape 
and effect of his proposal remains unclear. Sen. Mario 
Gallegos expressed shock that the college funding exists 
but can’t be touched. “It’s sitting in the treasury?” he 
asked incredulously. “If it’s sitting there, why do we have 
to look at other funds?” - Lee Nichols

Rove has modeled much of his career on Lee Atwater, 
the near-legendary Republican fixer who had a deathbed 
repentance and literally phoned dozens of his old political 
enemies to plead for their forgiveness. But Moore’s uncon- 
vinced: “Maybe this is a guy cramming for final exams, and 
he’s hoping for religious atonement. But I doubt that.”

THE HIGHTOWER REPORT

FOREIGN SPYING ON AMERICANS 

Government snoops and spooks, infiltrators 
and interrogators, phone-tappers and data 
miners, psy ops and spy cameras, the CIA 
and FBI, the Pentagon and your local police, 
the Department of Homeland Security and the 
PATRIOT Act - and, of course, the Department 
of Dick Cheney - all are watching our move- 
ments, monitoring our political efforts, surveil- 
ling any opposition to the established authori- 
ties, and routinely making a mockery of our 
rights of free speech, assembly, and privacy. 

And now: China. Since our own officials 
have created a surveillance society in the 
“land of the free,” Chinese officials apparent- 
ly feel free to snoop on us, too. 

Gearing up for next year’s Olympic Games 
in Beijing, China’s spy agencies are mounting 
an unprecedented intelligence-collection 
drive, targeting U.S. and other foreign citizens 
and groups that might organize political pro- 
tests during the games. Of course, just as 
our leaders do, China’s rulers are couching 
this assault on liberty in terms of protecting 
the public from terrorists. 

But the U.S. groups being targeted include 
evangelical Christians concerned about reli- 
gious repression in China, environmentalists 
concerned about China’s role in global warm- 
ing, and human-rights activists concerned 
about China’s acceptance of genocide in Darfur. 
These are not terrorists, and they’re not plan- 
ning anything violent. Yet, Chinese intelligence 
operatives are compiling lists of the leaders 
and members of these groups, monitoring their 
plans, and quite likely infiltrating them. 

China’s ruling regime is not concerned 
about protecting the people - it’s concerned 
about protecting itself from the people. And 
by the way: Where is our government? Has it 
become so jaded by its own invasions of 
America’s basic liberties that it won’t even 
muster a peep of protest when a foreign gov- 
ernment violates our people’s freedoms? 


WHERE ARE THEY NOW? 

Those who say George W. lied when he 
claimed in the 2000 election campaign that 
he was a “compassionate conservative” are 
simply ignoring the touching compassion he 
has shown for one group: the neocon archi- 
tects of his disastrous misadventure in Iraq. 

This set of warmongering dogmatists 
proved to be horribly wrong and dangerously 
incompetent, with their ideological fantasies 
costing America thousands of lives, billions 
of dollars, and invaluable global respect. They 
also effectively destroyed Bush’s presidential 
reputation. Yet, George very compassionately 
fired none of them, promoted many, and 
helped all to find comfortable sinecures. 

A Web group called Think Progress has put 
up a posting called “The Architects of War:

Meanwhile, the team of officers searched his 
room, removing computer equipment and 
plastic storage tubs filled with spindles of com- 
puter discs. 

Britt asked him, did he do any “Web stuff?” 
Perez recalled. No, he answered; Britt asked 
about “Web chat-room stuff. [And] about 
screen names. I knew something was up, but I 
never did any of that. I was never interested in 
webcams or ‘chatting,’” Perez recalls. “I’d e- 
mailed [only] like five people in the last 10 
years. I’d rather just call.” The questions kept 
coming and none made any sense: “The FBI 
kept talking about [chat] ‘transcripts,’” Perez 
said. “I said, ‘Show me the transcript, maybe I 
can help you figure it out.’ [Britt] said, ‘No, I’m 
not going to do that.’” 

By noon the officers had departed, taking 
with them Perez’s computer, two hard drives, 
and nearly 4,000 CDs seized from his bedroom 
and from storage tubs stacked in his garage. 
The officers failed to find a webcam or any 
videos of child pornography - like those that 
prompted the woman in New York to call the 
police - or any information linking Perez to the 
name “Rob Ram” or to the Yahoo! screen name 
or login name they’d uncovered and specified 
with their subpoena, including the names 
“stephanmee2003” and “famcple.” But they 
did find images that officials say are of child 
pornography, some involving prepubescent 
minors, on some of the discs taken from Perez’s 
house. (The agents later claimed that Perez 
directed them to the discs containing child 
pornography, but Perez says he was held in the 
kitchen during the entire search.) In fact, there 
were many such images, they said, perhaps 
600 in all (although this evidence is unavail- 
able) - more than enough to charge Perez, now 
40, with possession of child porn and to put

The FBI and the AG are hunting for cybersex - 
and to hell with the Constitution

On June 9, 2004, Javier Perez’s dream of 
becoming a college math professor came to an 
abrupt end. Just after 6am, Perez’s housemate 
was jarred from sleep by pounding at the front 
door of the Oak Hill house they shared with 
one other roommate. A brace of law enforce- 
ment officers - FBI agents, accompanied by 
investigators with the Texas attorney general’s 
Cyber Crimes Unit - was demanding entry. By 
the end of that morning, Perez’s academic 
ambitions were finished, and by December of 
the following year, Javier Perez (known to his 
friends as “Jerry”) was headed to a federal 
penitentiary in Louisiana to serve a 57-month 
sentence for possession of child pornography. 

At first, however, Perez had no idea what was 
happening or that he’d inexorably wind up in 
federal prison after pleading guilty to the pos- 
session charge. He had no way of knowing that 
he wasn’t even the initial target of the officers’ 
investigation - as indicated by their search war- 
rant - nor that by having a shared Time Warner 
Cable Internet service account in his name, 
he’d wind up in their investigative crosshairs. 
And he certainly did not know that the laws 
governing Internet usage, pornography, and 
even search warrants - and more importantly, 
the Fourth Amendment right to be free from 
unlawful search and seizure - could be so eas- 
ily manipulated in order to achieve “cyber- 
porn” prosecutions and convictions. 

Perez was sound asleep when the officers 
arrived, bearing a warrant signed by federal 
Magistrate Judge Robert Pitman. The warrant 
asserted that in February Perez had transmitted, 
via the Internet, a series of allegedly porno- 
graphic videos, depicting minors engaged in 
“sexual activity,” to a woman in upstate New 
York who he had supposedly met in a Yahoo! 
chat room. The woman contacted local police to 
report seeing the videos, which she said she 
believed were being played on a TV placed in 
front of a webcam, including a video of two 
young girls dancing around a room, clad only in 
ballerina tutus. (The woman told police she’d 
seen other videos, depicting explicit sexual 
activity involving prepubescent minors, but the 
ballerina video was the only one the police actu- 
ally saw.) The Lakewood, N.Y., police contacted 
the FBI, leading agents with the Buffalo, N.Y., 
field office to issue an administrative subpoena 
to Yahoo! Inc., seeking the identity of the person 
the woman had been chatting with - someone 
who’d logged in with the name “stephan- 
mee2003” and was using the screen name 
“famcple.” Yahoo! told the FBI that “famcple” 
was the name used by a “Mr. Rob Ram” and 


that, at the time the bal- 
lerina video was trans- 
mitted, “famcple” had 
been online using an 
Internet protocol address 
owned by Time Warner 
Cable. The New York 
agents subpoenaed 
Time Warner seeking 
subscriber-billing infor- 
mation associated with 
that specific IP address. 

According to Time 
Warner, that IP was 
assigned to Javier 

Perez’s Road Runner account and billed to him 
at his Oak Hill home. 

The information was passed to FBI Special 
Agent Robert Britt in the San Antonio field 
office. Britt ran a utilities check and confirmed 
that Perez’s name was on the Austin Energy 
account for the house on Scenic Brook Drive. 
That was the extent of the official investigation; 
using just this basic information, Britt drafted 
a warrant, attesting that because “famcple” - 
that is, presumably, Mr. Rob Ram - used the IP 
address linked to Perez in order to transmit 
allegedly illegal pornography, the government 
could reasonably infer that evidence of said 
illegal activity would be found at Perez’s home. 
In other words, he told Judge Pitman, the mere 
association between Perez and the IP address 
in question created probable cause for police 
to search his home and to seize any computer 
equipment found there. On June 7, Pitman 
signed the warrant; two days later the agents 


came calling. 

Javier Perez had no idea what 


impressed by how he could demystify 
mathematical concepts for their children whom 
he tutored. He was an avid winemaker, using 
local wild grapes; he was a trusted lead teller at 
a local branch of Wells Fargo bank; and he was 
rarely at home, because he was always out 
working or having fun with friends. Why in the 
world would the feds come calling for Jerry? 

Atterberry told Britt that he rented a room 
from Perez, and Britt asked if “anyone else lived 
there,” Atterberry recalled. “I said yes. There’s 
Robert Ramos, and we’re both, yes, renting 
rooms from Jerry.” Following a length of com- 
puter cable that curled along the hallway and 
disappeared into each of three bedrooms, 
Atterberry showed the officers which bedroom 
belonged to which man. The officers ignored 
Atterberry ’s and Ramos’ rooms - and, appar- 
ently, the trail of ethemet cable that hardwired 
each man’s computer to the Time Warner 
Internet modem - and went right to Perez’s 
door. (Britt told the

Perez didn’t hear 
Britt and the others 
arrive (eight officers 
in all, he recalls), 
although the com- 
motion roused his 
housemate Lee Atterberry from his bedroom in 
the far corner of the house. Atterberry opened 
the door to find a contingent of armed officers 
standing on the front walk. He was surprised 
- and it appeared the officers were as well, he 
later recalled. “I thought [they’d] made a mis- 
take,” he testified in federal court in September 
2005. “This was Javier Perez’s house.” Javier 
Perez was an accomplished musician (he’d 
played trumpet in the UT Longhorn Band and 
taught piano to numerous kids), and he was a 
genius-level mathematician - friends were 
amazed by his ability to perform complicated 
computations in his head, and parents were 


court that the officers 
made only a cursory 
check of Atterberry’ s 
and Ramos’ rooms, 
to make sure they 
were “secure.”) 

Perez was asleep, sprawled amid the piles of 
clothes on his waterbed, when he heard a 
man’s deep voice coming from outside his 
locked bedroom door, followed by a series of 
loud, shuddering knocks. Perez was groggy 
and confused. “I thought it was a friend of 
mine, joking around,” he recently recalled 
during a phone interview from prison. Before 
he could react, the agents had “broken down 
the door. I didn’t know why they were there, 
so I’m very confused,” he recalled. “Within 
like 10 seconds, I was being pulled out of the 
room.” The agents took Perez into the kitchen, 
where he was questioned for several hours. 
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Robert Ramos was the name of the other resi- 
dent.” On its face, that statement, which con- 
tradicted Atterberry’s testimony, reflects either 
incompetence or dishonesty 

What Britt knew and when he knew it is 
important. If, for example, he’d discovered that 
three people lived at the house before arriving 
on Perez’s doorstep that morning - and that 
one man, Robert Ramos, had a name quite 
similar to the Yahoo! account user, “Mr. Rob 
Ram,” who allegedly transmitted pornography 
earlier that year - the search at Scenic Brook 
Drive might have proceeded quite differently. It 
is hard to imagine that after encountering 
armed agents at his front door, Atterberry 
would’ve failed to mention that a third person 
lived at the house (as he testified he had done). 
The discovery of multiple occupants at the 
house created a hiccup in the raiding party’s 
plans, causing them to pause (albeit briefly) 
before proceeding with the search but under 
significant limitations. The initial warrant 
authorized the officers to search Perez’s entire 
residence, but after encountering Atterberry, 
the officers revised their approach: Without 
returning to the magistrate to detail the change 
of circumstances (as is usually required by 
law), they modified the scope of the warrant on 
the spot, to encompass only Perez’s room and 
the common areas of the house. Aside from 
glancing into the other two bedrooms - for 
security reasons - the officers completely 
ignored those areas of the home and whatever 
computer equipment or other evidence might 
have been discoverable there. At the time of the 
search, Ramos was not at home. 

Britt testified that there was in fact no evi- 
dence that connected Perez to the initial com- 
plaint - that “famcple” had transmitted video 
child porn over the Internet - other than that 
he was identified by Time Warner Cable as the 
person billed for Internet services at the Oak 
Hill home. Interestingly, Britt said he under- 
stood the effect of using a computer router in 
the house - as there was in Perez’s house, 
hardwiring Atterberry’s, Ramos’, and Perez’s 
computers to the single Time Warner Cable 
modem. That meant, Britt explained, that 
inside the house each of the computers coming 
from the router was assigned its own internal 
version of the main IP address - so that, for 
example, incoming e-mail would be routed to 
the right user - but that, ultimately, all infor- 
mation leaving the house through the Time 
Warner modem would resolve back to the 
unique IP address the company had assigned 
to the house and “not to the router and to the 
individual computer,” Britt said. From the out- 
side looking in through the Time Warner 


him away in prison until mid-2010, to ensure 
that he’ll have to register with the state as a sex 
offender for the rest of his life and that he’ll 
never again work as an educator. 

No Warrant? No Problem! 

It wasn’t until Lee Atterberry opened the 
door, agent Britt would later testify, that he had 
any notion that Perez had housemates. As far 
as Britt assumed, Perez lived alone. Of course, 
he admitted, he hadn’t done any investigation 
to discover whether his assumption was sound. 
He didn’t drive by the house - to see how 
many vehicles were there, for example, or to 
check the names listed inside the dented white 
metal mailbox planted at the curb. He didn’t 
make a trash run - seizing garbage from the 
can after it’d been rolled to the curb for collec- 
tion - as a means to check for occupant-identi- 
fying information, nor did he run the address 
through the Texas Department of Public Safety 
driver’s license database or contact the post 
office to see whether multiple people claimed 
the address as home. 

However, Britt cautioned from the witness 
stand during a September 2005 hearing to 
determine whether the search of Perez’s home 
was in fact lawful, those sorts of investigative 
techniques are rarely, if ever, employed by offi- 
cers working a child-pornography warrant - at 
least not on the approximately 20 warrants that 
Britt had executed during his 4 Vi years as an 
FBI agent. That sort of investigation wasn’t 
necessary, he said: The warrant in question was 
for the residence, not for an individual, so it 
simply didn’t matter. 

Britt told the court that he remembered 
Atterberry answering the door that June morn- 
ing but not what Atterberry said. “I don’t 
remember exactly what he identified himself 
as, just identified himself as living in the 
place,” Britt testified. “I don’t know if he said 
he was a roommate.” And Britt also said he had 
no memory of Atterberry telling him that 
another man, Ramos, also lived at the house - 
amazingly, Britt said that it wasn’t until “later,” 
after he “left the premises” that he “discovered

account information, it would seem as though 
all computer activity inside the house were 
coming from a single source. It would take 
actual investigation to find out if there were 
one, two, three, or more users inside the house 
- but that’s not what the FBI did, Britt said. 
Instead, once the agents discovered there were 
multiple occupants within the house and mul- 
tiple computers hooked up to the Internet, the 
agents decided to focus solely on the least dis- 
crete piece of evidence they had: the name of 
the person billed for Time Warner’s services. In 
fact, the officers didn’t even seize the router, 
although it was located in Perez’s room. “I 
believe we talked about what we were going to 
seize and that Mr. Perez was the subscriber to 
the account,” AG Cyber Crimes Sgt. Jeffrey 
Eckert, part of Britt’s warrant team, testified in 
2005. “So we focused on [his] room.” 

Meet the Predator 

If Britt’s questionable search of Perez’s proper- 
ty had failed to turn up any contraband, the 
investigation into Javier Perez likely would’ve 
died. However, among the thousands of discs the 
feds seized from his home they did find allegedly 
contraband images. The definition of illegal child 
pornography - that is, images depicting subjects 
deemed to be younger than 18 - is subjective and 
depends on what the viewer (in almost every 
case, solely law enforcement officers) deems 
“obscene,” “graphic sexual intercourse,” or “las- 
civious exhibition of genitals or pubic area.” 
Access to this evidence is tightly controlled - 
defense attorneys must make arrangements to 
view the material and are not allowed to make 
copies, and reporters have no access. The arrange- 
ment allows prosecutors to cherry-pick evidence, 
perhaps selecting the most lewd images to pres- 
ent as representative, and limits defense ability to 
counter judgments about the age of the children 
allegedly depicted. In fact, there were apparently 
lots of pornographic images burned to numerous 
CDs Perez had randomly amassed over the years. 
This made it easy for the feds 
to label Perez as a devout col- 
lector of child pom. 

Yet Perez, his family, 
friends, the children that he 
tutored, and their parents 
find that characterization 
stunningly inaccurate. Perez 
is not a sex offender, they 
say; he is not a predator nor 
would he ever think of hurt- 
ing a child in any way, 
including by dealing in child 
pornography. Perez does 
admit that he had child- 
pom images in his posses- 
sion that he downloaded 
from the Internet - and in retrospect, he told 
federal District Judge Sam Sparks in December 
2005, he grasped the fact that by downloading 
the material he might be contributing in some 
way to the illicit market. But he - along with his 
family, friends, and a psychologist, Dr. John 
Watterson - insists that his massive download- 
ing was actually symptomatic of his personal 
battle with obsessive-compulsive disorder. 

Perez hoarded everything; his house was 
packed full of stuff - stacks of mail covered the 
living-room sofa and a reclining chair; stacks of 


picture frames leaned against the kitchen walls. 
He saved everything. Perez’s friend Rhonda 
Cluley, who lived at the house on Scenic Brook 
Drive for several months in late 2005, recalls 
the time she found 10 full cans of antiperspi- 
rant while cleaning the kitchen. She suggested 
Perez get rid of them, but he refused. “He never 
knew when he’d need something,” he told her. 
An inability to discard anything is a hallmark of 
OCD, says Watterson, who has been in practice 
in Austin for nearly 30 years - treating both sex 
offenders and obsessive-compulsives, among 
others - and who diagnosed Perez with OCD in 
2005. “It was very clear right from the begin- 
ning that Javier did have [the] disorder and 
definitely was a hoarder of all kinds of things,” 
Watterson said recently. So it was not unbeliev- 
able - nor uncommon, really - that Perez’s 
compulsion would also characterize his use of 
the Internet. Specifically, Perez told the court, 
he was trying to make a “backup” of all online 
content - that is, the manic and absurd ambi- 
tion to duplicate the entire World Wide Web, 
initially from Usenet sites. Although it sounds 
irrational, indeed impossible, it is not an uncom- 
mon mode of thinking for someone suffering 
from OCD. Watterson said he found Perez’s 
account entirely believable. He likens it to a 
person who obsessively washes his hands. “I 
think someone with the classic OCD condition 
of hand-washing intellectually knows that they 
don’t need to wash their hands for the 24th 
time, but they’re unable to stop,” he says. 

And so it was with Perez’s compulsive down- 
loading. He couldn’t stand the idea of his com- 
puter standing idle all day long while he was 
out, explains Chris Perri, one of Perez’s attor- 
neys. So Perez designed a simple program to 
keep his computer working all day long, copy- 
ing all the content at every Internet address it 
could locate. When the disc was full, the com- 
puter spit it out; when Perez returned home, 
he’d remove the full disc, place it into a storage 
tub, insert a new disc and head out again. And 
so it went for about three years. Notably, Perez 
never reviewed most of 
the material he down- 
loaded - in fact, he didn’t 
even label the discs he 
recorded, making it nearly 
impossible to go back and 
find anything in particular. 
The point wasn’t to review 
the information but sim- 
ply to gather it, Perri said. 
By 2004, Perez had 
amassed thousands of 
discs burned with tens of 
thousands of files, most of 
which he never looked at. 

Inevitably, as anyone 
who has spent any time 
online understands, Perez’s discs included por- 
nographic content - unfortunately, they also 
included alleged images of “child pornogra- 
phy.” Perez insists that he did not seek this 
material out but that it was contained on sites 
that featured legal, adult pornography. While 
he was aware the contraband material was 
there - he had seen some of it, he said - he 
didn’t intend to have it and thus didn’t really 
think about it being there. “I explained that as 
going into the shopping store, and you can take 
anything you want for free,” Perez told Judge 
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Sparks during his sentencing hearing. “You 
want to grab everything - well, I would grab 
anything, whether I can use it or not. ” 

The sheer number of files meant there were 
plenty of potentially pornographic images to use 
against Perez, but compared to the entire lot, the 
percentage was actually far smaller than prose- 
cuting attorney Grant Sparks (no relation to 
Judge Sparks) led the court to believe, Perri says. 
Among the remaining files were thousands of 
images of trains Perez had intentionally down- 
loaded (he was interested in painting pictures of 
locomotives), recipes, and countless audio 
books. Notably, prosecutor Sparks did not prof- 
fer any evidence to demonstrate otherwise, nor 
to counter Perez’s assertion that he never 
reviewed the files at a later date (presumably 
confirmable from the computer’s internal 
records). Ultimately, however, it didn’t matter: 
Mere possession of pornographic images of 
minors is illegal, and that was enough to send 
Perez to prison - even though, as it turns out, 
Perez was not the person Britt and his men were 
actually, legally investigating. 

The Mysterious 'Rob Ram' 


Ramos would be the subject [of the investiga- 
tion] on this occasion,” Britt replied. 

In response to a fist of questions I e-mailed 
to his office in San Antonio, Fields, who han- 
dles media relations for U.S. Attorney Johnny 
Sutton, reiterated Britt’s contradictory reply: 
“The U.S. Attorney’s Office received no evi- 
dence indicating that anyone other than Javier 
Perez was in possession of child pornography 
or that anyone other than Javier Perez transmit- 
ted child pornography,” Fields replied. “Mr. 
Perez was found to be in possession of . . . CDs 
containing child pornography and admitted to 
downloading these images via the Internet.” 
And there was additional evidence that 
Ramos was involved - more than just the 
report provided by the woman in New York. 
Shortly after Britt’s team left the house on June 
9, 2004, Perez said he had a brief but startling 
phone conversation with Ramos, who, at the 
time, was studying to be a public-school 
teacher. He told Ramos the officers had been at 
the house and that they’d been asking about 
chat-room activity. “And he said, ‘Yeah, they’re 
looking for me,”’ Perez recalls. “I said, ‘What 
were you thinking?’ He said he’d been doing it 
for years and ‘hasn’t been caught.’ I was 
shocked,” he continued. “He came straight 
home and got rid of everything,” smashing his 
hard drive. Perez was furious. He told his law- 
yers, Perri, and his boss, Joe Turner, what had 
happened. Perez said he pleaded with Ramos 
to do something to help him out. 

Ultimately, Ramos reluctantly agreed, and 
went to Turner’s office on May 10, 2005 - four 
months before Perez would go to court - to 
sign an affidavit. “I own my own computer, 
which is a personal computer,” Ramos wrote. 
“I connect and have access to the Internet 
through this computer. There is a cable modem 
that feeds the Internet to the three computers 
in the house,” he continued. “At one time I 
used ‘stephanmee2003’ as my Yahoo login 
name. The name ‘Rob Ram’ is short for Robert 
Ramos.” It was a stun- 
ning admission - even 
to Turner, who reminded 
Ramos that he was act- 
ing without the advice of 
legal counsel. Still, 
Ramos stopped short of 
uttering the magic words 
- “I did it.” Instead, 
interestingly, he claimed that he had no 
“knowledge of the name ‘fameple’ or who 
uses it on Yahoo! chat rooms.” Whether this 
version of “fameple” was an unintentional 
error (he also misspelled “Atterberry”) in his 
handwritten statement (that was then tran- 
scribed into the typed version) or whether it 
was the means by which Ramos sought to 
distance himself from the whole ugly affair 
remains unclear. 

“I am not aware of Javier Perez collecting 
child pornography,” Ramos wrote in closing. 
“He has never told me he had child pornogra- 
phy. I was not present during the search and I 
do not know what occurred. I have never been 
arrested for anything before in my fife.” 

Although Ramos’ current whereabouts are 
unknown, I contacted him via a cell-phone 
number provided by Perez. During a brief inter- 
view this week, Ramos denied making any

If it weren’t for a call to police made by a 
woman in upstate New York, it is unlikely that 
Jerry Perez would now be behind bars. Of 
course, what she reported - being shown porno- 
graphic videos involving children by a 23-year- 
old man, “fameple,” that she was chatting with 
online - wasn’t what Britt and his team actually 
found when they showed up at Perez’s house. 

The evidence might well have been close at 
hand - but they chose not to look for it beyond 
Perez’s possessions. Yet from the available infor- 
mation, there was a greater likelihood that what 
the investigators were after was in Perez’s house, 
behind the closed door occupied by Perez’s 
housemate - Robert Ramos. “Rob Ram,” the 
name associated with the “stephanmee2003” 
login name and “fameple” screen name, was 
actually a shortened ver- 
sion of Ramos’ full name, "I am not aware of

Amazingly, however, the official government 
position - from Britt, Sparks, and more recent- 
ly from Department of Justice spokesman 
Daryl Fields in San Antonio - is that there was 
no evidence to suggest Ramos was actually the 
man the feds were after. For example, Britt 
completely dismisses the notion that he should 
have gone back to the magistrate for a new war- 
rant after discovering that Perez had a house- 
mate named Robert Ramos. “I have no evi- 
dence or probable cause to believe that Robert

Guilt by Computer 

According to prosecutor Sparks, Perez’s 
claim that he suffers from OCD is also mean- 


login name “stephanmee2003” was also his, 
but said he “never” told Perez that he was the 
person the cops were actually looking for. 
Ramos said he no longer owns the computer 
he used while living in the house on Scenic 
Brook Drive. 

Although Perez admitted having possession 
of child porn, he was nonetheless adamant 
that the government’s means of finding this 
evidence was in fact illegal - requiring them 
to bend the Fourth Amendment and to warp 
the notion of investigative duties and the 
standard for probable cause in such a way 
that the new “standard” actually threatens 
most people - not just the notoriously despi- 
cable alleged purveyors of child porn. If the 
mere association between an IP address and 
alleged criminal activity is enough to allow 
officers to enter private property and conduct 
invasive searches, Perri argues, then anyone 
that pays for Internet services is vulnerable to 
law enforcement scrutiny. Under the govern- 
ment theory asserted in Perez’s case, the ser- 
vice subscriber is ultimately responsible for 
whatever illegal activity might be trafficked 
through his or her Internet account, regard- 
less of whether that subscriber in fact had any 
connection to, or even knew about, that ille- 
gal activity. It is a new and nearly inexplicable 
standard that twists logic - and legal prece- 
dent. “It gives the [government] the legal 
right to continue doing these searches, with- 
out ever having to investigate,” says Perri. 
“They’d never have to leave their offices; they 
can just sit there, file administrative subpoe- 
nas, and draft warrants.” 

And so it went for Javier Perez, where the 
feds have turned established logic on its ear, 
insisting that Perez was in fact their intended 
target and that his decision to challenge the 
legality of the search at his home is frivolous. 
“He feels that an injustice has been served 
because Mr. Ramos perhaps was trafficking 
child pornography,” Special Assistant U.S. 
Attorney Sparks told the court. “Not to be 
insensitive, but who cares [?] [Perez] was in pos- 
session of child pornography and receiving it.” 


ingless. What matters is that by downloading 
so many illegal images, Perez actually “created 
a market, almost single-handedly, for the prolif- 
eration of child pornography,” he told Judge 
Sparks during Perez’s 2005 sentencing hearing. 
Without any supporting evidence, prosecutor 
Sparks took his argument even further, assert- 
ing that Perez was actually collecting child pom 
for the purposes of “whetting [his] appetite” - 
as a prelude to preying on real children. 

Sparks’ assertion that Perez’s extensive down- 
loading actually created a “market” for child 
porn (although there is no evidence that Perez 
paid for any images) is highly debatable; his 
assertion that Perez was nothing more than a 
predator-in-training is baseless and inflamma- 
tory. Yet it is not surprising, because it repre- 
sents well the new standard level of rhetoric, 
completely lacking empirical supporting evi- 
dence, that has become a hallmark of the offi- 
cial police and prosecutorial hunt for “cyber- 
predators” and child pornographers. 

Technological advances, and specifically the 
rise of the Internet, have undoubtedly broad- 
ened access to child pornography - once an 
industry of hard copies purveyed largely 
through the mail - and may have created new 
avenues for sexual deviants to stalk and find 
victims, although the actual statistics are not 
necessarily persuasive. DOJ spokesman Fields 
says that in fiscal year 2005 alone, federal pros- 
ecutors charged 1,447 “child exploitation cases 
involving child pornography, coercion, and 
enticement offenses” against 1,503 individu- 
als. Locally, since August 2004, the feds have 
prosecuted about 130 defendants on child- 
porn charges; most defendants plead guilty 
rather than go to trial, and most receive 
between two- and five-year sentences. (This is 
straight time, since there is no parole in the 
federal system.) The Texas AG’s office has 
apprehended 93 individuals - “cyberpreda- 
tors” - who actually attempted to meet a 13- 
year-old “girl” (an online role assumed by 
Cyber Crimes investigators). So far, says spokes- 
man Jerry Strickland, the AG has a 100% con- 
viction rate - which at least suggests prosecu- 


tions impervious to any available legal defense. 
According to the National Center for Missing 
and Exploited Children, only about one-third 
of cyberpredator and kiddie-pom offenses are 
actually reported, meaning the scope of the 
problem isn’t actually represented by the num- 
ber of actual prosecutions - but such numbers 
are highly speculative. 

Nonetheless, the darkness at the heart of the 
sex-crimes story hasn’t changed: It remains 
true that the majority of those who sexually 
abuse children - including by creating and 
distributing child pornography - are either 
related to their victims or else have otherwise 
legitimate access to the children they abuse. “A 
lot of people think these are kids that are 
abducted off the streets,” says John Shehan, 
deputy director of the exploited children divi- 
sion of the Florida-based NCMEC. “Most 
> [child victims] do have a relationship to their 
S abuser. In the vast majority of cases, the indi- 
o viduals that create these images and abuse 
[these kids] have legitimate access” - they’re 
parents, uncles, brothers, teachers, and other 
close relatives and acquaintances, he says. This 
uncomfortable fact receives far fewer headlines 
and law official emphasis than the relatively 
rare but much more sensational horror story of 
hideous stranger crimes - like the 2005 abduc- 
tion, rape, and murder of 9-year-old Jessica 
Lunsford in Florida that has prompted a string 
of states, including Texas, to increase criminal 
penalties associated with child sex-predator 
crimes. (In Texas, the newly enacted “Jessica’s 
Law” allows for the imposition of the death 
penalty for repeat offenders.) 

It is the stranger crimes that make headlines 
and TV magazines and feed moral panic; they 
reinforce the specter of a menacing “bogey- 
man” that everyone wants to flush out from 
under the bed or, more often in recent years, 
from behind the computer monitor. The mere 
mention of “kiddie pom” or reference to 
“cybercrimes” is enough to invoke this con- 
temporary bogeyman. But there are inevitable 
unintended social consequenc- 
es, say lawyers, civil libertarians, 
and others, including psychiat- 
ric researchers and mental- 
health experts. All “sex offend- 
ers,” no matter the circumstanc- 
es, are lumped together as 
equally despicable and unsym- 
pathetic - the understandable 
disgust for a literal, serial sex 
abuser is now also attributed to 
teenage lovers separated by a 
“consensual” year or by the 
casual possessor of images the 
government deems 
graphic.” Upon conviction, all 
three defendants earn registration as “sex 
offenders,” an official, lifelong scarlet letter 
reflecting that none so labeled is to be tmsted, 
forever, and that all are equally dangerous. 
“Certain prosecutors want to rely on that 
[assumption],” says attorney Turner, a former 
Travis Co. assistant district attorney. “They 
want to lump ’em all together.” And this confla- 
tion muddies everything - particularly the 
application of the law. It also hardly serves to 
protect children, because such muddling also 
trivializes serious and violent sexual crime, 
making it more likely that such offenders will 


readily lose themselves amid hundreds of others 
convicted of what are, in rational terms, much 
less serious offenses. To date, there are 50,000 
individuals - from flashers to rapists - listed in 
the Texas Department of Public Safety’s sex- 
offender registry. Among them is Javier Perez. 

This approach does have one advantage, at 
least to police and prosecutors. By reflexively 
invoking the sensationalized “kiddie-porn” 
menace, the government lessens resistance it 
might otherwise face to its tactics and interpre- 
tations of the law and especially to its applica- 
tion of the Fourth Amendment’s ban on unlaw- 
ful search and seizure, says E.X. Martin, a 
Dallas defense attorney with expertise in 
search-and-seizure methods in cybercrime 
cases. Under the guise of “making us safe” 
from potential predators, Martin says, the 
courts have granted law enforcement more and 
more leeway in establishing probable cause 
when considering warrant applications, such 
as the one FBI agent Britt sought to search 
Perez’s home. “It’s the hot-button deal right 
now,” he says. “If you downloaded kiddie 
porn, they’re going to kill you.” 

In hindsight, Perez realized that downloading 
the images, even unknowingly, was wrong, 
which is why he pleaded guilty to the posses- 
sion charge. But he did not give up his right to 
appeal his conviction, an appeal now headed for 
the U.S. Supreme Court, because he does not 
believe that the means by which the feds 
ensnared him was legal - or an appropriate use 
of their Fourth Amendment powers. Perez and 
his attorneys, Turner and Perri (who is preparing 
the appeal pro bono), say that the case exposes 
a fundamental flaw in the government’s zeal to 
prosecute alleged child pornographers and sex 
abusers. “This is out of control, and a lot of it is 
really unfair,” says Turner. “Part of the problem 
is that the people writing these laws [and judg- 
ing defendants] don’t understand the technolo- 
gy - they are older folks making the decisions, 
and they don’t understand the technology.” 

In pursuing Perez, the government aban- 
doned its initial pursuit of “Rob 
Ram,” the person actually alleged 
to have transmitted kiddie pom 
over the Internet, in favor of a 
strategy that assumes an IP address 
is as good as a fingerprint, says 
Perri, and that’s frightening. The 
government assumption should 
make anyone who uses the 
Internet nervous - especially those 
who might use an unsecured con- 
nection, those who provide wire- 
less Internet access for customers 
(for example, bookstores, coffee- 
houses, restaurants, or even the 
city of Austin’s Parks and 
Recreation Department), and small-business 
owners whose employees use computers con- 
nected via a router to an Internet modem. If 
Perez’s conviction stands, it means that finding 
who is responsible for a specific illegal activity 
isn’t as important as getting a green light to fer- 
ret out whatever illegal activity might be taking 
place - by someone, somewhere. In Perez’s case, 
the feds were, supposedly, interested in finding 
“Rob Ram” and stopping his transmission of 
pornographic videos involving children. Instead, 
they found, arrested, and convicted Javier Perez 
- and let Rob Ram disappear into the wind. ■

What Fourth Amendment? 


Although government officials assert that 
the Time Warner IP address link to Javier Perez 
was enough to establish probable cause to 
search his home, the Department of Justice’s 
own guidelines warn against basing search 
warrants solely on an IP address. “Probable 
cause challenges may ... arise when support- 
ing evidence in an affidavit derives heavily 
from records of a particular Internet account 
or Internet Protocol (“IP”) address,” reads a 
manual on search-and-seizure procedures 
issued by the DOJ’s Computer Crime and Intel- 
lectual Property section. “The problem is a 
practical one: generally speaking, the fact that 
an ... address was used does not establish 
conclusively the identity or location of the par- 
ticular person who used it.” 

Yet that is the precise leap in logic made by 
FBI Special Agent Robert Britt and Assistant 
U.S. Attorney Grant Sparks. Conversely, in a 
2000 case {U.S. v. Grant), the U.S. 1st Circuit 
Court of Appeals concluded that evidence 
linking a person to a particular account - like 
Ramos’ admission that his Yahoo! account 
login was “stephanmee2003” (the account 
linked to the initial “child pornography” com- 
plaint filed in New York) - is far more substan- 
tive evidence, because such accounts are gen- 
erally password protected, reducing the likeli- 
hood that a third party might have been actu- 
ally responsible for transmitting or receiving 
material via that account at any given time. 

Yet U.S. District Judge Sam Sparks ruled 
that the FBI warrant was valid and the search 
of Perez’s house legal. Attorney Chris Perri, who 
is handling Perez’s appeal to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, suspects that Sparks might have 
reached his conclusion because he misunder- 
stood this key difference, thinking instead that 
an IP address is a sort of “digital fingerprint” 
and as discrete as a password-protected e-mail 
account. In his Supreme Court appeal brief, 
Perri highlights a specific comment by the 
judge. “You know, I have two Web addresses in 
my home,” Judge Sparks said during the 
September 2005 suppression hearing. “My 
wife and I have separate ones. We have six 
children, thank God, they’re all gone, but I rath- 
er suspect that they would have separate 
addresses [as well].” (A footnote to Perri’s brief 
suggests that the justices investigate how the 
court’s Internet access is configured, speculat- 
ing that they’d find some “overlap” in their 
“respective IP addresses,” he wrote. “If a rogue 
law clerk were to send out unlawful transmis- 
sions from the Court’s computers, would this 
Court believe it fair for the registered owner of 
the Court’s IP address to be the subject of a 
search warrant, even though this owner had 
nothing to do with the transmissions?”) 

The 5th U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals did 
rule that Britt’s discovery that three people 
actually lived at the house on Scenic Brook 
Drive “should have alerted the police to the 
possibility that one of the other housemates 
might have been using the IP address in ques- 


tion at the time of the illicit transmissions,” add- 
ing that the “existence of wires traveling into 
each of the bedrooms added support to that 
possibility.” Nonetheless, the judges concluded 
that it wasn’t necessary to have a magistrate 
sign off on a new warrant because “the IP 
address in question was registered in Perez’s 
name, and because the two other individuals liv- 
ing in Perez’s house maintained separate resi- 
dences” (that is, each bedroom was the private 
quarters of each housemate). Thus, the court 
wrote, there was still a “fair probability” that 
Perez was responsible for transmission of the 
alleged child-porn videos. Fair probabilty, they 
noted, is “something more than a bare suspi- 
cion, but need not reach the fifty percent mark.” 
(Like Judge Sparks, the 5th Circuit seems con- 
fused about the difference between an IP 
address and a more discrete electronic hall- 
mark, such as a password-protected account. In 
the Perez opinion, the court concluded that 
while the Grant case involved a screen name 
and not an IP address, “the principle” in Grant 
“is equally applicable” to Perez’s case.) 

To Perri, the court’s assertion is absurd. With 
three people - Atterberry, Ramos, and Perez - 
living at the house and sharing a single IP 
address through a router, there would be only a 
33% chance that Perez was the person who 
transmitted the contraband video. While proba- 
ble cause is a fluid standard and not a hard- 
and-fast technical standard (and a lower bar 
than that of “beyond a reasonable doubt,” 
which must be met in order to convict), he 
argues that no reasonable person would con- 
sider a one-in-three chance a “fair” risk. “[The 
court] might not want to give an actual per- 
centage, but I think when you get low enough 
there is no ‘fair probability.’ So is the Fifth 
Circuit saying that 33% is fair probability?” he 
asks. “What if you go bet on a sporting event. 

Is 33% fair probability that the team will win? 
Enough to bet on?” 

Chicago attorney Joe Obenberger, who spe- 
cializes in pornography- and adult-entertain- 
ment-industry-related legal issues, says the 5th 
Circuit’s ruling isn’t surprising. The appellate 
court has “created some bad law in child por- 
nography” cases, he says. The court is 
“extremely conservative and [doesn’t] quite 
have the precision or legal understanding that I 
wish they had” in these kinds of cases. Dallas 
attorney E.X. Martin agrees: In this evolving 
area of the law, with the specter of a cyber- 
predator looming, courts have a tendency to 
engage in “results-oriented” decision-making, 
at times contorting law and logic in order to 
validate search warrants. The result is that the 
Fourth Amendment (barring unreasonable 
searches) is “damaged,” he says. “All of my 
friends say that it’s [actually] dead. I’m begin- 
ning to believe they’re right.” 

There is at least one valuable lesson to be 
learned, says Obenberger. “The teaching point 
would be that if you want to do bad things 
online, go to Starbucks.” - J.S.

Bergman, Antonioni, Fellini

“The death of an artist is quite unassailable,” 
wrote Lawrence Durrell, adding, “One can only 
smile and bow.” And after one has smiled and 
bowed? When two master directors, who once 
shook my life to the core - Ingmar Bergman 
and Michelangelo Antonioni - died on the 
same day, July 30, it felt as though something 
needed doing, some observance needed to be 
observed. And their deaths brought up anoth- 
er, Federico Fellini’s in 1993. I hadn’t watched 
their films in a long while, so my obser- 
vance (and I heartily recommend it) consisted 
of observing, watching, in no special order: 
Fellini’s La Dolce Vita and 8Vr, Antonioni’s The 
Passenger, Blow-Up, and LAwentura; Bergman’s 
The Seventh Seal, Wild Strawberries, Winter 
Light, Summer Interlude, Autumn Sonata, and 
Persona - experiencing all the while a state 
that my friend Evann DeMario described last 
summer, “Great art makes you feel that you’re 
being interrogated.” 

She meant that in a good way. 

To have one’s sense of beauty interrogated, 
as it were, by the extraordinary visual intel- 
ligence of these artists. To have one’s spiri- 
tuality interrogated by down-to-earth souls 
who struggled with whether spirituality was 
even possible for an honest person anymore 
and who accepted no obvious or whimsical 
answers. To have one’s vitality, one’s capacity 
for rich living, interrogated by questioners who 
refuse to accept irony in place of meaning. To 
have our era interrogated by another, stripping 
today’s preoccupations bare, right down to the 
essence of what we used to call the “human 
condition.” Beautiful and difficult awakenings 
await you. You are being asked, “Do you know 
what you believe? What have you taken for 
granted lately? Do you know you didn’t believe 
some things you thought you did? Can you 
see? What can you see?” 

Fellini, Bergman, and Antonioni are force- 
ful to us by their very foreignness, seeing 
the world as no American could. They were 
Europeans who charged themselves with re- 
creating not only cinema but art itself, after 
the colossal failure of European culture that 
was World War II. That, and how, in the two 


decades after Hiroshima and Nagasaki, atomic 
bombs seemed to make human effort terribly 
small and temporary - a factor always present 
in their films. Remember that until the early 
Sixties, the U.S. and USSR tested their bombs 
very visibly, above ground, and no season 
passed without fresh footage of the fate that 
might await us all. 

When the now-mute actress Elisabeth in 
Persona sees on television a Vietnamese monk 
incinerate himself in protest, and when she 
studies a photo of Jewish children marched 
from their homes under Nazi rifles; when 
Guido, the filmmaker-protagonist of 8Vi, can’t 
bring himself to film a scene in which a rocket 
ship takes off with survivors from a stricken 
Earth; when Sandro, the sellout architect in 
LAwentura, says there is no point building 
anything beautiful because in 10 or 20 years it 
will all be blown away; when in Winter Light a 
fisherman and father of four commits suicide 
because the Chinese now have the bomb; 
when the cultured, intellectual Steiner in La 
Dolce Vita kills his two beautiful children and 
himself because he can’t bear the thought of 
them having to face what the world is becom- 
ing - what do we make of that in the first 
decade of the 21st century, 40-50 years after 
these films were made? 

We tend now to be reductive. Such behav- 
ior is due to neuroses, psychoses, chemical 
imbalances, genetic imperfection. Whether 
these judgments are put eruditely by scholars 
or mushed into pap on Oprah, the underlying 
assumption is that if your chemicals are bal- 
anced and you “get real” and live right, why, 
you should be doing just fine. Concentration 
camps, atom bombs, global warming, geno- 
cide, famine, civilization spinning out of con- 
trol - balance those chemicals, and don’t 
worry your pretty little head; it’s got nothing 
personally to do with you. But Bergman, 
Antonioni, and Fellini - they understood the 
components of horror. They saw that hor- 
ror is horror precisely to the extent that it 
is impersonal and may sweep you up at any 
time no matter who you are, how you live, 
and what you have. They knew that science 
had increased the force and possibility of 
horror to the extent that something in China 


might reach into a Swedish fisherman’s life 
and destroy his soul. Since their greatest films, 
civilization has had decades more to decline. 
Ignorance, callousness, greed, and the inability 
of our institutions to manage our collective 
fate are increasingly taken for granted. Rightly 
or wrongly, no one expects things to get better 
anytime soon, even if everyone quits smoking. 
Bergman, Antonioni, and Fellini portrayed how 
such a world corrodes our personal lives, our 
relationships, our families, our very capacity 
for intimacy. Their characters weren’t victims 
who had no chance; but to be influenced by 
society’s chaos is unavoidable, and in different 
ways they portrayed the consequences of being 
unaware that one is influenced in this way. 
They suggested how an individual might over- 
come such pernicious influence. Antonioni 
did this by implication, Fellini and Bergman 
did it more directly, but each was concerned 
that their spectators survive with souls intact. 
Theirs was an art of intent. They offered their 
films as a stand against disintegration. 


In cinema, horror is now merely a genre. 
The young are so fundamentally terrified that 
they eat popcorn while witnessing dismem- 
berment in order to accustom themselves to 
their spiritual (if not their physical) future, 
while we grownups watch crime shows on 
TV, in which the central ritual is autopsy 
and the central problem is how to stop serial 
murderers. Death - not just personal death, 
but societal death - is as overwhelming a 
fear in these “entertainments” as it ever 
was in Bergman’s The Seventh Seal and Wild 
Strawberries. But in our genre entertain- 
ments, the attitude is passive; the characters 
we identify with fight for us with tools and 
abilities we don’t have. Watching them, we 
wait (in fantasy) to be saved. In Bergman 
especially, but Fellini and Antonioni too, the 
characters have the same fears we do and 
have as little to fight them with as we have, 
so their failures are our cautions, and their 
victories are our possibilities. Thus, watch- 
ing them, one is involved, not passive. And, 
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in case we seek passivity, Antonioni espe- 
cially - but Bergman and Fellini, too - charts 
passivity’s awful cost. 

Alas, I’ve made them appear very glum, 
haven’t I? Bleak? But think of the intense beau- 
ty they had to employ in order to make such 
concerns watchable, much less bearable! No 
visual artist has surpassed the stunning beauty 
of their very different styles. Whether in black- 
and-white or color, whether you’re seeing land- 
scapes or interiors, faces in close-up or figures 
in long-shot - the play of hues, textures, and 
forms is constantly astonishing, breathtaking. 
Beauty is presented as a constant possibility, no 
matter what you’re looking at. Whatever is hap- 
pening onscreen, the eye of the beholder - that 
is, the camera - finds it somehow exquisitely 
beautiful. This is not only a cinematic but a 
spiritual achievement of the highest order. 

Anyway, Fellini is so famously festive that 
people often overlook the high seriousness, and 
the deep sadness, of his subjects. Antonioni, 
well, granted, but for his beauty he’s unflappa- 
bly bleak. But Bergman gets little credit for his 
humor, evident even in The Seventh Seal, set in the 
plague-ridden 14th century, as when the clown is 
told that in a Passion play he must be the Human 
Soul and he quips, “Not a good part.” 

The poet George Seferis paraphrased 
Heraclitus, I believe, when he wrote, “and 
for the soul/If it is to know itself/It is into a 
soul/That it must look.” The great achieve- 
ment of these directors was to create living 
souls to look at, that we might know ourselves. 
Antonioni might demur, but Fellini would 
surely agree with a Bergman speech in Autumn 
Sonata: “To me, man is a tremendous creation, 
an inconceivable thought. In man is everything 
from the highest to the lowest. Man is God’s 
image, and in God there is everything. So 
human beings are created, but also the demons 
and the saints, the prophet and artist and 
iconoclast. Everything exists side by side. It’s 
like huge patterns changing all the time. In the 
same way, there must be countless realities, not 
only the reality we perceive with our senses but 
a tumult of realities arching above each other, 
inside and outside. It’s just fear and priggish- 
ness to believe in limits. There are no limits. 
Neither to thoughts nor to feelings. It’s anxiety 
that sets limits.” 

That doesn’t solve his characters’ problems, 
but it recognizes their context: possibility without 
end; beauty, even in places you might rather it 
not be; questions asked, even without the possi- 
bility of an answer - an art that never accedes to, 
or collaborates with, disintegration. ■

'Krishnam Vande Jagatgurum': Saluting the Guru to the World 


When I think of the Hindu god 
Krishna, I can’t help but smile. 

Raised as a child in the Sixties, I 
remember those bands of Hare 
Krishna devotees, with heads 
shaved, dressed in colorful robes, 
chanting, beating drums, and danc- 
ing through the streets, and even 
the airports, of various major cities. 

Those strange-looking men looked 
like they were having a lot of fun. 

Well, wipe all ideas of bald, 
chanting men from your head 
should you attend Krishnam Vande 
Jagatgurum, performed by the 
Silambam Dance Company of North 
America, a troupe composed of 
eight women who dance in cos- 
tumes resembling the traditional 
Indian sari. “‘Krishnam Vande 
Jagatgurum’ means, ‘Lord Krishna, 

Guru to the World, I salute thee,”’ 
says Ramdas Sunder, president of 
the Indian Classical Music Circle of 
Austin, which is sponsoring 
Silambam’s performance. “In Indian 
mythology, Krishna is an iconic fig- 
ure, universally beloved, a combina- 
tion of Achilles, Hercules, Moses, 
and Christ. As a child, he is the 
apple of everyone’s eye, a mischie- 
vous little boy who steals butter 
from his neighbors, who don’t have the heart to punish him because 
he’s so adorable. When older, as an incarnation of Lord Vishnu, he 
protects his people from evil, including a monstrous snake that lives 
in the River Yamuna near his tribe and saves his people from the rain 
god by lifting up a hill and holding it on his finger while everyone takes 


shelter under it. Eventually, in fulfillment 
of a prophecy, he kills his uncle, a cruel 
king, and restores his grandfather to 
the throne. Later in his life, he narrates 
one of India’s most sacred texts, the 
Bhagavad Gita, or the Song Celestial, 
India’s most accomplished work of phi- 
losophy. The Gita, with its emphasis on 
the performance of one’s duty as the 
path to liberation and salvation - mok- 
sha or nirvana - was a central influence 
on Mahatma Gandhi. The Silambam 
production dramatizes all these epi- 
sodes and more in Krishna’s life.” 
Silabam does it using a dance form 
known as Bharatanatyam, a 20th centu- 
ry re-creation of an ancient dance called 
Cathir. “Cathir was originally performed 
in temples hundreds of years ago,” 
says Lavanya Rajagopalan, Silambam’s 
lead dancer. “It was associated with a 
specific class of people called devada- 
sis. Over the years, a negative connota- 
tion attached itself to these dancers, 
and it took a reform movement in the 
20th century to bring Bharatanatyam to 
the stature it enjoys today.” 

“Virtually every Indian family in 
Austin has a child learning 
Bharatanatyam,” says Sunder, “a trend 
more prevalent in the Indian diaspora in 
the West than even in India. Indians 
here feel the urge to reconnect with their culture. Austin itself counts 
no fewer than three schools that teach Bharatanatyam.” - Barry Pineo 
Silambam Dance Company of North America will present Krishnam Vande Jagatgurum 
on Sunday Aug. 19, 5pm, in the Akins High School auditorium, 10701 S. First.

Gobotrick Theatre Company: Keeping the soul happy 


Perhaps you’ve heard of One Flea Spare, 
Naomi Wallace’s play about four disparate 
Londoners trapped in a house and kept there 
under guard as the Great Plague of 1665 rav- 
aged the city. It received its American pre- 
miere at the Actors Theatre of Louisville’s 
Humana Festival of New American Plays; won 
the 1996 Susan Smith Blackburn Prize, given 
to an emerging female writer; and has seen 
two Austin productions in recent years. But if 
you didn’t manage to catch either of those or 
one of the many others across the country, a 
third production will grace an Austin stage 
over the next two weeks, this one by 
Gobotrick Theatre Company. 

Quite obviously, this play speaks to a lot of 
people. It certainly spoke to Gobotrick Artistic 
Director Jessica McMichael, who directs the 
current production. “I originally saw the play in 
London when it premiered,” says McMichael. 

“I was studying theatre, and we went to the 
theatre every night as part of our schooling. It 
was in a very small venue, the Bush Theatre, 
which is above a bar in Shepherds Bush. You 
walk down a shady little street and go up 
these side stairs and down this long hallway, 
and suddenly there’s this little theatre there, 


this little black-box theatre. We sat on pillows 
on risers. Maybe 40 people in the room, tops. 
And everything that’s dealt with in the play we 
deal with now. There’s sexism and classicism 
and political issues. 

And I was just obsessed 
with it from the moment 
it opened.” 

Gobotrick (pronounce 
it with long “o” sounds 
with the accent on the 
“trick”) - “Like a trick 
of the light,” says 
McMichael - is one of 
those small Austin the- 
atre companies that 
you may not have heard 
of, but they’ve called 
Austin home for close 
to five years. McMichael 
started the company 
with her friend Juliana Nichols, and despite 
their successes, which include producing no 
fewer than 10 plays in their relatively short 
time here, they’ve had more than their share 
of challenges to meet. Above and beyond her 
producing and directing duties, McMichael has 


more than once found herself playing the role 
of a one-woman theatre company, constructing 
the set, sewing the costumes, hanging the 
lights, composing the program, and running 
the box office. Perhaps most impressive, for 
all of its productions, Gobotrick has partnered 
with a charity to share 
the proceeds. For One 
Flea Spare, Gobotrick 
joins with Theatre 
Action Project, an East 
Austin organization that 
promotes socially rele- 
vant and interactive 
theatre education for 
young people. 

In spite of their tribula- 
tions, McMichael and 
Nichols have no intention 
of allowing Gobotrick, as 
so many small theatre 
companies do, to fall by 
the wayside. Says 
McMichael, “You’ve got to keep your soul happy. 
And this keeps mine that way.” - Barry Pineo

store, a municipal bus 
being chased by very 
fast cows, and so on, 
with all of it adding to 
the highest of jinks. 

But Janik, hell, the 
man was dropping 
cracked gems of 
humor as if he’d been 
possessed by the 
ghost of Ernie Kovacs, 
turning the others into 
straight men (or 
women) for his barbs 
and volleys. But he 
wasn’t doing this in a 
glory-grabbing way, 
please note, not with 
the slightest bit of hey- 
look-at-me-l ’ m-fucki n ’- 
wacky belligerence. It 
was merely that 
events conspired to 
offer him opportunities 
again and again, and 
he capitalized on every 
one of them. 

Janik: What’re you 
building? 

Badr: A doghouse. 

Well, more like a rat 
house. 

Janik: What is it? Dogs or rats? 

Badr: Chihuahuas. 

Janik: Oh - both. 

We’ve seen P-graph in action a few times, 
observed them wreaking new and different 
improv formats, and they’ve always been 
bright and inventive, always seemed like it’s a 
good thing they’re talented, because, other- 
wise, they’d be having more fun than the audi- 
ence.

Art of the State 

Retiring Director Rick Hernandez reflects on three 
decades with the Texas Commission on the Arts

When Ricardo Hernandez started work- 
ing with the Texas Commission on the Arts, 
Dolph Briscoe was in the governor’s office, 
Jimmy Carter was in the White House, and 
Elvis was still in Graceland. At that time, the 
agency approached him to serve as an artist in 
residence for a juvenile lockup in the Gatesville 
State School for Boys - “They’d heard about 
me because I had worked in this federal prison 
in El Paso, so they came looking for me” - and 
he accepted, thinking it would be a one-time 
gig. But that job led to others, which led to a 
staff job, which started him up the administra- 
tive ladder at the Texas Commission on the 
Arts: visual-arts coordinator in 1983, director 
of field services in 1986, deputy director in 
1988, and, finally, executive director in 2002. 
On Aug. 31, Hernandez retires from that 
position and takes his leave of the agency to 
which he’s given three decades. But before his 
departure, he gave some time to the Chronicle 
to discuss 30 years of nurturing the art of the 
state in Texas. 

Austin Chronicle: Do you recall any particular 
impressions of the TCA when you started? 

Rick Hernandez: Well, yeah, it was pretty 
much an ivory tower. While it had a statewide 
mandate, it really was about a few organizations 
in a few cities in Texas - larger cities, larger- 
budgeted organizations. But it had this federal 
money that had come out of the Department of 
Education, and because its intent was to help 
schools that were under court order to deseg- 
regate, it was the mainstay of their accessibility 
programs at the time. It was really quite a dif- 
ferent organization than it is today. 

AC: When did it evolve into the TCA that we 
know today ? 

RH: That started in the early Eighties with the 
hiring of Richard Huff [as executive director] . 
When I think about my leaving, it’s the end of 
an era with three guys 

- myself, John Paul 
Batiste, and Richard 

- who were all vested 
in notions in serving 
the whole of the state 
and all the people of 
the state. Richard was 
very much that. He 
was the guy back in 
the early Seventies 
who started most of 
the work that TCA 
did with the arts councils. That was one of the 
few ways that TCA was working with people 
outside of those major cities. 

AC: Was there resistance to this shift away from 
the major cities ? 

RH: Sure. Absolutely, because it was all about 
dollars, you know? There was a great deal of 
resistance, but there was also a great outcry 


from both minority communities and rural com- 
munities, who were wanting their part of the pie 
and were working together as a political force to 
change the agency. Rural legislators and minori- 
ty legislators might not have had any other point 
of mutual agreement, but when it came to TCA 
funding, they were very much in agreement 
that it needed to be broadened. Throughout the 
Eighties, we went through a struggle - a differ- 
ent kind of culture war, if you will. 

AC: Were there certain legislators whom you 
counted as allies in that time? 

RH: Back then there were a bunch of them. 
The guy who actually made it into law when 
it was all said and done was Frank Tejeda. 
He was a senator who authored the bill that 
became our equity mandate. And our foe at 
that moment, the guy who was really against 
this to begin with, turned around because he 
took it upon himself to go out and do state- 
wide meetings and find out what TCA really 
did. He was a state rep named Ralph Wallace. 
He decided that if we were suggesting that TCA 
really did affect the state, he was going to go 
out and find out about it. And he found out 
that what we had been saying was true. He 
changed his tune in the end. 

AC: Were he and Tejeda able to make converts of 
the rest of the legislators? 

RH: I think so. In the mid-Eighties, we probably 
did better in the legislative process than we’d 
ever done. We had resources that are equal to 
what we have today and a little greater, to some 
degree. During the sesquicentennial years, we 
were given a pretty substantial increase in the 
bottom line of appropriations. All of a sudden, 
we weren’t doing battle with rural legislators 
and minority legislators, because they thought 
we were making a genuine effort to make our- 
selves accessible. 

AC: After that, did you lose some ground? 

RH: Oh yeah, and it was absolutely related 
to the economy. Throughout our history, we 
have been affected pretty significantly in that 


manner, more so than because people don’t 
believe in public funding for the arts. There’s 
always going to be a core that doesn’t believe 
there should be public funding for the arts, but 
most of what I’ve seen has been about other 
issues. And the bottom dropping out of the 
state economy twice or three times in the last 
20 years is fairly significant. 


AC: Are we ever going to escape that trap? 

RH: The promise of that was in the Texas 
Cultural Endowment Fund, which was never 
realized in the way it was supposed to be. 
The endowment is still there. It’s healthy. You 
know, it doesn’t get the 
state revenue it used to 
get, but if we can move 
back in that direction, 
it won’t take much to 
get to a place where 
the endowment really 
works for it. During 
the legislative session, 
when we were having 
the conversation about 
whether the TCA would 
be transferred into the 
governor’s office, one of the things we talked 
about was if we could get the endowment to 
$50 million, then the agency could operate at 
least at status quo off the endowment. 

But now, it’s going to have to be a public- 
private partnership. So the challenge to the 
commission is not whether or not it can affect 
the Legislature exclusively; it’s whether or not 


it can affect the Legislature and private-sec- 
tor donors. TCA is not the only agency that’s 
required to go out and raise its own money. 
Many are, and I think the whole idea of having 
to get into partnerships with the private sector 
is going to change the complexion of funding, 
because with every partnership there will be a 
restricted dollar. We’ll still be able to affect the 
same kinds of things that we have in the past, 
but it’ll be with less discretion. 

AC: What kind of progress have you seen Texas 
make in terms of diversity of culture? 

RH: The cultural development that’s hap- 
pened in this state during my tenure at TCA 
- and not just as director but the whole of 
my tenure - has been phenomenal. It doesn’t 
matter where you go in the state; you’re going 
to find, if not full complements of cultural 
activities, some healthy cultural activities, a 
lot of capital development, and program- 
matic development in a way that I don’t think 
we could have even imagined 30 years ago. 
Whether you’re in San Angelo or Dumas, it 
doesn’t matter. There’s something going on. 
And things of consequence, you know? Before 
all this development, the conversation used to

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be, “Well, we just need ’em to come to Dallas, 
Houston, and the like or send some of our pro- 
grams out to them.” But people are doing very 
high-quality programs all over this state that 
are pretty important to those communities, 
to some degree because they’re being done 
locally and they really reflect the values of par- 
ticular communities but [also because] they’re 
putting artists to work and building cultural 
facilities and building audiences and doing all 
the right stuff. 

AC: Do you have a favorite 
success story? 

RH: [Laughs] God, I 

have so many of them. 

Because they can be big 
or small. I love to tell 
people about sitting in 
the newly renovated 
quartermaster’s building 
at old Fort Concho with 
a woman named Katie 
Johnson, and she’s telling me that now that 
they’ve renovated this building, they’re ready 
to hire their first director, and I needed to visit 
with her and help write this grant. And then 
they hired Howard Taylor, who changed the 
face of San Angelo from a cultural perspective. 
Built the most expensive museum in the state 
of Texas until the new Modern [Art Museum 
of Fort Worth] was built. Got a double-page 
feature in The New York Times the day the 
museum was opened. Raised most of the 
money from out of state. To me, that’s a pretty 
big success story, you know? 

But there are tons of them. We do a whole 
lot more than give money away We do a lot 
of hand-holding, technical assistance, and a 
lot of cultural development. And whether it’s 
us doing it firsthand, or we visit with some- 
body and help them get a consultant, or we 
turn them on to the right consultant or right 
resources, it’s pretty amazing. I have journals 
full of stories of little things that became big 
things for people, in the context of their lives 
and their communities. When people ask me 
what I’m going to miss the most, it’s those let- 
ters and phone calls saying thank you. “This 
little investment was of great consequence. It 
changed my life.” 

AC: What are the big challenges you see facing the 
state in terms of the arts right now? 

RH: They’re basically the same. It’s about 
resource development and all of the compet- 
ing sectors. I’ll liken it to that assumption that 
as soon as the budget gets low, the first thing 
to go is the arts, especially in education. There 
are reasons for that that are not necessarily 
about money. They’re about issues of priority 
and what people determine will be their prior- 
ity based on what discretion they have. I use 
the school example because, on the one hand, 
we as a state create a great number of curricu- 
lum directives, things you must do and teach 
for students in schools, and then, on the other, 
we embrace the notion of testing and create 
an environment in which the only thing you 
can do is study for the tests. And in the same 
moment we’re passing those kinds of rules 
and regulations, we have local discretion: 
“We want you to do this, but you can really 
spend the money any way you want.” I think 
it creates a conundrum that allows people to 
make priority decisions that aren’t necessarily 
in the best interest of everyone. I came into

this thing working with kids that were incar- 
cerated, and one of the things that I learned 
right off the bat that I didn’t learn anywhere 
else was that the kids that we had sitting in 
those lockups were for the most part associa- 
tive learners, people who don’t function well 
in a cognitive environment, and every time we 
take away the opportunity to go to shop or 
art class, we take away part of their learning 
opportunity, so they’ll never succeed. They’re 


destined to fail because we’ve created educa- 
tion systems that are predicated on cognitive 
thinking and cognitive learning. It’s a prob- 
lem. That’s a long, convoluted answer to your 
question, but I think until we understand the 
ramifications of one action to another and to 
the population as a whole, we’re never going 
to develop policies that are holistic and effec- 
tive for everyone. 

AC: Was it a difficult decision to step away at 
this point? 

RH: No, it really wasn’t. I started to believe 
that in this political environment I wasn’t the 


right guy for the job. I love the agency and 
will advocate for it from now on, and I truly 
believe in the notion of public [support] for 
the arts, and I truly believe that the arts have 
a role to play in every aspect of society, and 
I’ll always be engaged in it, but I think in this 
political environment the agency really needs 
somebody different, somebody who is more 
about the politics than the service. One of 
the things that has concerned me a lot is that 
I see government mov- 
ing away from notions 
of service. 

AC: What lies ahead 
for you? 

RH: I m definitely 

going to get back in 
the studio. That’s one 
of the things I’m really 
looking forward to, but 
I have a bunch of busi- 
ness ventures ahead of 
me. I’ve always been an entrepreneur at 
heart. I have a bunch of good partners, and 
I’ve met a lot of good people over the years 
that are interested in doing work with me. 
And, of course, I’m on a lot of boards, so I’m 
having to figure out how I’m going to deal 
with that [laughs] . 

AC: Any words of wisdom for whomever follows 
in your footsteps? 

RH: Raise money; raise money; raise money. 
I would be remiss if I didn’t say that that was 
among the most important priorities, if not the 
most important. ■

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THE GREAT MAN

Doubleday, 320 pp., $23.95 

Kate Christensen’s fourth book, The Great 
Man, is reminiscent of that particular breed of 
novel that can only be weaved and welded by 
a true artisan: where the setting is discrete 
yet perfectly suited to the occasion and where 
the characters jump out of the confines of 
their hardback dwelling and 
linger with the reader long 
after reading has ended. 

The Great Man is about art 
and, more specifically, 
abstract expressionism, 
which plopped out of the art- 
world womb in the Forties 
and incited conflict among 
artists eager to join the 
abstract camp and those 
content to paint in the style 
of realism. The story is pre- 
ceded with the obituary of a 
fictional New York painter 
named Oscar Feldman, who 
devoted his life to the female 
body. Portraits of beautiful 
young women with highlight- 
ed labia, swollen nipples, 
and eroticized lips hung in 
the big-time museums the world over. A well- 
known womanizer and vehement critic of 
abstract expressionism, Feldman gluttonously 
bedded nearly all of his subjects, signing each 
portrait with a stroke from more than just his 
brush. Only five years following his quiet 


demise, two rival biographers different in 
style, personality, and motive begin interview- 
ing Feldman’s past loves and family in order 
to chronicle the life of such an inspiration, 
such a great man. 

Actually, though, The Great Man has nothing 
directly to do with Feldman and everything to 
do with his favorite subject, women, in partic- 
ular his wife, sister, mistress, and mistress’ 
best friend, who are all com- 
plex, round characters. 

While the men in this story 
remain static and limited in 
their understanding of love 
and art, these seventy- to 
eightysomethings blossom 
toward the end of their lives, 
finally finding comfort in 
their own ripe, wrinkly skins. 
And in a step outside con- 
vention, Christensen adorns 
these women, not with 
canes and arthritis medica- 
tion, but with lust, sex, foul 
language, a taste in the finer 
things, independence, and 
courage. At times, this 
romanticized portrayal of the 
elderly feels just that: 
romanticized. But, unlike 
Feldman’s stubborn insistence to limit art in 
meaning - “The female body is the ultimate 
expression of truth and beauty” - Christensen 
is not one to prevent her abstract paint from 
occasionally seeping into her realist india ink. 
And what a fine blend. - Sofia Resnick 


TRAVELS WITH HERODOTUS 

by Ryszard Kapuscinski 
Knopf, 275 pp., $25 

The phenomenal Polish journalist Ryszard 
Kapuscinski left behind a sticky legacy when 
he died earlier this year at the age of 74. For 
more than half a century, the prodigiously tal- 
ented Kapuscinski filed dispatches from doz- 
ens of civil wars, coups, and revolutions, pay- 
ing special attention to 
the woes of postcolonial 
Africa. His accounts were 
infused by thrilling first- 
hand attention to details, 
yet with his passing, sev- 
eral critics have criticized 
Kapuscinski for tweaking 
the truth. 

With his seventh book, 

Travels With Herodotus - 
first published in 2004 and 
now finally translated into 
English - the celebrated 
author finds himself arriv- 
ing at the rank of Poland’s 
answer to John Steinbeck 
while subtly rebuking the 
suggestion that he played 
fast and loose with journal- 
istic facts. 

A stirring, bemused account of 
Kapuscinski’s early career-making assign- 
ments to India, China, Iran, and the Congo, 
Travels With Herodotus likewise sets up the 
ancient Greek historian as not merely the first 
Western war correspondent but the father of 


“globalism.” The Pole offers the following 
assessment of Herodotus’ investigations: 
“Nothing was ever plain, literal, unambiguous - 
from behind every gesture and word peered 
some referential sign, gazed a meaningfully 
winking eye.” Fresh from university and having 
survived the Stalinist era behind the Iron 
Curtain, Kapuscinski had his own reasons for 
wanting to show fealty not only to the world of 
objects but also any embed- 
ded allusions. 

“Herodotus learns about 
his worlds with the rapturous 
enthusiasm of a child,” he 
writes. “His most important 
discovery? That there are 
many worlds. And that each 
is different.” 

Not content to simply offer 
a history lesson, Kapuscinski 
ends up arguing nonetheless 
that the brutal war fought 
between Greeks and Persians 
some 2,500 years ago should 
be considered the first record- 
ed clash between Eastern 
and Western cultures. As a 
fresh-faced European on the 
prowl in Asia and Africa in the 
mid-20th century, Kapuscinski 
also shows how many cross-cultural conflicts 
remain intractable to this day. As with his 
ancient forebear, Kapuscinski uses deft shad- 
ing and depth to make his subjects timeless, 
offering a real reason to pick up his books 
once again. - Dan Oko

WILL TRAVEL FOR FOOD: OREGON BREWERS FESTIVAL 


If you’ve read our News section lately, you’ve 
no doubt seen many articles praising the livabili- 
ty of Portland, Ore.: Its mass-transit system, bicy- 
cle-friendliness, and initiatives on vertical mixed- 
use development have been hailed. Overlooked 
by policy wonks, however, is the crown jewel: 
Portland’s amazing beer scene. You can’t swing 
a dead cat in that town without knocking a tasty 
microbrew out of someone’s hand. 

That was especially true during my recent 
vacation to the Pacific Northwest’s “other city,” 
which I planned around the 20th annual Oregon 
Brewers Festival (www.oregonbrewfest.com), an 
orgy of hoppy goodness staged downtown at 
Gov. Tom McCall Waterfront Park on the 
Willamette River. Walking into the test was over- 
whelming - 73 different brewers (mostly from 
the Northwest) offering up their wares paralyzed 
me with indecision. The brewers knew that the 
festival’s SNOBs (Supporters of Native Oregon 
Beer, www.oregonbeer.org/snob.html) were an 
adventurous lot, so almost all eschewed their 
flagship beers in favor of more experimental 
stuff. True beer lovers relish a challenge. 

But I eventually found my groove and identi- 
fied a few favorites. I lean toward the extremely 


hoppy or the Belgian-influenced; for the former, 
the Double India Pale Ale by Standing Stone 
Brewing (Ashland, Ore., www.standingstonebrewing. 
com) blew my mind (and taste buds) with its rich 
hop overload, only to be topped by another dou- 
ble IPA, Russian River’s (Santa Rosa, Calif., www. 
russianriverbrewing.com) Pliny the Elder, maybe the 
best IPA I’ve ever tasted. But even that was 
topped by Stone Brewing’s (Escondido, Calif., 
www.stonebrew.com) Stone 07.07.07 Vertical Epic, 
a golden Belgian-style saison farmhouse ale with 
a powerful flavor typical of the brew house that 
also makes Arrogant Bastard Ale. 

Although the festival lasts four days (always 
the last full weekend in July), I never made it 
back, because my host, an avid cyclist, took 
me on a pedaling tour of Portland’s many, 
many brewpubs. Seemingly every block has 
a place that brews its own. Weaving through 
the town’s easy-to-navigate streets, we made 
our own moving beer test. If you enjoy the 
Widmer Brothers’ Broken Halo IPA or Drop Top 
Amber Ale that recently arrived in Austin, you 
absolutely must have it fresh at the brewery 
(www.widmer.com). Other highlights among too 
many to list here were the England-themed 



Horse Brass Pub (imagine a larger version of 
Austin’s Draught House; www.horsebrass.com), 
and the Lucky Labrador Brewing Co. (the 
Hawthorne Boulevard location, www.luckylab.com), 
where I sampled a beautifully bitter IPA, and we 
shared a glorious barley wine. 

And the beer abundance extends beyond 
Portland. A trip to the beach at Pacific City 
yielded not only great brews but fantastic sea- 
food and a stunning sunset at the Pelican Pub 
& Brewery (www.pelicanbrewery.com), and a drive 
up Mount Hood rewarded us on the way down 
with a stop at the Ice Axe Grill (“the microbrew- 
ery with an altitude,” www.iceaxegrill.com). Both 
matched anything in the city. - Lee Nichols

Dim sum carts: Saturday and Sunday, llam-3pm 

Shanghai Restaurant is our new favorite 
for dim sum in town. If the name sounds 
familiar, it’s because the Yim family helped 
introduce Austin to dim sum at the original 
Shanghai (1980-’96, at the corner of Koenig 
and Guadalupe) and at Marco Polo before they 
sold it five years ago. This space is long and 
bright, with windows lining the west side, warm 
exposed wood all around, and a few select 
secluded tables. 

Service is refreshingly astute: glasses refilled 
promptly, empty plates whisked away unobtru- 
sively, servers making eye contact but not hov- 
ering, owners on-site and supervising floor and 
kitchen. There is a steady stream of fresh and 
varied carts during the dim sum service, and 
the servers know their stuff. 

Cart service happens Saturday and Sunday 
only, 11am to 3pm. On weekdays from 11am 
to 2:30pm there is a 43-item dim sum menu 
from which to order. The regular menu has 
limited items that can be considered dim sum, 
as well, but let’s face it: It’s traditionally a 
brunch/lunch thing. 

For dim sum, we tried a dozen items from the 
carts one Sunday and were very satisfied, with 
the tab for 12 dishes and iced tea at $35 - a 
little less than $3 per dish on average. The por- 
tions are huge, the dishes carefully crafted, and 
the ingredients impeccably fresh. Depending on 
what’s ordered, there can be anywhere between 
two and four pieces per item. You definitely get 
your money’s worth. 

Here’s the rundown on the dim sum Sunday 
feast. Bean-curd skin rolls: a nutty, chewy 
wrapper of reconstituted dried tofu skin with 
a filling of well-seasoned minced (not ground) 
pork. Rice-cake balls with pork: medium-thick, 
golden-brown rice exterior and a moist, chunky 
pork interior. Shrimp-stuffed jalapehos: large 
unbattered chiles stuffed with shrimp paste. 
Beef ribs: thin slices cut across the rib bones 
with lots of clinging gelatinous meat, braised in 
a soy-based sauce. Shau mai: minced pork and 
shrimp filling encased in a homemade rice-pas- 
try wrapper and then steamed. 

Shrimp and leek dumplings: filled with sweet 
chunks of shrimp and chopped leek in a deli- 
cate steamed wrapper. Shrimp roll in rice pasta:

When I heard that Esther’s Follies found- 
ers Shannon Sedwick and Michael Shelton 
were opening a restaurant/music venue, two 
questions immediately came to mind: What 
possessed the operators of one of Austin’s 
most successful and definitive entertain- 
ment venues to take on the trials inherent 
in the restaurant business, and what were 
the chances that the food would jibe with the 
style and decor? 

After visiting Patsy’s and chatting with 
Sedwick, the answer to the first question 
appears to be that the arts entrepreneurs and 
their small band of extremely gifted artisan 
pals have more than enough creative energy to 
develop multiple interesting venues. Shelton 
in particular has always had the knack for 
reimagining ordinary spaces into extraordinary 
places. That’s exactly what he’s done with the 
former drab roadside warehouse that is now a 
very stylish bar/restaurant/music hall done up 
in the best Texas roadhouse tradition. In the 
yearlong process, he called on some fine local 
Austin talent to help him get the job done: 
Micael Priest (mural design), Neil Cronk (mural 
execution), Kerry Awn (cowgirl pinup paintings), 
Rene Anguiano 
(painted table- 
tops), and Hank 
Waddell (wooden 
art pieces). 

Patsy’s has great 
style and person- 
ality, the drinks 
are good, and the 
eclectic selection 
of local music is 
free. The answer 
to my second 
question is this: 

After some kitch- 
en-staff changes 
and recent menu 
adjustments, 
the food finally 
seems to have 
found the groove 
as well.

kinks before dining for the actual review. 
Some friends joined me for dinner at Patsy’s 
last week, and we sampled a variety of 
dishes from the newly revised Texas road- 
side cafe comfort-food menu. At both lunch 
and dinner, the menu features a short list 
of appetizers and salads, sandwiches, and 
burgers cleverly named for local celebrities, 


sheets of fresh rice pasta forming a rectangular 
packet filled with small shrimp. Fried pork belly 
with ginger-scallion sauce: strips of belly with 
an exterior skin like a chicharron, a thin layer of 
juicy fat, then a layer of lean meat, served with 
a clear sauce. Braised baby squid: tiny whole 
squid braised in a brown sauce long enough 
to be meltingly tender. Chinese broccoli: a 
carefully stacked block of 6-inch-long stems of 
Chinese broccoli braised in a nicely balanced, 
slightly sweet brown sauce. From the dessert 
cart we chose baked buns with sweet pork: per- 
fectly textured pastry enclosing a sweet filling 
of pork chunks. A major disappointment was 
that the soft tofu in warm ginger syrup was sold 
out by the time we were ready for it. Everything 
was first-rate and delicious; all wrappers were 
house-made and had a perfect texture: not too 
thick, not too thin. 

From the menu on a previous visit we had the 
pan-fried dumplings ($5.75): six huge dumplings 
that are nicely browned on the bottom, steamed 
on the top, and stuffed with minced pork, scal- 
lion, and cabbage in a medium-thick pastry. 
These are some of the best in town. Pan-fried 
turnip cakes (four for $2.10) are rectangles of a 
wonderful, quasi-gelatinous cake made of turnip 
and rice flour, dotted with chunks of pork and 
scallion. The cake is soft on the inside, crispy 
and browned on the outside. 

Crabmeat and fish-maw soup ($5.95/$8.95) 
was a delight: a rich, thickened stock with lots 
of sweet crab, toothsome fish maw (dried and 
reconstituted air bladder of certain species), 
wispy egg-white strands, and the gentle bite of 
white pepper. Their ma-po dofu ($7.95, soft tofu 
with pork) came close to our high standards 
and was delicious but would have been better 
with more spicy Sichuan chile bean paste and 
more Sichuan peppercorn. The salt-and-pepper 
scallops ($12.95) were covered with a thin, 
crispy, well-seasoned batter and topped with a 
slightly salty sauce of minced chiles and scal- 
lion - a nice foil to the plump, sweet scallops. 

The 168-item menu contains enough to 
satisfy any desires, from the basic white-bread 
dishes seen on pretty much every Chinese res- 
taurant in America to some of the more exotic 
Cantonese offerings that tickle the fancy of the 
adventurous gourmand. If you want it spicy, they 
can modify to suit, or you can use a few dabs of 
their incendiary hot chile oil. There are also 18 
lunch standards ($5.55 to $5.95, served with 
soup, egg roll, and rice). - Mick Vann 


and blue-plate entrees such as meatloaf and 
chicken-fried steak. Dinner prices are a little 
higher, but the portions are more than gener- 
ous. We were perfectly satisfied with all but 
one of our choices. 

Our dinner began with the Three-Fer 
($5.50), a basket of warm tostada chips 
paired with small bowls of a zippy house 
salsa, a traditional Tex-Mex queso, and a 
regrettably tasteless guacamole. Our sugges- 
tion: Order the Two-Fer and avoid that guaca- 
mole altogether. Our entrees were preceded 
by fresh, crisp house salads. My friend who 
sampled the Kinky Friedman ($8.95), Patsy’s 
take on a Reuben sandwich, pronounced it to 
her liking: moist, tender slices of corned beef 
with just the right amount of cheese, dress- 
ing, and kraut to keep the flavorful filling from 
sliding down her chin. The house signature 
potato chips that came with the sandwich 
were a little on the thick side, though they 
still had good crunch. 

My friend who chose the meatloaf 
($10.95) was somewhat concerned about 
the price, but when he saw the enormous 
portions of meat and potatoes on the platter, 
he realized it was more than enough food for 
two very tasty meals. Since I firmly believe 
that any Texas roadhouse should have a 
good chicken-fried steak, I felt obligated 
to try one, and I can report that Patsy’s 
kitchen does it right: Pounded tender and 
hand-breaded, the fried steak is napped 
with a good cracked-pepper cream gravy and 
paired with fluffy 
mashed potatoes 
and a medley of 
sauteed summer 
vegetables. It 
was easy to make 
two meals out of 
my portion, as 
well. Though the 
Shiner Chicken 
($11.95) over 
tequila rice bore 
no discernible 
flavor of either 
spirit, the Boursin 
cheese stuffing in 
the grilled breast 
and the excellent 
grilled asparagus 
that accompanied 
the chicken made 
for an enjoyable 
selection. 

Patsy’s orders 
custom-made des- 
serts from Tootie 
Pies in Boerne 
and offers slices 
of pie, cake, and 
cheesecake to 
top off your meal. 
I’m a big fan of 
buttermilk pie 
($4.95) and found 
this one very 
much to my liking, but the big slab of choco- 
late cake ($4.95) was a little on the generic 
side for our taste. The bar here boasts several 
signature drinks. We recommend a frosty 
glass of Lasso Lemonade ($5) made with 
Tito’s Vodka, peach schnapps, lemonade, and 
ginger ale as the perfect summer refresher to 
wet your whistle after a day on the dusty trail.

Arcade Fire 

Competitor Steve Wiebe 

It takes a story of true grit, a man overcom- 
ing overwhelming odds a la David and Goliath 
to be made king. Be it single-handedly slaying 
an entire army, leading a torn nation to victo- 
ry, or beating the highest score on a 1982 
arcade game that involves an oversized gorilla 
named “Donkey.” 

Steve Wiebe ... is such a man. 

“I’m having fun with it 
all,” he says. “This kind 
of thing doesn’t happen 
every day.” 

Wiebe is the principal 
subject of the Donkey 
Kong documentary The 
King of Kong: A Fistful of 
Quarters. Back in 1982, 
the recognized Donkey 
Kong champ was Billy 
Mitchell, also 
bequeathed “Player of 
the Century.” His intimi- 
dating, six-digit score, along with his ego, has 
gone unrivaled for two decades. 

Enter Wiebe, a middle-aged middle-school 
science teacher from Roslyn, Wash. Before 
his teaching career, Wiebe was laid off from a 
job and left with a lot of free time on his 
hands. Out of sheer boredom, he researched 
what the highest score was for the arcade 
game Donkey Kong and became inspired. 

“That was a game I started playing at 12 
years old,” Wiebe says. “When I looked at the 
record, I knew I had beaten that score in col- 
lege. It was a natural move for me to go in 
that direction.” 

Director Seth Gordon weaves an intriguing 
story of good vs. evil, despite what the grand 
prize may be. The rest of the film documents 
the epic struggle for the Donkey Kong throne: 


on 'The King of Kong' 

Wiebe’s training with his own Donkey Kong 
game in his garage, video-game stud Billy 
Mitchell’s profound thoughts on himself, and 
the growing tension between the two as they 
topple each other’s scores via videotaped 
games or inside the Funspot arcade. 

“I have to play in the garage, so it’s away 
from the family,” Wiebe says. “Last summer I 
was going in there for four 
hours everyday. When I 
finally got the high score, 
my wife was at the end of 
her rope.” 

Gordon does a compelling 
job of building character so 
much that it blurs the line 
between documentary and 
script. Mitchell’s Lynyrd 
Skynyrd hair and Stephen 
Colbert attire is a stark con- 
trast against Wiebe’s soft-spo- 
keness and Mr. Rogers man- 
nerisms. Though the movie ends with a declared 
king, the battle for the throne continues. 

“Billy came out with a score a couple of 
weeks ago that was about 1,000 points high- 
er than mine,” Wiebe says. “It seemed awk- 
ward. I couldn’t tell if it was videotaped or if 
he actually played it live.” 

As the swords clash over who will be the 
next king, Wiebe claims that he still spends 
hours in his garage, between a video game 
and a water heater, sharpening his blade. 

“There were times that I was so pressed 
down that I wanted to give up,” Wiebe says. 
“But I’d wake up another day and feel refreshed 
and want to keep fighting. You have nothing to 
lose when you’re the underdog. If you don’t try, 
you won’t win, but if you just go for it, you’ll 
always have a chance.” - Carson Barker

At the South Austin headquarters of the so- 


called Test Prep Guy, Elizabeth Reeder sits 
down to review the day’s shot list with her 
cinematographer, Suezean Matarazzo. Reeder’s 
cast - five young men from her acting studio, 
Studio E - is assembled at Test Prep Guy’s 
conference table, rehearsing scene No. 27, the 
first of the day Evan Lu, who plays dudely 
Carter in A Very Bad Day , Reeder’s farce about 
an inconvenient dead body in a Dumpster, is 
concerned about his wardrobe: Left in the 
washer too long, his jeans reek. Everyone can 
smell them, even as stylist Charlie Hodges of 
Joie de Vie sprays the cast with Big Sexy Hair. 
Meanwhile, co-star David Richardson has gone 
platinum for the occasion. “He’s rocking the 
Draco Malfoy look,” Reeder explains; there was 
“too much brunette” in the cast. 


ages. “It’s complicated blocking, but you’re 
doing really great.” Yet moments before we roll, 
the camera’s battery dies, and the Matisse 
print - now without its glass - is judged too 
wrinkly. There’s an echo in the audio, so 
Schoch produces a rug. Finally, production 
assistant Amanda Glaeser slates the first shot 
- our phones are off; our gum is silent - and 
Reeder calls action. We film the master, a pan- 
and-scan, and close-ups. Noting each take for 
continuity is Lauren Lee, daughter of produc- 
tion manager Lisa Lee and an eighth-grader at 
Canyon Vista Middle School. Reeder gives 
notes: “I wanna see a lot more angry!” and 
“Feel free to step on each other just a little bit.” 
The cast’s youngest player, 17-year-old Drew 
Cauthorn, stumbles on the line, “Why don’t 
you just toddle off to the Dumpster and get it?” 
Eventually the offending verb is eliminated. 


line of dialogue. “It’s the 
title of the film!” Reeder 
hoots. “You might want to 
get that line right.” Lauren 
Lee and I note the event as 
“A Very Bad Take.” 


9am 

As Reeder ( Bush’s Brain ) presents the cast 
with add-ons to the shot list, Test Prep Guy’s 
modest lounge area is converted to an office: a 
desk brought in, a computer set up, binders 
and blotters and Post-Its strategically assem- 
bled. The room is illuminated with a Chinese 
lantern for fill light and plastered with K-Line 
Dulling Spray. Cables are taped down, and 
Reeder herself steps in to prime and powder 
her actors. “I’m still smelling the pants, dude,” 
Lu points out. 

But spirits are still high. “Liz kind of grinds 
us into the ground, so we can focus in any situ- 
ation,” explains Peter Williams, who plays 
Theo in the film. “We’re a pretty good team,” 
key grip Wynn Bradford agrees. “We’ve worked 
together enough that everybody knows what 
everybody is doing.” “We learn more here than 
we do in class,” offers Carrie Kuhlman, one of 
two UT students working 
as production assistants on 
the shoot.

2:40pm 

We have our master shot 
of scene No. 32. Cauthorn 
isn’t satisfied. “If you think z| 
you can do better, let’s do £ 
it again,” Reeder says gen- | 
tly. “You know what you’re 
capable of.” There are hugs and handshakes all 
around. Meanwhile, Test Prep Guy’s ventilation 
system inexplicably begins blowing hot air 
directly onto sound recordist Jason Beavers, 
who is perched precariously on Test Prep Guy’s 
couch holding the boom mic. 



3:36pm 

The skies outside of Test Prep Guy begin 
bucketing rain audibly. “We’re okay,” Reeder 
jokes. “We can turn it off.” 


3:52pm 

The rain stops. 


1:46pm 

We return instead to scene No. 27 to reshoot 
McVaney ’s close-ups, which need to be tighter. 
“I want him to walk away from that shot feel- 
ing good,” Reeder says. The retakes are a suc- 
cess except for one . . . when McVaney cracks 
up. “That never happened,” he jokes. I write it 
down anyway. 


4pm 

“Kids, the secret to comedy is to play it 
like drama,” Reeder advises. We’re all start- 
ing to get a little slappy, and McVaney’ s voice 
is giving out.

4:37 pm 

Coffee is reheated in Test Prep Guy’s micro- 
wave. Preparations begin for scene No. 16 - “a 
kitschy little scene,” Reeder says - for which

11am 

The tasteful Matisse print crashes, and its 
glass breaks. 


11:30am 

The cast assembles for its first blocking run. 
Five guys will squeeze through a doorway into 
the makeshift office, then argue about the dead 
man in the Dumpster and the cops outside. 
“Y’all are doing really great,” Reeder encour- 


2pm 

Scene No. 32 is a beast. McVaney and 
Cauthorn will argue about football, their char- 
acters’ futures, and a full-ride scholarship 
jeopardized by Cau thorn’s involvement with 
the dead guy in the Dumpster. A special effect 
achieved with a filtered spotlight takes time to 
prepare, and Matarazzo gives props to Glaeser: 
“Amanda, you’re doing such a good job. 
Thanks.” Before Glaeser slates the first take, 
McVaney and Cauthorn knuckle one in. 
Everyone holds their breath. Finally we begin. 
In the midst of a perfect take, McVaney flubs a 


cast-mate Deana Ricks 
as a frumpy reception- 
ist won over by Evan 
Lu. Meanwhile, for 
reasons not entirely 
clear to me, Schoch 
has dressed the plati- 
num-haired David 
Richardson in her old McCallum High School 
cheerleading uniform. The too-small costume 
reveals his hipbones. “Brain bleach!” Reeder 
yells, and Richardson changes back. 


5pm 

The clapper falls on Lu’s scene with Ricks. 
“Seduce the crap out of her,” Reeder advises. 
“Make it seem like Beanie Babies and sex are 
just this far apart.” Lu nods. We block the 
scene, but Lu’s moves come across as threaten- 
ing rather than persuasive. Another poster falls 
down, threatening our continuity. 


6:08pm 


We’re still on the scene. “What, are you 
afraid I’m going to steal your Beanie Babies?” 
Lu teases. “I’m really not supposed to do this,” 
Ricks whispers. Then, without warning, she 
plants one on him, which is not in the script. 
The room is in stitches. “Keep it; keep it; keep 
it until Evan becomes a big star and I can sell 
it to Inside Edition,” Reeder says. 


6:20pm 

Key grip Wynn Bradford is roped into the walk- 
on of “redneck client.” Reeder considers whether 
a conference-room montage with a tricky circular 
pan can be accomplished today if we skip some 
cutaways. A group hug is proposed, and the feel- 
ing is warm. “This is an amazing crew that has 
put up with a lot of crap,” Reeder says. ‘And I 
could not be more proud of this cast if I tried.” 
Stomachs are rumbling, and Reeder offers “vouch- 
ers for shallot salmon at my house.” 


7pm 

No longer the redneck client, Bradford 
begins setting up the dolly track for the day’s 
most ambitious shot. The track is checked and 
leveled with blocks. 


8pm 

We hit a lull. The guys rehearse scene No. 39 
while the women strike the office set and 
return Test Prep Guy’s lounge to its previous 
condition. Lauren Lee threatens to steal the 
Chinese lantern for her bedroom. 


9pm 

At last the dolly is ready. There’s no audio for 
the scene, so much of the cast and some of the 
crew are using Test Prep Guy’s giant wipe board 
to play hangman while we await dinner and 
wrap. But there is no rest for Evan Lu, who in his 
smelly pants must run from the receptionist’s 
area, through Test Prep Guy’s conference room, 
and through the doorway of the fully struck 
office set while the camera dollies around him. 
On the last take of the day’s last shot, Matarazzo 
dollies back again with the camera still rolling. 
Reeder grins. It’s a keeper. ■

TV EYE 

The Women's Realm

Whoever said that television is a female 
medium certainly has proof with this year’s 
summer cable fare. Holly Hunter, Glenn 
Close, Lili Taylor, Laura Kightlinger, Mary- 
Louise Parker, and Kyra Sedgwick are a few of 
the first-string players headlining series in what 
could be called a watershed moment for women 
on TV And this does not include the second- 
string players, many of whom are building an 
eager fan base: Kristanna Loken on Painkiller 
Jane (Sci Fi), Jordana Spiro on My Boys (TBS), 
and Marissa Coughlan on Side Order of Life 
(Lifetime). It’s a curious but perhaps not so 
surprising development. As the film industry 
appears to continually shut out women of a 
certain age (Hunter, Close, Sedgwick), they 
are moving to the small screen. Thankfully, 
the roles they’re taking have depth. Not one 
annoying ditz in the bunch. That the characters 
they play are overwhelmingly white and middle 
class is a disappointment. The women of color 
are relegated to the amiable best friend, the 
no-nonsense boss, or some other supporting 
player. Some things are slow to change. 

This wealth of women on TV has gotten 
me to reflect about what a reader said to me 
once about “men’s TV” and “women’s TV” 


and his observation that I did not write about 
“men’s TV” My response at the time was 
that I didn’t cover sports (men’s TV?) or soap 
operas (women’s TV?), but everything else 
was fair game. Now that there’s this bevy of 
content featuring women, I have to wonder: 
What makes something a “man’s show” or a 
“woman’s show”? Is it content, theme, point 
of view, or something else? 

What I like about the new crop of summer 
series is that the women are let out of the box. 
Instead of playing well at being one of the boys 
- which has always been my complaint about 
shows like Law & Order or CSI - these women 
are, well, women. The first and best example 
of this is Sedgwick as Brenda Johnson in The 
Closer (TNT). The premise of the series was 
that she was an unwelcome outsider. That 
she is a woman only added to her difficulty 
fitting in. But fitting in does not depend on 
her hutching up or playing dumb/needy/pouty 
to get the boys’ attention. In fact, the ongoing 
theme of the series is that she never really does 
fit in, but it doesn’t matter. What matters more 
is that she has the respect of her crew. She 
does, but it’s always tenuous, always up for 
renegotiation. And when Brenda Johnson does 
pull out her hyperrealized version of pristine 
femininity, she does it to play on the assump- 



tions of those she aims to capture, not to win 
their affection. 

Taylor ( State of Mind ) as Ann Bellowes is a 
therapist steering clear of her own breakdown 
after her failed marriage. She’s prone to fan- 
tasies, like having her soon-to-be ex-husband 
talking in her ear - naked, mind you - while 
she decides how to approach a situation as a 
new single woman. But unlike a similar conceit 
used on Ally McBeal, these visions don’t come 
off as juvenile or self-involved but as a physical 
representation of her interior rehabilitation. 
Taylor’s Bellowes is vulnerable and wounded, 
but she’s not pathetic. While Ally McBeal was 


stuck in an adolescent tantrum, Ann Bellowes’ 
emotional outbursts are kept to a much more 
realistic internal roar. It’s only through TV 
magic that we see her struggle and are touched 
when we witness her public behavior in the 
face of her private reality. 

I’ve already written about Hunter in Saving 
Grace (“TV Eye,” July 20) and Kightlinger in 
The Minor Accomplishments of Jackie Woodman 
(“TV Eye,” Aug. 3). Which brings me to Glenn 
Close and Rose Byrne in Damages. More on 
that next time.

Broken Clock Cabaret ’s 

Inside a Broken Clock: A Tom 
Waits Peepshow, which brings 
to life the beautiful and bizarre 
maladies of Waits and wife 
Kathleen Brennan’s grave-dig- 
gers and showgirls through 
vaudevillian numbers and pup- 
petry to the tune of the No Salvation Army Band, recently returned 
from a 16-member, five-date tour of the Bay Area. “It was off the charts 
in terms of ticket sales and response,” says producer Rick McNulty. 

“It made me realize that this could actually be viable entertainment.” 
The Peepshow was so successful, in fact, its storied subject, who is 
only mentioned once by name in the production, was inundated with 
phone calls from local press seeking comment. “He’s an especially pri- 
vate man,” says McNulty, who was forced to cancel part of the tour due 
to the press frenzy. “I don’t think he was too amused with the idea.” 
While the local production company has been granted permission from 
Waits’ publishers to perform the songs, in order to continue doing so, 
they must send a copy of the production to both the publishers and 
the owners (Waits and Brennan) for approval. The Broken Clock 
Cabaret has since changed a few lines that could possibly be miscon- 
strued and has been practicing around the clock for a private perfor- 
mance at the Off Center (2211 Hidalgo) Thursday, Aug. 23, which will 
be filmed by a professional sound and camera crew. “It’s going to cost 
an arm and a leg, and we’ve never broken even on one of these pro- 
ductions before,” cries McNulty, who would rather retire the piece than 
hire an entertainment lawyer to look into the matter. “My biggest fear 
is spurring the wrath of Tom. It’s horrifying to think of upsetting him.”

Micah P. Hinson at the crossroads

The ironies of imperfection envelop Micah P 
Hinson. His roguish charm and boyish looks 
are tempered with an unaffected sincerity, a 
philosophical eloquence couched in his sar- 
casm and bare, biting wit. It’s a tenuous bal- 
ance that springs from a life that, at 27, has led 
the songwriter through addiction, prison, and 
pain and that now holds him at the point of 
personal resurrection. 

Sitting on the couch of his new South Austin 
apartment, where he moved from Abilene in 
June, Hinson is comfortably settled: His brother’s 
artwork adorns the walls, and a new Mac stands 
as the centerpiece of his home-recording setup 
in the comer. His left hand picks at the label of 
his Lone Star, while the right clasps toward his 
girlfriend, Ashley, beside him. His hair scrambles 
restlessly from under a ball cap, curling down 
toward the nickel-sized plugs in his earlobes. 

“For me it feels like a new place, a new lease on 
life, and opportunity to change,” he says, his West 
Texas drawl oddly melded with an almost Irish lilt 
cultivated from his extensive European touring. 
“It seems late, but I’m finally trying to figure out 
life and how to live, to become the person that 
I’ve always needed to be and never chosen to be. 

“Really I’m livid with happiness. I’ve never 
been this sober in my life, and it’s really nice. 
I thought I was going to be miserable. I really 
liked all my cmtches, but now I’m just shed- 
ding my life of all that stuff.” 

Hinson’s optimism is defiant in the context 
of the pain that still grips his body. After a 
friend playfully tackled him in 2005, Hinson 
ignored the recurring spasms in his back and 
continued touring until he finally had to be 
hospitalized to repair his tortured spine. His 
surgery last year was unsuccessful and left him 
bedridden and reliant upon the very prescrip-

tion medication that he had abused and been 
arrested for as a teenager. 

“From the time I wake to the time I go to 
bed, or when I wake up in the middle of the 
night, it constantly hurts,” he admits, sitting 
stiff with a pillow propped behind his back. 
“Except when I take the pills, and that doesn’t 
kill it for that long because I’ve refused to take 
too many; I’m not going down that path. But 
it just never fucking stops.” 

'The Day Texas Sank to the 
Bottom of the Sea' 

Hinson’s songs absorb a solemn beauty, 
his low, dusky voice imbuing a worn hopeful- 
ness into quietly lush arrangements, what he 
calls an “epic lo-fi-ness.” Although his debut, 
Micah P Hinson and the Gospel of Progress, was 
released in 2005, the album collected much 
earlier recordings, introducing the songwriter 
within the wavering uncertainty of devotion 
and doubt, from the hushed resolution of “The 
Nothing” to the brutally caustic “Patience.” 
The unflinchingly poetic lyricism swelling 
against a blanket of insecurity, aching and 
graceful in its yearning, became a hallmark of 
his songwriting. 

Raised in the fundamentalist Church of 
Christ, Hinson eschewed his parents’ religion at 
an early age. He and his older brother, Joshua, 
began experimenting with drugs, smoking 
weed and dropping LSD, and Micah was even- 
tually expelled from the private Christian high 
school in which he was enrolled. 

“I mean, I had thigh-highs on my arms and 
the big Robert Smith hair; I’d wear skirts and 
stuff,” he laughs now. “That didn’t go over real 
well in Abilene.” 

By 2000, youthful indulgence escalated to 
addiction and trouble with the law. While 
attending Abilene Christian University, where 
his father is a professor of psychology, Hinson 
began dating a model several years older than 
him, the two feeding their destructive relation- 
ship with pills and drugs. 

“We got kicked out of the university and 
were living in all these little dumps around 
ACU,” he recounts. “She was on Valium 
because her husband had just died of an 
overdose, pills and cocaine. I lost the major- 
ity of all my friends, the majority of all my 
family, and when everything was done and 
she wasn’t able to use me for anything or I 
wasn’t willing to be used, she just decided to 
fuck off.” 

After being arrested for forging prescriptions, 
Hinson found himself bankrupt and homeless, 
his possessions, including his instruments and 
recording equipment, seized by the police. 

“That’s when I learned that nothing would 
change unless I wanted it to change,” he reflects. 
“I always thought that somehow it would be all 
right, no matter how much I fucked up my life, 
but then I realized that I’m the only person that 
can really save myself from these things.”

With help from John Mark Lapham and 
Brandon Carr of Texan/UK psychedelic pop- 
sters the Earlies, Hinson recommitted to his 
music. The Gospel of Progress garnered critical 
acclaim, followed by another collection of his 
earlier work, The Baby & the Satellite. Yet just as 
Hinson’s career was beginning to take hold, his 
back injury returned him to the point he had 
fought to escape: a cheap, ramshackle house 
rented on the edge of Abilene and a diet of 
codeine, Soma, and Xanax. 

'It's Been So Long' 

Confined to his bed last summer, Hinson 
gathered musicians around him to begin 
recording. Austinite Nick Phelps contributed 
a delicate base of banjo and sitar, while Eric 
Bachmann of Crooked Fingers and Archers 
of Loaf prepared extravagant string and horn 
arrangements. 

The result was last fall’s jestingly titled 
Micah P Hinson and the Opera Circuit, an 
album that swoons under the weight of pain 
and isolation. A dark haze drifts across the 
songs, Hinson’s deep voice characteristically 
encompassing both defiance and disillusion. 
The circumstances surrounding the album also 
served as a catalyst for Hinson’s acceptance of 
his upbringing and faith. 


“With everything I’ve been through, there’s 
clearly someone, something that was watching 
out for me, watching my ass,” he posits. “It’s 
only by grace that I’m not in jail or out on the 
streets just shit-faced out of my mind. I just 
put myself in stupid positions and was just a 
stupid boy. I still struggle with being a boy, but 
I finally have an idea that it’s time to face up to 
things I’ve done in my life and live in a manner 
now that won’t have to reflect those things.” 
Although his constant touring has been 
curbed to mend his back, hopefully without 
resorting to another surgery, Hinson is working 
on a new album, which he promises will be even 
more elaborate than his previous works. He’s 
also working with Lapham on their side project, 
the Late Cord (see “The Late Cord” p.59). 

“This record seems to be mostly songs that I’ve 
written lately,” Hinson offers. “That’s a conscious 
thing, writing new songs that talk about where I 
am now, which I think is a bit more mature.” 

As he surveys his apartment, glancing at the 
Star Wars figures atop his computer and point- 
ing out the carefully ordered shelf of sheathed 
comic books against the wall, he adds an 
almost winking caveat. 

“It’s not like I’m a mature human being 
now, by any means,” he grins. “You can’t 
grow up too quick. You can’t forget that stuff. 
It’s important.” ■

The Late Cord 

Although the Late Cord’s debut 
EP, Lights From the Wheelhouse, 
was released only last year, like 
much of Hinson’s work, the album 
contains songs recorded previously. 

The project stemmed from Hinson’s 
collaboration with John Mark 
Lapham on the song “The Late 
Cord,” a trial to determine whether 
Hinson or the Danes’ Brandon Carr 
would better serve as lead singer of 
the Earlies. 

Carr eventually took the position, 
but Lapham continued reworking 
Hinson’s songs, pairing the latter’s 
roots instrumentation and dark folk aesthetic with electronic loops and ambient synthe- 
sizer. Lapham delivered the songs to UK 4AD rep Ed Horrox, who flew to Abilene while 
Hinson recovered from surgery and agreed to release whatever the duo produced. 

The five songs on Lights From the Wheelhouse ache with a sparse and melan- 
cholic air. Droning, layered vocals and tenebrous organs shade the album in an 
antiquated, rustic hue. Funereal opener “Lila Blue” builds to a translucent and mel- 
low crescendo, while “The Late Cord” weaves the sunken echoes through a fog of 
atmospheric distortion. 

Short instrumental “Chains/Strings” offers a beautiful adagio of cello, bleeding 
mournfully into the EP’s most exceptional piece, “My Most Meaningful Relationships 
Are With Dead People,” which draws Hinson’s scratchy voice across a delicately plod- 
ding piano progression. Closer “Hung on the Cemetery Gates” beckons with an other- 
worldly moan of rusted iron, mirrored by the rasping harmonica and low hums that 
exhume the opening notes of Stevie Wonder’s “I Just Called to Say I Love You” in an 
uncannily spectral lull. - D.F. 
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The Elephant in the Living Room 

Spencer Gibb tiptoes atop 54 Seconds

“The elephant in the living room” is one 
of Spencer Gibb’s favorite phrases. He uses it 
liberally and applies it to numerous situations. 
It’s also an apt metaphor for his life as the son 
of the Bee Gees’ Robin Gibb. 

Growing up famous comes with no guaran- 
tees, much less an instruction booklet. There’s 
only so much DNA will do for you in a world 
littered with the unrealized talents of famous 
progeny. For Gibb, the path is no less hard, but 
at least he gets knowledgeable parental advice. 

That’s good, because as founder and cre- 
ative force behind 54 Seconds, he needs it. 
54 Seconds play quality pop-rock, but they’ve 
been the “next big thing” so many times, the 
phrase is meaningless. 

Yet 54 Seconds is bouncing back, this time 
with their third LP, Postcards From California. 
The new disc delivers an unexpected punch of 
beautifully crafted old-school pop with modern 
trappings, bolstered by the talents of its indi- 
vidual components and a willingness to deviate 
from form for art’s sake. Being the NBT sucks 
when the buzz goes bust. 

The Next Next Big Thing 

It’s Shark Week on the Discovery Channel, 
and Gibb is transfixed by the flat-screen 
television mounted on the kitchen wall in 
the Hyde Park home he shares with his girl- 
friend, Heather. 

“Incredible,” he marvels. “They’re 20 mil- 
lion years old, the only species on the planet 
that hasn’t evolved.” 

It’s hard not to comment on the allegory 
of sharks and 54 Seconds’ standing as an up- 
and-coming band. Even the name came from 
a remark uttered by an English suit as he dis- 
missed the unnamed fledgling band’s demos. 


“I don’t like any of your fucking songs,” 
sneers Gibb, recalling the trans-Atlantic con- 
versation and the exec’s West London accent 
with Python-esque accuracy. “The first song 
you sent me, I kinda like that, but the chorus 
comes in at a minute and 10 seconds. I’ll tell 
ya, Spencer, a perfect pop-song chorus has 
gotta come in at 54, 55 seconds at the most.” 
Gibb laughs at the story. He started 54 
Seconds with drummer J.J. Johnson not long 
after moving to Austin in 1998 from Miami. 
The relocation was as much escape as remedy. 

“If there’s anything I can say about living in 
Miami and doing drugs, it’s that I learned to 
play guitar,” he deadpans. 

Such was his year strung out on heroin. It 
was balanced by his relationship with veteran 
New York guitarist Sturgis Nikides, who pooh- 
poohs the idea that he “formally taught Spen 
anything.” 

“He had real stick-to-itiveness,” relates the 
former John Cale sideman. “I didn’t want him 
to use his dad as his ticket.” 

Instead, Gibb’s passage to Central Texas 
came courtesy of his subconscious. “I dreamed 
I packed all my stuff in a truck and moved to 
Austin. So I did. I ended my relationship and 
my band, packed my futon, four-track, and a 
couple of guitars. I got rid of everything else.” 
Arriving in Austin in 1997, he immediately 
fell in with the Steamboat stable, including 
Will Sexton and Johnny Goudie. Gibb rented 
space at the Austin Rehearsal Complex, and 54 
Seconds played their first South by Southwest 
showcase the following year, their first buzz- 
band experience. 

“We had all this buzz and all this press,” 
Gibb motions. “We went to all these major 
labels and said, ‘We’ve sold 5,000 copies of the 
record.’ They’d say, ‘My God, where? That’s 
incredible.’ We’d say, ‘On the Internet.’ They’d 
say, ‘Oh, we don’t count that.’ We had receipts 


and statements to prove it, and they just over- 
looked it, trying to ignore the elephant in the 
living room. 

“Then the elephant in the living room 
became Steve Jobs.” 

54 Seconds took that licking and kept on 
ticking. Keyboardists came (Stewart Cochran), 
and drummers went (J.J. Johnson, Brannen 
Temple), and when Rachel Loy graduated from 
the Berklee College of Music, her bass play- 
ing had the groove Gibb wanted (See “Texas 
Platters,” Aug. 3). 

“My melancholy, Stewart’s eccentricity, 
and Rachel’s pop sense is a nice balance,” 
he smiles. 


Staying Alive 

The real elephant in Gibb’s life is that he’s 
the son of a Bee Gee. You wouldn’t know it 
to look around his office, “where I spend all 
day e-mailing and harassing people,” with his 
guitar collection hanging on the wall. Only a 
framed cover of Sesame Street Fever hints at the 
pop-royalty bloodline. 

“I realized there was something different 
[about my family] when other kids’ moms 
started hitting on my dad, and I started getting 
beaten up,” he shrugs. “When somebody starts 
punching you in the face and singing ‘Staying 
Alive,’ you realize there’s a problem.” 

Born in London in the early Seventies and 
raised in New York, Gibb’s childhood was rich 
with musical iconography. The Bee Gees are 
among the most fantastically successful song- 
writers and recording artists of all time. 

Robin Gibb was one of the fraternal twins 
in the three-man Bee Gees; Maurice, once 
married to pop singer Lulu, died in 2003. 
Spencer’s mother, Molly, worked as the per- 
sonal assistant to the Beatles’ manager, Brian 
Epstein, until his death, at which point she 
became Robert Stigwood’s assistant. Stigwood, 
the British entertainment Svengali, who man- 
aged the careers of Cream and Eric Clapton and 
later produced Saturday Night Fever and Grease, 
is Spencer’s godfather. His father’s youngest 
brother, Andy, was a pop superstar before his 
drug-fueled death in 1988 at age 30. 

Now 34, Spencer Gibb is more than a little 
circumspect about how such a pop-music lega- 
cy weighs on 54 Seconds. 

“You’ve got three camps when it comes to 
being famous,” he explains. “One, people who 
don’t know or care at all. Two, people that do 
know and expect you to sound like your father 
and are disappointed when you don’t. Three, 
people who don’t want you to sound like your 
father but look for the similarities. ‘Aha! I 
heard vibrato!”’ 

In retrospect, maybe the elephant’s not so 
big. Maybe it’s a midget pachyderm easily 
prodded into a storage closet.

Postcards From California 
(BMG/Rock Ridge) 

Spencer Gibb’s plain- 
tive burr of singing 
voice, tantalizing in its 
warm, wanting detach- 
ment, wafts akin to 
English crooners like

Stewart Cochran’s pro- 
gramming finds perfect 
synergy in Gibb’s six- 
string sparkler. Loy’s 
wordless call on “My 
Crazy Life” is one of the 
LP’s skylights. Her har- 
monies should be duets. 
A sharper mix befits 
“Breathing,” which never 
pulls sharp focus. The 
space age Esquivelisms 
of “Pocket Full of 
Numbers” come closer 
but suffer a similar fate. Cochran’s “New 
World” subway tones outclass the song’s 
chorus, which falls flat, a problem on 54 
Seconds’ third album, otherwise aglow 
with ideas and arrangements. Piano closer 
“Still Behind Me,” cello rising to meet Loy 
and the rhythm section, should stay naked, 
the best kind of Postcard to get anyway.

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Word of Mouth 

What makes Postcards From California work 
is the traditional definition of luck: preparation 
meets opportunity. Postcards is the culmina- 
tion of everything Spencer Gibb brings to the 
table in meeting the band’s realized potential. 
Stewart Cochran, who’s played with Gibb in 54 
Seconds the longest, hopes that doesn’t mean 
another stint as an Austin buzz band. 

“Label interest doesn’t mean anything,” he 
snorts. “Pin your hopes on it, and you’ll get 
your heart broken. I gave 
up dreams of being a rock 
star. Now I just want to be 
a musician.” 

The self-taught Gibb 
and classically schooled 
Cochran held differing 
opinions about many 
aspects of Postcards’ rec- 
ording process, includ- 
ing the running order of 
the songs. 

“Sometimes,” laughs 
Loy, “my input was to 
say, ‘This is too long and 
boring! Bring it back to the catchy part, stuff 
you sink your teeth into.’” 

Drummer Jeff Botta, who’s done time play- 
ing with Gary P Nunn, agrees: “This isn’t your 
run of the mill rock band. It’s one with good 
textures on their sonic palette.” 

Yet even in the age of iPod Shuffles, the 
sequence of songs was an issue. 


“I assembled a running order,” says Gibb, 
“and went to everyone and asked them to 
send their order. We tried them all, and it 
still wasn’t working for me. Something was 
missing. So I called the one guy that would 
throw the pop it needed into the mix. I asked 
him to listen to it - the one guy I knew would 
really listen - and get back to me with a 
running order. 

“So he called back and gave me his order. 

It was only one or two 
songs different from 
what we already had. 
That was my father.” 

For 54 Seconds, the 
feedback counted. Post- 
cards From California 
opens with gorgeous 
harmonies that carry 
its introspective melan- 
choly. It sends notice 
that pop can be just 
as substantial as rock 
without compromising 
integrity. It could even 
be enough to scare off an elephant. 

“People are tired of being force-fed bad 
art, but they don’t know where to find great 
art or good art or, for that matter, just okay 
art. I’ll settle for okay art,” Gibb half-jokes. 
“For so long, 54 Seconds has been a real 
word-of-mouth band. It’s time to move it to 
the next level.” ■ 


There's only so much 
DNA will do for you in 
a world littered with 
the unrealized talents 
of famous progeny.

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LIVE SHOT RUFUS WAIN WRIGHT, NEKO CASE Stubb's, Aug. 11 


What better way to mark the sudden 
onslaught of a long-delayed summer than by 
cramming into the Stubb’s clown car, keep- 
ing heatstroke at bay with $5 Lone Stars and 
Rufus Wainwright? L.A.-based opener A Fine 
Frenzy warmed up the already populous crowd 
before the clock struck 8 with her maudlin 
piano-based love songs. A giddy Neko Case 
transcended an anemic backing band, mixing 
tunes from last year’s Fox Confessor Brings the 
Flood with old faithfuls like “Favorite.” Then it 
was Wain wright’s turn. 

The chanteur hung back in the wings while 
his sevenpiece band kicked things off with the 
cocktail-lounge swank of the title track from his 
latest, Release the Stars. Wainwright emerged 
after a few bars, clad in a red, white, and blue 
onesie and a borrowed cowboy hat that was 
more ironic than butch. The first half was heav- 
ily populated with songs from Stars, diverging 
into Want territory with “The Art Teacher.” A 


return to Berlin followed with “Tiergarten” and 
liberal use of jazz hands. Wainwright and com- 
pany closed the first set with the love-or-hate-it 
“Between My Legs,” which featured a guest 
spoken-word performance from the YouTube 
contest winner, local drag queen Rebecca 
Flavemeyer (get it?), who hammed it up and 
took it out with a bang. After a 10-minute 
intermission, Wainwright returned, this time in 
black lederhosen, and treated the crowd to a 
few Judy Garland tunes and lame banter about 
George Bush. At this point, the show’s energy 
flagged, as overheated revelers joined the exo- 
dus that had begun during the intermission. 
Wainwright persevered despite the heat, push- 
ing through the rapturous “Beautiful Child,” the 
pensive “Not Ready to Love,” and the cheeky 
“Slideshow.” A show this long is really only suit- 
ed for hardcore fans, where less-is-more would 
have been appropriate. But it wouldn’t be Rufus 
if he didn’t go big or go home. - Melanie Haupt 


IMPERIAL TEEN 

The Hair the TV the Baby & the Band 
(Merge) 

This is the sound of a band with 
nothing to lose. Four bosom bud- 
dies and their trusted George Martin 
behind the boards, Redd Kross medic 
Steve McDonald, making aural joy 
because their chemistry is perfect. 
Shinsian popsters rejoice. Flere’s 
another dreamsicle caked with sugar 
sugar. The San Francisco quartet’s 
fourth LP bursts out of the chute 


on a pounding piano beat and the 
group’s deadly, almond-scented boy/ 
girl/boy/girl harmonies. Will Schwartz, 
Lynn Truell, Roddy Bottum, and Jone 
Stebbins then reel off one hook after 
another. The sleek bop of “Do It 
Better” dances like the Sixties cola 
commercial you’ll never forget. “Shim 
Sham” is straight out of the B-52’s 
“Love Shack.” Bottum tap dancing 
through the title track: reality MTV. 
Schwartz’s needling, head-thumping 
“It’s Now” pushes as insistent as 
a full bladder. “Fallen Idol”? Kinks’ 


pastoral tea time, sunny Sunday after- 
noon. More Ray Davies awaits on the 
fawning “Everyone Wants to Know.” 
Even filler on the order of rock-up 
“One Two” gets perfectly sequenced, 
while the twee “Room With a View” 
unspools about as exciting as the film 
of the same name. Then, hopscotch- 
ing “Sweet Potato” mashes all. Listen 
to Schwartz rattle off the line “finger- 
lickin gum-smackin sass-talking you 
know what” as the other three bleat 
out “sweet potato, oh sweet potato.” 
Spit it, Will: “ Hair-hoppin flip-floppin 


Candy’s kicking up the dust.” With a 
touch of grunge fatten, it’s two min- 
utes 26 seconds! Best club single 
since the Gorillaz’s “Feel Good Inc.” 
Racing spokes on “21st Century” 

(“It’s Armageddon, it’s Armageddon”) 
might as well be laced with crystal 
meth. Bottum’s pensive closer, “What 
You Do,” chocks up another sad smiley 
face. A dozen songs in 38 minutes, 
same as Imperial Teen’s Nineties- 
defining debut, Seasick. Equally sick, 
The Hair the TV the Baby & the Band.

This trio of new releases from revolutionary 
bassist/composer/bandleader Charles Mingus 
spotlights three different bands and three dif- 
ferent periods in his remarkably fertile career. 

Tijuana Moods, recorded in 1957 with a stel- 
lar septet, comes loaded with Latin trappings, 
bluesy intonations, a rhythmic ferocity, and 
Ellingtonian sophistication that characterize 
Mingus’ most memorable work. The exhilarating “Ysabel’s Table 
Dance,” replete with castanets, boasts all these traits in spades. 
Meanwhile, the previously unreleased live 2-CD sextet date, 

Cornell 1964, features the incomparable Eric Dolphy shortly before 
his untimely death. This was arguably Mingus’ preeminent band, 
with superlative pianist Jaki Byard, sax man Clifford Jordan, and 
trumpeter Johnny Coles, who, along with Dolphy, get plenty of room 
to stretch out on Mingus gems like “Fables of Faubus,” “So Long 
Eric,” and the beautifully Dukish “Orange Was the Color of Her 
Dress, Then Blue Silk.” The sound quality isn’t pristine, but the 
music shines. The nonessential but sometimes daring UCLA 1965 
is a loose, fractious, politically minded, jazz-workshop-type octet 
affair. Eighteen months after Cornell, the musicians and the music 
have all changed. The live 2-CD set has its moments, as on “Don’t 
Let It Flappen Flere,” but might be strictly for Mingus diehards.

GOGOL BORDELLO 

Super Taranta! (SideOneDummy) 

Ukraine immigrant Eugene Hutz and his 
nomadic tribe are reinventing world music. 

Following up the now-NYC troupe’s 2005 
breakthrough blast, Gypsy Punks: Underdog 
World Strike, fifth album Super Taranta! begs for an audience. 

The punk ’tude of the Steve Albini-produced Gypsy Punks has 
been replaced with an hourlong mind spasm of carnivalesque 
hysterics, helmed by Victor van Vugt (Nick Cave, Austin’s Voxtrot). 
Exhilarating on the more traditional, accordion-heavy cuts (opener 
“Ultimate,” “Supertheory of Supereverything”), which barely spill 
over the Spanish-tinged “Alcohol” and the fantabulous “American 
Wedding,” Gogol suffers beneath ST/’s length and schizophrenia. 
Switching gears from the call-and-response antics of “Wonderlust 
King” to “Dub the Frequencies of Love” and then back to instru- 
mental Romani punk closing title track, it’s a bit of a mess 
framed in Hutz’s perfectly broken English.

KING KHAN & THE SHRINES 

What Is?! (Hazelwood) 

King Khan: the wig-wearing half of the King 
Khan & BBQ Show, a former Montrealer, and 
current Berliner. Along with his eightpiece 
Shrines, he’s one of the most promising con- 
temporary welders of genuine psych and soul. 

Progressing from 2002’s Three Hairs and You’re Mine, the band, 
electrified by horns and organ, zaps the 14 songs of What Is?! like 
James Brown’s voodoo child, especially the vintage licks of “69 
Faces of Love,” “I Wanna Be a Girl,” and “Fear & Love.” Khan’s 
sly humor (“Gimme something loud and proud!” he demands as 
horns purposely skronk out dischord) only adds to the bizarro vibe 
that keeps What Is?! from sounding jokey. Even when “Le Fils de 
Jacques Dutronc” rips the riff from “You’re Gonna Miss Me,” the 
rest of the song rides a wave of sublime Nuggets fuzz.

“A flash of movement, a fist to 
the side of my face, and the back 
of my head slammed into the wall. 

I crumpled to the floor.” Lindsey 
Buckingham’s fist and the head of 
Carol Ann Harris, who began dating 
the wiry pop savant as Fleetwood 
Mac’s Rumors became one of the 
bestselling albums of all time, ren- 
dezvous more than once in Storms: 

My Life With Lindsey Buckingham 
and Fleetwood Mac. “Lindsey backed me up against the wall 
and held me by the throat. As his hands tightened, I knew that I 
was helpless.” From 1976 to 1984, Stevie Nicks’ successor in 
Buckingham’s boudoir became more and more helpless, impris- 
oned by the guitarist’s narcissism cum genius, the Andean piles 
of Bolivian marching powder torching Fleetwood Mac, and her 
own naivete. Lock “The Chain.” Harris the author does just that, 
moving swiftly through the band’s peak like a musician suck- 
ing up yet another line of blow. Cocaine night at Eric Clapton’s 
castle, Buckingham bullying Kenny Rogers at the Grammys, 
and noses to mirror in the convertible of SoCal’s most eligible 
cocksman and drug Hoover, Beach Boy Dennis Wilson, don’t 
disappoint. Like Red Hot Chili Pepper Anthony Kiedis’ rippling 
Scar Tissue, another Hollywood Boulevard of broken bones and 
illusions, Storms rages ripe and juicy. Revelations such as the 
fact that Buckingham built Rumors’ equally brilliant follow-up 
Tusk on a diet of the Talking Heads, Clash, and Sex Pistols lace 
their way through the epilepsy of fame and fortune at its high- 
est high. You must never break the chain. - Raoul Hernandez

In Forst, Germany, in May, as a 43-year-old man and a 12-year-old boy vied in a spitting-for- 
distance contest from a second-story balcony, the grownup, trying for extra momentum, 
thrust himself forcefully up to the railing, launched his saliva, and accidentally fell to his death. 


Australian Jeffrey Lee is the last surviving 
member of the clan that controls the Koongarra 
uranium deposit near Kakadu National Park 
(east of Darwin), and federal law requires his 
permission for the French energy company 
Areva to extract the estimated 14,000 tons, 
perhaps worth the equivalent of $4.2 billion, 
but Lee vouches never to sell because “if you 
disturb that land, bad things will happen.” 
“This is my country,” he told the Sydney 
Morning Herald in July. “I’m not interested in 
money. Fve got a job. ... I can go fishing and 
hunting. That’s all that matters to me.” 

OOPS! 

• A toddler broke from his mother’s supervi- 
sion in May at the Rhime Buddhist Center in 
Kansas City, Mo., and accidentally trampled the 
meticulously created colored-sand picture that 
eight monks had, to that point, spent two days 
creating, but the monks impressively responded 
with patience. “No problem,” said one, from 
India’s Geshe Lobsang Sumdup monastery. We 
have three days more (before the show closes). 
So we will have to work harder.” 

• Inattentive Drivers: Trucker Merv Bontrager 
accidentally crashed his 18-wheeler in Minot, 
N.D., in April when he looked away briefly 
to check the floor for the doughnuts he had 
tossed aside for later eating. And Kristopher 
Lind accidentally crashed his car in Vancouver, 
British Columbia, in March when he tried 
to open the tightly packaged sex toy he had 
bought earlier that day. And Andrew Workman 
accidentally smashed his car into another in 
Shepley, England, after he lost control when a 
bee flew through the window and stung him 
in the crotch (according to the findings of an 
inquest in April). 

• In June, a 17-year-old boy survived but was 
seriously injured when he fell about 75 feet 
onto some rocks at California’s Mount Diablo 
State Park. He had climbed over a handrail in 
order to fake a fall so that his pals could cap- 
ture the plunge on video to put on his MySpace 
Web page. 

FEUDS 

1) Hiroshi Nishizaki, 46, was arrested in 
Osaka, Japan, in May and accused of causing 
damage of the equivalent of about $5,500 by 
pouring urine on a neighbor’s house on 169 
occasions, because it was blocking Nishizaki’s 
view. 2) Wheaton, 111., lawyer Donald Ramsell 
sued Geneva, 111., lawyer Douglas Warlick in 
June, demanding that Warlick continue to 
sell him “his” two of the four season tickets 
to Chicago Bears games they had split since 
1985 but which Ramsell suspected Warlick 
might keep for himself this year. Warlick com- 
plained to the Chicago Tribune in June that 
Ramsell had never contacted him, but just 
filed his lawsuit out of the blue. Said Ramsell, 
“The courthouse is where you go when you 
have a dispute.” 

THINNING THE HERD 

A burglar was killed trying to sneak into 
the Maranatha Used Clothing store in Miami 
on May 31. Police said the man had crawled 
between the blades of a large, idle ventilation 
fan but that before getting all the way through, 
he accidentally tripped the “on” switch. 


THE CONTINUING CRISIS 

• Widower Charlie Bonn Kemp, 77, of Vero 
Beach, Fla., took especially hard the loss of his 
wife, Lee, in 2006 because she was unques- 
tionably the love of his life even though the 
couple stopped having sex even before they 
got married in 1978, according to a June 
St. Petersburg Times profile. Lee had been 
Charlie’s gay lover for 26 years, until revealing 
in 1978 that he could no longer resist the urge 
to become a woman, and especially a house- 
wife. Such was their attachment that, follow- 
ing Lee’s full sex change, she and Charlie 
decided to take advantage of Lee’s new status 
and legally marry and continue their devo- 
tion, even though Charlie remained sexually 
attracted only to men. 

• Kenya, in addition to the usual problems of 
a developing African nation (poverty, tribal fric- 
tions), has recently endured the rise in power 
of the Mungiki, which is a secret society that is 
(according to a June New York Times dispatch) 
“part Sicilian Mafia, part Chicago street gang, 
with a little of the occult sprinkled in.” Police 
say the members aim to destabilize the country 
in the midst of the current political campaign 
by devil-worshipping acts of violence (skinning 
heads, drinking human blood from jerry cans). 
A district commissioner in Nairobi said the 
Mungiki had threatened her with genital muti- 
lation. The gang originated in the 1990s much 
as organized crime in the U.S. did, by taking 
over such urban enterprises as bus transit and 
garbage collection. 

• Latest in Brain Science: 1) French neurolo- 
gists writing recently in the journal The Lancet 
described their surprise in finding, via brain 
scans, that a normally functioning 44-year-old 
man had a brain “more than 50 percent to 75 
percent” smaller than average, consisting of 


little more than a thin sheet of brain material 
surrounding a large fluid buildup. (The man is 
employed as a French government bureaucrat.) 
2) Researchers at the University of Calgary said 
in July that female mice in their study were not 
only sexually aroused by whiffs of male mouse 
pheromones but that the scent apparently 
made the females’ brains grow larger. 

• Northbrook, 111., husband Arthur Friedman 
persuaded his wife that after 10 years’ mar- 
riage, they should become mate-swapping 
swingers, which he thought would enhance 
their relationship. His wife, reluctant at first, 
began to participate and eventually fell in love 
with another swinging husband, an event that 
precipitated the Friedmans’ breakup, reported 
the Chicago Sun-Times. Friedman, with an inad- 
equate appreciation of irony, sued the husband 
under Illinois’ alienation- of-affection law, and 
in June, a jury actually found in his favor, for 
$4,802.87. However, the soon-to-be-divorced 
Mrs. Friedman said she felt humiliated by the 
implication that she had been “worth” just 
$480 a year. 

• Lithuania’s ombudsman for children, visit- 
ing Ireland in June to investigate complaints of 
mistreatment of her countrymen, told reporters 
that many of the estimated 30,000 Lithuanian 
children in Irish Republic schools felt unsafe 
and that violence was common. In one Irish 
town, she said, “Lithuanian children are beaten 
only because they are more beautiful than Irish 
ones,” and in general, she said, Lithuanians are 
disliked because we dress well instead of look- 
ing the part of poor immigrants.

day trips

Rancho de las Cabras outside of Floresville helped start 
the ranching industry in Texas. As a meat-producing arm of 
the San Antonio missions in the 1700s, the “Ranch of the 
Goats” left a legacy of agriculture terms and techniques that 
survives today. 

At the peak of the Spanish mission period in Texas, there 
were at least six ranchos around San Antonio. Once a month, a 
ranger from the National Park Service unlocks the gate to visi- 
tors for an hourlong tour of the former ranch headquarters site. 
The rest of the time it is a laboratory for archaeologists. 

“We’re just happy that we have found one of the former 
ranch sites,” says Dan Hollifield, a ranger usually assigned to 
Mission San Jose. 

The missions were self-sustaining villages intended to turn 
the native Texans into taxpaying citizens of the Spanish crown. 
After a lack of success with the Indians in East Texas, four mis- 
sions - Concepcion, San Jose, San Juan, and Espada - were 
moved to the San Antonio River downstream from the older and 
more famous Mission San Antonio de Valero, more commonly 
known as the Alamo. 

Each of the missions grew vegetables outside its walls and 
had ranches off in the distance. Established around 1745, 
Rancho de las Cabras was the livestock operation for Mission 
San Francisco de la Espada, the southern-most settlement in 
the chain. 

Government and church inspectors left ledgers full of 
descriptions of the ranch. At one time the vaqueros had hun- 
dreds of sheep, pigs, horses, and 1,200 cows on the 20,000- 
acre spread. The remnants of the compound are the last physi- 
cal reminders of a 2-acre fort built to protect the ranch inhabit- 
ants from marauding tribes. 

“Being a cowboy back then wasn’t a very high status,” 
Hollifield says. “They were considered herders.” The diamond- 
shaped fortress with red sandstone walls enclosed corrals, 
huts, and a small chapel. Once a week, a herder drove six cows 
the 30 miles to Mission Espada. 


By 1794, the Spanish government secularized the church 
property and began settling immigrants on the mission proper- 
ties. The rancho passed to Ygnacio Francisco Xavier Calvillo, a 
Canary Islander who settled in San Antonio. When Ygnacio was 
killed by bandits, the ranch operation was taken over by his 
daughter Marfa del Carmen Calvillo. 

Doha Marfa became a strong influence in Texas, until her 
death in 1856, by supporting laws that ensured women could 
inherit, own, and operate businesses in their own names. She 
expanded the size of Rancho de las Cabras and added irriga- 
tion, crops, and a mill. Her descendents still live in the area. 

In 1976, the Texas Parks and Wildlife Department acquired 
99 acres around the old ranch buildings. Without funds to pre- 
serve the crumbling rock walls of the compound, the state 
Parks Department buried the ruins in sand to prevent further 
erosion and vandalism. In 1995, ownership was transferred to 
the federal park service. 

“We’re not doing much better than Texas Parks did,” says 
Susan Snow, the lead archaeologist on the project for National 
Park Service. The outline of the walls is discernible only by the 
weed-covered mounds that encase the ruins. Volunteers are 
sifting through the dirt of 1-meter-square holes dug in the soft 
layers of dirt. "We’re trying to find what we have to interpret for 
visitors,” Snow says, “without destroying anything.” Currently, no 
plan calls for making the site more accessible to the public. 

Don’t go to Rancho de las Cabras (often mistakenly called 
the Mission de las Cabras) expecting to see impressive ruins. 
What visitors see is a working archaeological dig, and they’ll 
hear the stories of the birthplace of the ranching industry 
where the events took place. Tours leave Floresville River Park 
at 10am on the first Saturday of each month. For more informa- 
tion, call the ranger station at Mission San Jose at 210/932- 
1001. High-clearance vehicles are needed to reach the site.

Rainbow Family of the Serendipitous 
Now , or The Orpheus Project 

Salvage Vanguard Theater, through Aug. 18 
Running time: 1 hr., 30 min. 

Okay, a lot of people have certain things that are their kinds of things and certain 
things that are not their kinds of things. And this kind of show is, wow, so not my kind 
of thing. Which is a testament to how good it is, since I enjoyed it so much anyway, and 
which allowed me to better examine its complex machinery, as I wasn’t bewitched by 
infatuation with the kind of thing it is. 

What it is, is a Mystical Journey From Light to Darkness, and if that sounds like an 
ancient form, be aware that the St. Idiot Collective has intentionally lifted the framework 
of Greek myth - Orpheus and Eurydice, in particular - to engage the 
specifics of a more modern tale of moral descent. The modern tale is a 
ripped-from-yesterday’s-head lines drama of family values, and the family 
whose values are in consideration is named, out here in the real world, 
Manson. You remember those cuddly knuckleheads, right? 

Yes, well, here we have the story retold as a sort of vision quest gone 
wrong, with the always appealing Robert Pierson as Father, leading his 
Rainbow Family of ever-so-colorful children (and their newest recruit, a 
truck-fresh bumpkin solidly played by Brent Werzner) down an acid-fueled 
path other than primrose until they reach the end of their journey at what 
we could cleverly refer to as a splatterpunk exhibition at the Tate Gallery. 

There were splatters, and plenty of them - in real life, anyway. Contrarily, in this production, 
they - 

But that’s what I want to talk about: the theatricality of this show. 

There’s a lot of it. 

You’d think, if you were me, that would be a bad thing. Because your reviewer is more 
appreciative of the realist school of drama, where the audience is like a fly on the wall of 
whatever location the strictly natural (albeit scripted, sure) and unadorned progression of 
events takes place. Because the idea of character types, as opposed to actual characters, 
going through the motions of some allegorical construct that’s all dolled up with lighting and 
movement and juxtaposition, leaves me a bit cold. That may be, though, because it’s usually 
not done as well as it is here. 

It’s a bit unnerving to think that an actor as talented as Jeffery Mills can also bring such heavy 
firepower to his job as director, which seems to be the case. Every aspect of this production 
works to support and amplify every other aspect: the blocking, the lighting, the sound design, all 
of it creating a seamless, complex (and color-coded!) vehicle to drive the story to its conclusion. 



It helps, of course, that all the performers here are so good. You can catch some shows in 
this town (as in any town) where the actors are merely hobbyists who enjoy being under spot- 
lights, and you can suffer through a show while those good-intentioned people act like they’re 
acting - “Gosh-wow, look at me: I’m on a stage, playing make-believe!” - and you can leave 
with a bad taste in your mind’s mouth and a feeling of general dyspepsia that will last for 
days. Or you can watch the St. Idiots perform and experience the work of professionals who, 
whether they’re being dramatic or comedic, aren’t just fooling around. 

Let’s mention, too, the script by Adrienne Dawes, which is as serviceable as it needs to be, 
except for the soliloquies provided for the Sharon Tate character who stands (and revolves) 
alone on a gorgeous Craig Staggs pedestal on the left side of an otherwise bare stage. Then 
the writing is deep and strange, like something Ruth Margraff would’ve penned if she’d actu- 
ally been born on this planet, and it’s wonderfully spoken and sung by Kristin Malko, who 
wouldn’t be a poor replacement the next time Mia Doi Todd has to cancel a concert. 

All this and an astonishingly elegant depiction of a pregnant woman slaughtered by mind- 
fucked cretins. 

What’s not to love? - Wayne Alan Brenner

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The King and I 

Arts on Real, through Aug. 18 

If you were consuming any kind of media in Austin the past few 
weeks, it would be hard not to know that Allison Orr has created a 
dance piece about Elvis using mostly recordings from his famous Aloha 
From Hawaii concert. The subject of the cover story of both this publica- 
tion and the Statesman's XL ent weekly entertainment supplement, the 
reprised and expanded version of this popular piece - previously nomi- 
nated for three Austin Critics Table awards - is big news, and rightfully 
so; Orr’s work is perceptive, inventive, and surprisingly engaging. 

The life of Elvis Aaron Presley, his rise and sordid downfall, is famil- 
iar to everyone. The lessons about sudden fame, the inexplicable 
frenzy that has surrounded him since his death, the unique place he 
holds in our culture, from nostalgia to the compulsive desire to emu- 
late and embody by impersonation, all of this would seem to have 
been explored to the point of total oversaturation. What could anyone 
possibly have left to say about Elvis? 

Orr answers this difficult question in such a way that not only 
does her piece succeed as enjoyable spectacle on its own but also 
serves as a gratifying reminder of the nature and purpose of a work 
of art. The King and I has no shocking revelations, no avant-garde 
affectations, evinces neither condescension for nor exploitation of 
the populist cultural appeal of its subject. Rather, it 
is the satisfying and illuminating result of a smart, 
extremely witty woman turning her attention to a cul- 
tural icon with total sincerity. From the specific ways 
in which Elvis’ life and her own overlap, related in 
charming and humorous asides during slide shows, to 
the manner in which thousands have communed with 
him, a brilliant number in which despondent figures 
play Elvis’ saddest songs on their record players, she 
addresses his life, his songs, and his place in our 
experience as an honest participant and an insightful observer. 

From the very first number, the choreography impresses. Using 
many of Elvis’ signature moves and gestures, Orr creates a vocabu- 
lary that is at once familiar, infectious, and almost miraculously 
underivative. The three dancers - Orr, Ann Berman, and Theresa 
Hardy - are beautifully matched and come across as a natural exten- 
sion of one other. Their mobile elastic limbs undulate through Orr’s 
fluid choreography with such assurance and ease; at moments, it 
prompts the question as to whether they have any bones at all. 

By the time the first act draws to a close and the three of them 
are cooking peanut-butter-and-banana sandwiches, intertwined like 
the Graces on a Grecian frieze and the Elvis impersonators, particu- 
larly an adept and winning Donnie Roberts, make their appearance, 



Orr has established a thoughtful and novel enough approach that the 
more kitschy aspects of his legend can be addressed, and it is all 
good fun. 

The King and I is to be commended for making accessible an art 
form that too often runs to the esoteric and by doing so with total 
integrity. That Allison Orr could accomplish this with a subject as bur- 
dened by cliche as Elvis Presley is testament to the boundless poten- 
tial of a thoughtful and original mind. - Iris Brooks

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broke it down to a more abstracted level. Although the end 
products ideally met in the center, it was easy to identify 
“Ignus Fatuus” as the works with a clearly delineated form 
and “Problematizing Representation” as the ones with 
obscured identities. Christa Mares and Cecelia Phillips 
spread their reach to both themes by retaining identifiable 
elements and employing fantastical effects. Mares ensnared 
plastic or ceramic figurines in a large crochet web. The edges 
of forms in Phillips’ paintings were blurry and misty but did 
not obscure the portraits. The light was magical. 

On the ground sat the Death Star. With careful observation, 
you could see Peter Johansen had positioned Sputnik in the 
dark corner above, pointed directly at the firing mechanism 
of the famed Star Wars battle station. Jill Pangallo interacted, 
sometimes creepily, with her twin doll and described an 
inseparable world of toys and life. Jani Benjamins’ prints had 
a familiar look, but unless you compared your own hand to 
the marks, you might not have recognized the tool. Tape and 
stencils aided Bonnie Gammill in creating her candy-colored 


urbanscapes. Karri Paul’s paintings flanked 
the exit: To the right, odd-shaped aluminum 
panels contained a muddied look at commu- 
nication through phone and TV; to the left, a 
vertical painting almost suggested a mirrored 
grassy landscape. 

The final part of “Interchange” presents per- 
haps the most activity with the fewest artists. 
“Add and Subtract” and “Discordance” serve 
as self-describing themes. Benjamins’ eras- 
ing and Wite-Out on magazine pages, Paul’s 
arranging of painting surfaces, Gammill’s lay- 
ering of paint, and Amelia Winger-Bearskin’s 
video compilation are all forms of collage. 
Different levels of confrontation are employed 
for “Discordance.” Mueller’s barrage of ultima- 
tums and Pangallo’s ineffective corporate-train- 
ing video point out disagreements. Perhaps 
the most engaging discordance comes from 
Winger-Bearskin’s video Backup (Cupid, That'll 
Be the Day , Jolene). A triptych of the artist, 
each portrait sings the backup verses of a 
different song. The dissonance amplifies the 
absence of musical harmony. But the iconic 
white earbuds act as cultural blinders and implicate selfish 
consumers in the global disharmony. 

Jerry Saltz, senior art critic at New York Magazine, recently 
wrote about curating, “Two artworks arranged alchemically 
leave each intact, transform both and create a third thing.” 
The generous breathing room, complex thematic structure, 
and use of an awesomely designed catalog as focal point 
and guide in this year’s summer show mark a positive depar- 
ture from last year’s tired itinerary. There is still a sense of a 
big show-and-tell, but you can also sense that curators Lynn 
Boland, Kathryn Hixson, Katja Rivera, Deborah Spivak, Edwin 
Stirman, and Amanda Douberley (also a Chronicle Arts writer) 
were allowed to do their job. With a trilogy of shows, the 
relationships between artists and artworks are concise and 
persuasive. Curators curate. Like movie producers or editors, 
they must know how to arrange elements to deliver the best 
product. Sometimes that includes omitting elements. The job 
may be thankless at times, but when it’s done right, the art- 
work shines ever brighter. - Salvador Castillo 


'Interchange' 

Creative Research Lab, through Aug. 25 


The first part to Creative Research Lab’s 
three-part summer master of fine arts exhibi- 
tion, “Interchange,” which ran the first two 
weeks of July, was frozen quiet. “The Burden of 
History” and “The Eternal Moment” both start- 
ed things slowly and left time 
for contemplation. A quick look 
around the gallery showed that 
the installation was very spa- 
cious. “The Eternal Moment” 
could be identified by the use 
of light. A cool light gently 
cradled “the” moment in both 
Anna Krachey’s portraits and 
Laura Turner’s interiors. Joseph 
Winchester’s snowy, scratchy 
video described the moment in a similar light. 

One of Alec Appl’s contraptions sat atop a 
moss-covered mound. A spotlight activated a 
minuscule motor shifting a gyroscope antenna 
through a small solar panel. The same hum- 
ming energy could be sensed in the paintings of Virginia 
Yount. In the shadowy foreground, an ominous congregation 
of rectangular machines littered the ground. 

Meanwhile, “The Burden of History” was marked by con- 
frontation. Joshua Welker’s ghostly white object, suggesting 
a tree or a hastily constructed streetlight, stood in front of 
a similarly fabricated painting. Depending on your focus, the 
painting shifted between describing a street with buildings 
flanking the road or a tower with diagramming lines. Machines 
came crashing together in the works of Peter Johansen: The 
Enola Gay was intertwined with the Mayflower, and the Red 
Baron faced off against Mount Rushmore. History also col- 
lided in Kurt Mueller’s A History of Ultimatums. Simple black 
texts on white posters republished threats of war and threats 
from popular culture such as movies, songs, and fairy tales. 

The second part of “Interchange,” which ran July 21-Aug. 

4, provided more active visuals. “Ignis Fatuus” showed 
fantasy moving toward the familiar, while “Problematizing 
Representation” began with an understood depiction and

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The King of Kong: 

A Fistful of Quarters 


D: Seth Gordon. (PG-13, 79 min.) 

Video games are the future of entertainment, we’ve been told 
time and again, but what of those hardy, semilost souls for whom 
those bulky, arcade-bound console games of yore 

- Pac-Man, Ms. Pac-Man, Galaga, Asteroids, et al. 

- remain the high point of pixelated pleasure? 

Not because they’re retro-hip, ironic throwbacks or 
beeping, trilling arcade versions of Pleasantville’s 
rose-tinted backward glancing but because they’re 
the be-all and end-all of gaming itself? For them, 
the joystick retains its knobby, manly allure and is 
the obsessive-compulsive, attention-deficit dynamo 
required to make it to Donkey Kong’s legendary, 
if little seen, “kill screen” (where the game itself 

essentially “gives up” and dies on the too-skilled player). The 
games have become an entire way of life, informing everything from 
wardrobes and hairstyles to the players’ hypercompetitive, post- 
Dungeons & Dragons dorkiness. Don’t stop believing? Perish the 
thought. The King of Kong is as winning, sweet, and occasionally 
disturbing a documentary about people for whom time has stopped 
somewhere around 1982 as you’d ever want to see. It both cel- 
ebrates the iconoclastic (and, in hindsight, utterly American) stick- 
to-it-iveness that makes otherwise (sort of) sensible adults vie for 
the title of World’s Best Donkey Kong Player. Director Gordon lucked 
out, big time: He presents us with the egocentric current title-holder 
Billy Mitchell, the de facto villain of the piece, who not only sports 
Steve Perry’s blow-dried locks but also the requisite Eighties Stoner 
panache. Mitchell sets himself up as the antagonist the moment his 
goateed mug scrunches up in overconfident distaste at the mention 
of The King of Kong’s lower-middle-class hero: the beefy, enormously 
charming Steve Wiebe, a high school science teacher and perpetual 
also-ran. Wiebe has a doting spouse and a handful of kids who 
are there, on camera, demanding, urn, “toilet assistance” while 
their dad is hunkered down in the garage with a video camera that 
records his every onscreen dodge and feint as he bests Mitchell’s 
two-decades-old Donkey Kong high score of a million points. From 
here on out, The King of Kong is pure, goofy fun, shot through with 
a geeky sort of melancholy as Wiebe tries - hard and with little suc- 
cess - to get Mitchell to play him face-to-face at the World Donkey 


Kong Championships. You end up rooting for the good guy, sure, but 
you never feel the often jerky Mitchell is anything less than a human 
being, warts and all. ( Donkey Kong tournaments in the theatre lobby 
before the Friday-Sunday evening shows. Steve Wiebe will attend the 
Sunday evening shows. See p.51 of this week’s Screens section for 
an interview with Wiebe.)

New Reviews 

ARCTIC TALE 

D: Sarah Robertson , Adam Ravetch. (G, 85 min.) 

Oh, that wascally walrus calf! There she 
is with her herd, relaxing on an ice floe 
beneath a gorgeous arctic sunset after a 
three-day clam binge (which walrus “mom” 
and her best pal and protector “Auntie” 
snuffle up with their “sweet ’staches”), 
when suddenly the entire group’s diges- 
tive tracts explode in an 1812 Overture of 
flatulence, tooting and pooting concussive 
eruptions so magisterial that it almost lev- 
els the mammoth slab of glacial ice they 
call home. Nutty! Although comparisons 
between Arctic Tale and 2005 ’s March of 
the Penguins are perhaps unavoidable, this 
very well-shot tale of young walrus Seela 
and her polar bear doppelganger Nanu (pre- 
sumably not their real names) is less a tra- 
ditional National Geographic-style documen- 
tary and more a cuddly “See how they’re 
just like us” children’s story set beneath 
the undulating Northern Lights. Filmmakers 
Ravetch and Robertson spent some 15 
years filming various animals in their icy 
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native habitats (including rare footage of 
a pod of narwhals, the so-called Unicorns 
of the Deep - something I’ve never seen 
before) before crafting the footage into a 
“narrative” (with a kid-friendly narration, 
courtesy of Queen Latifah) about the itty 
bitty walrus and the little polar bear that 
could. Almost by accident, the filmmakers 
also recorded some of the first unassail- 
able evidence that the polar ice cap is 
shrinking as the sea becomes warmer. 

As the summers grow inexplicably longer 
and the ice shelf begins to melt and then 
refuses to reform as it has for thousands 
of years, both Nanu and Seela face unfore- 
seen obstacles: namely, how to find the 
summertime food they’ll need to store up 
in their blubber and sinewy musculature to 
keep them alive during the winter months. 
To its credit, Arctic Tale isn’t a hard sell on 
the environmental angle (and really, after 
the mainstream media’s recent coverage of 
a near-disastrous mishap between a mas- 
sive chunk of calving glacial ice and the 
British-registered tourist vessel it very near- 
ly capsized, it doesn’t need to be). Instead, 
the film focuses on the anthropomorphiza- 
tion of its animal stars. If it’s sometimes a 
little too pat, a little too cute, bear in mind 
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that this film’s target audience is the post- 
Barney, pr e-Bratz set and not John James 
Audubon. The Earth’s offspring, human 
and otherwise, are still quite literally the 
future, and Arctic Tale is right to ask its 
final ominous query: What will the rapidly 
warming future hold for Seela and Nanu’s 
kids, and, more to the point, what might it 
hold for ours? - Marc Savlov

dysfunction. Stir well. The result is Death 
at a Funeral, a comedy that’s refreshing 
in its courage to embrace tradition and 
just have fun. The film spans the course 
of a single afternoon, during a funeral 
where everything that can go wrong, does. 
Macfadyen appears pastier and puffier 
than the dashing Mr. Darcy he played in 
Pride and Prejudice. And it works because 
this time around he’s Daniel, the neurotic 
son who stayed home, attending to his 
aging parents while his successful novel- 
ist brother (Graves) went off to New York. 
Daniel’s years of pent-up frustration grow 
as he learns his brother won’t be pony- 
ing up his half of the funeral costs. But 
that’s just the beginning.

Daniel’s resent- 
ful mother (Asher) continues to drop not- 
so-subtle jabs at Daniel’s wife (Hawes). 
Howard (Nyman) must tend to the ultimate 
in grumpy old men, Uncle Alfie (Vaughan), 
while indulging his growing hypochondria. 
Troy (Marshall) merely sees the funeral 
as a pit stop on the way to sell his latest 
pharmaceutical concoction. Meanwhile, his 
sister, Martha (Donovan), drags her milque- 
toast fiance (Tudyk) to the service only to 
accidentally calm his nerves with some 
of her brother’s homemade LSD. Tudyk

(Serenity) is hilarious as the mild-man- 
nered Brit sent on a psychedelic journey. 
Then there’s Peter (Dinklage), the mysteri- 
ous guest who turns out to be closer to 
the deceased than anyone would have 
guessed. It’s comedy in the good old-fash- 
ioned sense: pure farce served straight 
up. Smartly conceived and executed, the 
jokes arrive with some cheap shots, but Oz 
(and Dean Craig’s script) take everything 
one step further.

Kaurismaki’s characters are but specks 
in the cosmos, and he sees no nobility 
in their suffering. Yet, as in the other two 
films in the trilogy ( Drifting Clouds, which 
looks at unemployment, and Man Without a 
Past, whose focus is homelessness), Lights 
in the Dusk doesn’t diminish or degrade 
its characters, either: They may be life’s 
outcasts and losers, but they are still the 
subjects of their own stories. Kaurismaki’s 
spartan storytelling provides just enough 
detail to get us hooked but never any 
excess in which to wallow. In fact, the 
characters are relatively affectless, the 
settings are minimalist, and the narrative 
is spare. Lights in the Dusk is the song 
of a lonely sap, a security guard named 
Koistinen (Hyytiainen) who is laughed at 
by his fellow workers and rebuffed by the 
women he clumsily tries to pick up. When 
he attempts to improve his station in life 
and applies for a loan to start a business, 
even the bankers openly laugh at him. 
Koistinen is ripe for the plucking by a crime 
boss (Koivula) who uses his girlfriend, Mirja 
(Jarvenhelmi), to lure the security codes 
and keys from the hapless guard to rob a 
jewelry store along his route. Koistinen is 
an easy mark, made clearly evident by the 
scant amount of seduction necessary by 
Mirja. She looks so bored that only a per- 
son truly starved for friendship would bite 
at her company. How does one say “cher- 
chez la femme” in Finnish? Remaining 
passive in his downfall, Koistinen is remi- 
niscent of the hero in Ernest Hemingway’s 
twice-filmed story “The Killers” - the sap 
who was betrayed by a dame and then 
offers no resistance to his own execution. 
Still, Lights in the Dusk has small moments 
of hopefulness: intriguing music, a dog, the 
unprodded assistance of a young boy and 
a concerned woman. They’re not much, but 
neither is life all bleakness and desolation. 
Sometimes there exist lights in the dusk.

Now that Judd Apatow has written and/ 
or directed and/or produced upward of a 
hundred movies about mostly the same 
thing involving mostly the same people 
since his peak with Freaks and Geeks - all 
three of the previews before the sneak of 
Superbad were “from the guy who brought 
you” or “those guys” who did - one begins 
to imagine him not only as a sort of King 
Turd on Hollywood’s Shit Hill but also as 
that dude in high school who, when given 
the opportunity to bring up the rear of the 
popular clique at the beginning of fresh- 
man year, shrewdly opts to lead a pack 
with their tails between their legs. His act 
won’t play everywhere, but it’ll work on 
these losers. Who can blame that dude? 
Being the best of the worst brings its 
own boost; adolescence - and the stu- 
dio system - is a matter of survival, and 
the funny guy always has flexibility. Still, 
sooner than he thinks, his fate is sealed 
with these fellas for better or worse; every 
Saturday night, they’re doing the same stu- 
pid stuff. Sometimes it’s great, and some- 
times you get sick of it. Lately, Apatow and 
his buddies have made comedies for a 
certain age group, not ones for the ages. 
Luckily, Superbad comes a little closer. 
Toward the end of it and their senior year, 
Evan (Cera) confronts Seth (Hill) - Evan 
Goldberg and Rogen are writing what they 
know here - about their friendship. He 
laments that he wasted his high school 
years “talking bullshit” in the basement 
when he could have been out meeting new 
people and getting laid. (Clearly George 
Michael has come a long way since Bland 
... I mean Ann.) The drama is all in Cera’s 
tone and Hill’s expression. It’s one of 
those moments - that real-life moment you 
wish every Apatow production had more of 
- and one that all of the saturated one-lin- 
ers, cute nicknames, quirky period details, 
neat turns of phrase, beery bons mots, 
colloquialisms, and ironic gangsta slang in 
the world aren’t going to get you out of. As 
they stand in the middle of a dark road in 
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the middle of a struggle with sex, bullies, 
and separation anxiety on a particularly 
stressful Friday night, they are Neal dress- 
ing down Del in a hotel room in Planes , 
Trains & Automobiles. Like that John 
Hughes gem, Superbad is in part about 
adapting and coping with a loss of con- 
trol. It’s also about being hilarious, and it 
doesn’t hurt that its credits are filled with 
Arrested Development refugees, including 
Mottola (who also wrote and directed The 
Daytrippers). Cera spins gold with every 
line throughout; Hill fulfills his fat-kid birth- 
right as a gifted physical comedian. Mintz- 
Plasse, whose voice breaks every time 
he talks in his debut, is a fine sideman. 
There are drags: Scenes often go on too 
long in confined settings; the film threat- 
ens to collapse with every gag that falls 
flat; and the supporting cast is spotty. But 
mostly Superbad is as soulful and funky as 
its soundtrack. - Shawn Badgley

THE TEN

It’s unlikely that Moses would recognize 
the shalls and shall nots in this anthology 
of quirky comedy sketches with a contem- 
porary take on the Ten Commandments. 

This is theatre of the absurd for very partic- 
ularized tastes, deeply rooted in the humor- 
istic style of the comedy troupe the State, 
which was featured in a series on MTV in 
the mid-Nineties. If you’re looking for ha-ha 
funny, then The Ten is probably not for you - 
you’ll be more likely scratching your head in 
befuddled wonderment than laughing your 
ass off at this hit-or-miss brand of humor. 

A miscast Rudd serves as host here, intro- 
ducing each of the 10 episodes as part of 
a running commentary on his messed-up 
love life. In other more memorable films, 
Rudd’s sly and subtle delivery of a one-liner 
has worked as an asset, but he seems out 
of place in this format, where he is center- 
stage like a stand-up comedian. Most of his 
monologues fall flat, sometimes embarrass- 
ingly so. (As his respective wife and mis- 
tress, Janssen and Alba, fare no better in 
their less-than-one-dimensional roles.) The 
satire in a couple of the sketches works 
well, particularly in the one addressing the 
sin of coveting thy neighbor’s goods, which 
in this instance take the form of CAT scan 
machines. The parody of the Woody Allen 
film Broadway Danny Rose in an animated 
episode about a lying rhinocerous, however, 
will go right over most viewers’ heads. As 
I mentioned earlier, The Ten offers a brand 
of comedy for very particularized tastes, 
though everyone should appreciate the 
in-joke of featuring Ryder in the skit about 
the Eighth Commandment.

power struggles of their leaders. Goya’s Ghosts is 
not a biopic of the artist, nor is it a study of the 
Inquisition or a historical epic. The film instead 
uses Goya and historical events to paint a portrait 
of our collective barbarism, and how our methods 
may change over time but our impulses remain the 
same. Bardem plays Brother Lorenzo, the priest 
whose storyline is followed throughout the film. 
Skarsgard is solid as Goya, but the presence of 
Portman (playing two roles) comes with melodra- 
matic flourishes that particularly hobble the film’s 
third act. Goya’s Ghosts also suffers from way too 
many coincidences, historical and otherwise, that 
frequently interrupt the narrative flow.

GYPSY CARAVAN

This delicate Irish import is the insightful and 
endearing reimagining of a familiar genre: the 
musical. Unlike traditional musicals that center 
around their big performance numbers, Once is a 
movie about real people who just happen to start 
singing now and then. Written by the film’s stars, 
Hansard (frontman of the successful Irish rock 
band the Frames) and Czech musician Irglova, the 
music weaves in and out of the film with dreamlike 
precision. Recipient of the World Cinema Audience 
Award at Sundance, the movie is simultaneously 
magical and real. The dialogue is honest and 
awkward (the actors were encouraged to improvise 
their lines), and the music feels as surprisingly 
realistic as the conversations. With a delicate 
mastery, Carney successfully creates a story that 
is both substantial and slight, while Hansard and 
Irglova are enchanting to watch. Ultimately, Once 
transcends even its own ambitions, becoming a 
complex meditation on relationships, Irish culture, 
and music.

la Madeleine.” Tom Tykwer’s lyrical short film “True” 
appears here as “Faubourg Saint-Denis”; anchor- 
ing the techno fast-motion montage techniques of 
his Run Lola Run on a standout performance by 
Portman, Tykwer excavates the charred remains 
of a relationship. Gyllenhaal likewise illuminates 
Olivier Assayas’ “Quartier des Enfants Rouges,” 
a gritty handheld slice of life about a heroin- 
smoking actress abroad that recalls the French 
New Wave. A slam-dunk for cineastes, romantics, 
and Francophiles, Paris , Je T’Aime recommends 
itself more broadly but for a handful of clunkers.

Herzog 
outdoes himself with Rescue Dawn, proving that 
he is among the most daring of all filmmakers and 
capable - like his characters - of almost anything.

A few months ago, a YouTube clip of L.A.-based cable-access host John Kilduff surfaced. His 
show, Let's Paint TV, usually features him running on a treadmill, painting, and doing something else 
(usually involving food) simultaneously. In this episode, a fog machine, feedback, and eerie stretches 
of noise made it look like he was in a scene from Apocalypse Now. That noise came courtesy of San 
Francisco duo Rahdunes and pretty much sums up the live show. 

Vets of the Bay Area noise scene, Nate Archer and Aaron Coyes strive to create ambience through 
unsettling drone, incorporating bass, synth, guitar, organ, and something called a “slay box.” Both 
have film backgrounds, as well, and Archer recently composed the soundtrack for Wild Tigers I Have 
Known, released by David Tibet of Current 93. Essentially, they’re multitaskers, and that translates 
in their progressive, end-of-the-world tones. 

“When you play Western music using Western instruments, you’re kind of forced to exist within 
the parameters of those instruments,” relates Coyes. “Sonically, there’s a whole other world out 
there. A lot of cultures have infinite tones to play with. In the future, it seems like a lot of our medi- 
cal problems will be solved by that range of infinite tones, like how dentists are using ultrasonic 
devices to clean your teeth.” 

Their frequency caught the ear of local Emperor Jones head Craig Stewart, and he recently put out 
their self-titled record, a howling, face-melting surge of otherworldly clang and neon howl. Their DIY 
aesthetic is a defining one, kind of like their buddy John Kilduff, eh? Coyes sees the parallel.

INVESTMENT PROPERTY 
& 1031 EXCHANGES 

I own an investment property. I keep reading about all 
these California investors and how they take advantage 
of “1031 exchanges” to buy property in Texas. What is a 
1031 exchange? 

With the current buzz surrounding real estate invest- 
ing, it’s smart to get educated on different options that 
may affect the tax consequences of real estate investment 
decisions. A 1031 exchange is an option that has been 
available for decades but has become more well-known in 
recent years. The phrase “1031” refers to the section of the 
Internal Revenue Service code that sets out the rules that the 
exchanger of property must comply with in order to success- 
fully complete the exchange. 

The 1031 exchange allows property owners to defer tax 
consequences related to the sale of real estate as long as all 
proceeds from the sale are reinvested in “like-kind” property 
within a specified time period and that other well-established 
procedures are followed. In short, if someone exchanges invest- 
ment property solely for investment property of a like-kind, no 
gain or loss is recognized under Section 1031 of the IRS code. 
Properties are generally considered of like-kind if they are of the 
same nature or character, even if they differ in grade or quality. 

The primary advantage of a 1031 exchange is the preser- 
vation of investment capital by deferring payment of capital- 
gains taxes. If one sells property (rather than exchanging it), 
he or she must pay taxes on any recognized gain, which can 
include capital-gains taxes as well as state taxes (depending 
on the state). In a 1031 exchange, the same person may be 
able to use his or her profit to acquire replacement property. 
1031 exchanges are often preferred because they allow greater 
net profits, the purchase of larger or additional investment 
property and a faster pyramiding of wealth. 

This column serves only as a mere introduction to the 
concept of a 1031 exchange and does not constitute specific 
tax advice. Like many other tax issues, a 1031 exchange has 
many requirements and sophisticated nuances. Competent 
legal and/or accounting counsel is always recommended and 
should always be engaged when considering whether a 1031 
exchange might work in specific circumstances.

Somewhere back in the hairy-assed Stone Age one of our thirsty, uni- 
browed ancestors had the audacity to get his milk from an entirely different 
species. Who knows? Could have been a precocious 2 year old or simply 
some prehistoric Benny Hill, the point is that regardless of the motivation, 
it must have been a hard sell to the rest of the clan, not to mention the 
respective cow/goat/camel/yak/water buffalo. It takes a certain amount of 
chutzpah to grab the tits of a lactating mother of your own species, but it 
takes big brass ones to crawl up under the belly of a 1 ,000 pound hairy beast 
and start tugging on her mams. One would expect to see more hieroglyphics 
detailing the hilarious Neolithic bloopers that must have ensued, but appar- 
ently history is not written by people with hoof marks in their foreheads or 
dung in their hair. Suffice it to say that domestication of dairy animals must 
have been a long and winding road, albeit a necessary one on the journey 
to modem civilization. Hunting is a decent enough leisure activity (unless 
maybe you’re bird hunting with Deadeye Dick), but chasing around critters 
for your daily sustenance can be a frustrating and demoralizing experience, 
especially if you’re a Buddhist. The Plains Indians (aka indigenous occu- 
pants of middle America) made a pretty decent go of it, but they racked up 
a lot of frequent follower miles in the process. Props to them however for 
figuring out how to live “off the tit,” as it were for hundreds of years. Sure, 
you can criticize them for not inventing gunpowder, the wheel, or movable 
type, but if you’ve ever sidled up beside a full-grown American bison, you’ll 
never disparage them for not having whipped up a respectable smoked 
Havarti. Unlike their light-loafered European counterparts, the American 
buffalo’s ass-kicking switch is always engaged, so milking one is pretty much 
out of the question, not to mention adult American buffalo bull can weigh 
more than 2,000 pounds, which can either be seen as a lot of fresh meat 
or a good reason not to fondle the cows’ teats. Someone might have tried 
at some point, but the size of his balls surely hindered his escape from the 
charging bull. Lesson learned. Meanwhile, on the other side of the pond, 
our European ancestors were growing fat and happy enjoying the advan- 
tages of dairy animal domestication: Fresh churned butter, curds and whey, 
quiches, cheeses, cow tipping. Sitting on a bucket and yanking teats may be 
hard work, but it’s not like chasing around a thundering herd of bison all 
day. Eventually, if you make enough cheese, you can turn your attentions to 
other pursuits like arts, sciences, and oppressing indigenous peoples. The 
Europeans excelled at all three, so it was only a matter of time before they 
invented ice cream. Used to be only folks in chillier climes could enjoy this 
delicacy, but since the advent of mechanical refrigeration, it’s been a special 
favorite of people in hot places like Texas. Ironically, ice cream doesn’t cool 
much down except your throat and generally just makes you fatter and 
correspondingly hotter than you would be had you not eaten it in the first 
place. Ah, but it sure feels good going down. This Saturday at Waterloo 
Park, you can cool down, fatten up, and celebrate the domestication of 
dairy animals at the first ever Austin Ice Cream Festival. Sample ice creams 
from a variety of local vendors, listen to five music by Nakia & His Southern 
Cousins, Boxcar Preachers, and Idgy Vaughn, and help raise money for local 
charities.
